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IN intniducinfj a now Work to the PiiMir, it is cxiK-'ct- 
ed that Homn account should be given of its iaccp- 
tioD, deogn, scope, and prowcation. 

Whilst delivering a course of Krtun^s two years 
since in ProvideDCC, on Medinrol History, I found no 
gct^gmphical work m Engliih LheiBtnra, illtutratiug 
that period to vhich I oouU refer. This want BOggested 
the present work. 

The Gcogmjiliy of the Ancient World presentfl no 
■och deBdmey, haviug been elucidated nince the seven- 
teenth conlitrv liv tlie master-minds of Celliiriu!*, CIu- 
veriiis, Danvilk', aud still more recently by Ren- 
nel, Uannert, Heeren, Uckert, and others. Much 
lisht has liUo lioen thniwn on tlie remote aires of civili- 
lation by the lat« philological discoveries in E'^l^t and 
Peraia, and the excavations of Nineveh. 

Yet the no less imp<">rtnnt j>orii>d of the Middle 
Ages, though so thoroughly iuvestigatvd by the modem 
Hutociaa, has «tiU (ematned ctimpamthely ne^^eoted by 
the Geographer. 

Mediffival Atlases have been published by C. Kmse 
(tninalAted into French by Felix Ansart) and by diaries 
Spnmer ; but these K-ing dt-'ft rllv.' in lottrr-iir( ss, mn- 
toioing only scanty notett, and uiero diy, historical 
tablea, leave tbe student to depend on Ub own re- 
■ources in the explanation of the maps. 

Thtu no general comprehensive Geography, embra- 
cing tbe inedia»val times down to the* close of the 
fifteenth centun,-, Ltin yet iipjieiiR'd to ,'iui>j>ly the wiint 
which muHt Ix; felt by every student of Gibbon, Hal- 
huu, Sismondi, Guizot, and the other nnmerons writers 
tnstiiigcf that em. 

It occurred to me, therefore, that my collectanea, 
made during my long residence in Italy and Greece, 
together with my notes of travd in the East — partly em- 
Kxlictl in my Providence Leofures — might furnish me 
with ample materials for the cuuipositioa of a work 
wfaidi would supply, at leaafc in part^ the iranta of the 
student of Meiliieval llistorj'. 

Having met with encouragement from my publish- 
eit, the idea has been carried out, and I now ofler to 
the public the " Worhl In the Middle J>jes."

skot ln - ami nAtiies of medifpval institutions, with side- 
glances at the religious, languagei^ and literatures of the 
difi'erent natiooa. 

I have endeavored likevise to give that prominence 
to tbe Bcandinanans, the SclaTonians, Tartars, and 
other Esitaini tnbea which their important influence on 
histoiy demudi ; but wbidi bitboto bee been denied 
them. 

In the Geography of Ecclesiastical Ui-story, I have 
followed Ber. John E. Wiltsch. I have entered into 
more than usual detail on the Byzantine Enipire, 
Greece, and the Eastern States, both with the hope of 
illustrating the brilliant pages of Gibbon and tbe 
Chroniclers of the Crusades ; and in now of the impor- 
tant part which these Countries are about to act in the 
present crisis tbat aeema to tbieaten the entire political 
system of Euroix>. 

I am indebted for tbe selectidB of my mape, to Pto> 
fessor Gfloi^ W. Greene's trandatiou of Dr. Sprunei's 
great Historical Athis. 

For my authorities, I refer the reader to the foot- 
notes, and tbe list of anthon on the dosing page of the 
Work. I liavr also cjin fiiily corajiilcd Historical and 
Geographical Indices, referring to tbe number of the 
paragraph in every instance where the name occors. 

I would ask the kind forbeanncc of the Public with 
reganl to 8<ime ocensional foreign expressions or tiums 
of thought, which possibly may betray the autliorjvs a 
Dane. 

If this, my first attempt in the field of Historical 
Geography, should be fiivorably received by the I'ublic, 
I might pofaapo find myself emboldened to undertake 

the still more arduous task of jirejmring an Historical 
Gcogra]»hy of the Modem World, uniform with the pro- 

HCUt. 

This would embrace, not otdy the geographicnl 
changes and jiolitical revolutions of modem Europe 
during the last three cent uries, but likewise the higUy 
important Colonial Geog^nijiliy of Asia, Africa, and Ame- 
rica. Especial attention would then be devoted to the 
rise, progress, emancipathm, and ^antie devdopmeBt 
of the Keimltlic of the United States. 

The Qiatcrials for such an undertaking are in part 
collected, tiae plan laid down, the maps selected, and I 
only await the enoouagement of the Idtonuy BepnUfe 
to cany my ideas into execution.

Every one of these pngftetmee waa agun snbdi- 
viiieil into ilioeeses — ili<irr%rs — under vicars — ricurii — or ^ii e- 
prji-feeta, who received their orders from the pnefeots. The dio-

were ruled by proconsuls, consulars, jircsidents or correctors. 
Const.antinnple and Rome were the capitals ; but they enjoyed 
the privilege of being excluded from the provincial division, and 
had their own peeolnir administration and governor, who, un- 
der (!.;■ iiaiiie of eity-pra?fert — priTfertun vrbis — enioved a 
P'lwer similar, at least, to that of the prsetorial pra:feet».

Roman Dacia thnn embraced thcprcflcntBoB8aralna,Noldana, 
Wallachia, Trsni»ylvania, and part of Hungary; its riveni were 
the Tibiaooa aod Mariscus (now Marosh). The anoient Daoi 
had been vanquiahad by Trajan, dnteg hia eampaigna in 
I0:{-''. wl:>'n Daoin waa reduced to 11 Roiiiun pnivinco, and 
rep<-opU'd with nttmarona Komau eulouies. The old Daeian 
town, i^irmtcp^AiMa was then denominated Vtpia Trajana,

The ruins of Gortyiia are ?ituate<l near the vilhige of Kainurion, 
where some travellers have taken the deep quarries iu the 
noigfaboiuring bills for the celebrated labyrinth of king Minos, 
though it was situated on the north of the island n<>ar Cnoasu*.

4G. I. Dalmatia, on the coast of the Adriatic, retained its 
ancient name ; bnt it contained, heaidee, that northern part of 
aodaot Ulyria, known by the name of Li6umia, which doea 
not seem to have formed a spjiarato province. Its metropoliti 
was Salona, in a beautiful plain near the coaal. It was the 
bllthplaaacif tha Bmperor Diocletian, who, after his abdication, 
A. Hi 904, retired to the splendid palace which he bad built 
near Sakma, where he spent the remainder of his active life 
in rural occupations. The village of Aumlatlius, and long 
afterwards the provincial town of Spalatn, have grown out of 
tha mizia of tha imperial aayhni, wbioli alOl, la spite of itaar- 
ehitaotnral grandear, exhlbita the deeline of arta in the third 
eestory. 

47. IL Savia, north of Dalmatia, took it-x name from the 
rlTer Samu (8af«), whteb paaaed tbrovgh it, and consisted 
of the sontheaatem part of the aneient Pannonia. Metro- 

polia, Si>L i.v (now .Sis.^oek), on uu ii«land iu the river Cu/iijiix 
{worn Kulpa), near its junction with the Save. It was hero 
that Theodoeiua defeated Maximna in S6B. JSirmtiitn (now 
f*irnii< L), southea.'st in the province, on the Save, wn^ one of 
the most considerable eitie.t of tiie empire. It wa.'* the birth- 
plaee of aarenl emperors : important councils were held there, 
mtQ it waa hnmt down and deatroyod by the Huna in the 
fifth oentnry. CUeHs (now Srtici), northwest, was the battle- 
field where Constautine vauiiuislii'il Licinius. in WW; and nt 
ilitrsa, further northwest, ou the banks of tbu Drave, Con- 
ataattna dafaa t ad Hbgnenllni, a. a. 951, in a tramendona bat- 
tic, which deprived the empire of 54,000 of iti* bravest warri- 
or*. Acincum or Atiuincum, so called from it;- hot springs 
(now OldOfen, near Buda), on the Dannbc, was tlio priiieijial 
aity of the miUtaiy district Valeria (45), and contained arae- 
nala and wannfeetares of anna, Kke Sinninm. 

III. P.iNNoMA Si:( tMiA, or Inferior, yseat ii( Valrria, ciin 
sisted only of the western part of the ancient Pannonia Infe- 
rior, the southern district of which had been dismembered, in 
order to form the province of ."^avia. It extended westward, 
to the great lake of retisnti or Dalnlon (now Platten Sec). 

BaBomo (now .Sxony, ne^r Comom), on the Danube, 
where Yalantiniaa I. died in 375, ia snppoaed to bavo boon 
the matrapoUi of the prortneo.

49. PiocBSK OP Italt.— Tbb diooese, sitoatod north of 
the country whose name it Ip-irc. did not i-xti iiil nnuh farther 
nnath than the limits of the ancient Cisalpine Gaul ; but it 
eiubniced bcsidct, all the ancient HbsstiA and Vindclicia, be- 
tween the Alps and the Danube. It was govamad by a Viear, 
and divided into seven provinces: let, Vetutia, with Ittriai 
•Jd, Eiiii/iu : 3d, Ltumid: 4tli. Fi'dniinia, with Pieeitum 
AnnoHurium; 5th, Alpa Cotlia; t^th, Rkatia Prima t 
and 7th, Rkatia Seaintla. The four flrat were (jovemed by 

Con.«ulars, ami tin fivn latter by Prrsidi iits A niilitnrv Pnko 
wa.H charjrcd «il!i tin- ilntViico of llie two lUuctijc; Diily liba:- 
tia iSei-uuda touched the frontier line on the Rhine. We fol- 
low their g)iH{gra|ihical order from the north, sootbward. 

.50. I. SiMTTiA SccvNSA, On the north of the diocese, waa 
formed of the ancient Vindclicia, whose nictro|H.I'-, Ai'.r>TA 
Vi.NUBUcuuuM (now Augsburg) on the Licus (Lech), still 
prca o i v ed ita pra-eminenoe in the new provinea. 

II. Kiij:tia PiiiMA. on the south of the firmer, consisted 
of the ancient Ithwtia I'ropria, which was si-parutcJ from 
Italy by the Illuctian Alps — A/jiet Uhutitt — metropolis 
Ci'iiiA (now Chuf in the Orisona), at the baso of Mount 
Splagcn. 

51. III. Tiif; ('..rniN Aljx'S CoUitB, s<oithwc>t 

of Rbatlia, in the midst of the most towering pinnacles of the 
Alps, partly lyfaig in Italy, partly in Cknl, preiierved its name 

from the time of Augusttic, who had graciously permitted the 
petty king Cottiu.s to rule iu this small country. When 
Nero afterwards reduced it to a Roman province, it retained 
the name of ita last king, Metropolis, SEncsio (now 8uui), 
at the base of Moont Cenia, one of the most important defiles, 
from tiaiil into lt:ily. ('Imrli iii iliu' (-rosM-d Mount (lenis, 
aud defeated tbe Lombards at 8uia in 774.

coast of the Adriatic, and contained the snuthe4i.'*tern part of (""* ^- Pelino), near the Aternit*, is supposed to hare 

its metropolis. 

97. V. CAMrAKU, south of .Samniom, had likewise retained 
its ancient nsnie, and its high reputation for fiertility and enjoy- 
ment, tlimigli it suffered terribly from the Gothic war in 410, 
and heeame then the gruve ofthe Visigoths as it formerly had 
been of the Carthaginians under nauuihnl." NcAruLis (Na- 
ples), on its ^Icndid bay at the foot of Mount Vesuvius, was the 
most important city of the province, and, no doubt, its metro- 
polis, liinnrnium, on the southeast of Naples, had pre- 
served both its rank and population. Since Vcsttvius had 
faeoome a bumiag volcano, Campsoia aeemed to be more ftrtilo 
than before : the exuberant soil of Capua, Nola, and Nospl^S, 
afforded some cuusulution for the Iosh of the cities that hj 
buried under ashes and the iiilKil>itant.i were wealthy; 
the commeree iouriahing, and the islands on the eosst wsn 
Qity of Rome — pr(rfectu$ vrbis ; the few exceptions we men adorned with palaces and pleasnre bonses.

C.\!;TllA(iC, the metrojHjli-', !iad rl^cr: fr 'in licr ruins, 
and, though she might yield to the iiupcriul prcrogativu of 
CouHlautiuople, to the trade of Alexandria or to the splendor 
of Antiooh, she still muntained the aeoond rank in the waat, as 
the Kome of the Aftrean worid. She oootained the mannfte- 
tnres, arms and tri;a.sur('S of .nix provinces and sdiools andpvni- 
nasia of high repute ; her ports, public buildings aud institu- 
tions wan magnificent ; but die rapolation of the Carthaginians 
was not aqnal to that of their conntry and the reprnarh of 
Panic fklth still adhered to their subtle and faithlcsn char- 
acter.

V. Valentia was tlie iiortbemmoat part of the British dio- 
cese, and comprehended tbo whole district inelosed between 

the Hontheni wall of Hadrian, nnd the earlier outer wall of .\gri- 
eola on tlie Forth, iM-twu ii Hdinburgh and (Jlaspjw; thuH it 
comprised the later canity nf .Nortbnmbcrhtnd, and the Scot- 
tish Border and Lowlandm It was only a military line, with- 
out any regular Roman settlement." The great Julius Agn- 
c'lla, after hi!* brilliant \ii tiiries asrainst the C.ileibinians, at 
the base of the Granipiaus (the higlilaiids of Perth), built tbo 
first fortification across the narrow interval of forty miles, 
which be secured by a line of military stations Yet Jt 
]iroved but an inseeure ]irnl!K ti<in, ai.d Hadrian, tlierefiire, in 
his enthusiasm for arehiteeture, built iu 1 tlie beautiful

castles, between which were located nuraeroos smaOer towers. 
Four gates can still bo trac< d. Between the two ranpes of 
walls ran a Roman military ro.id of immense fl.ng stones, lined 
with extensive barracks. (juartera for caralry,and fortified .storc- 
honses and arsenals. Interesting inscriptions of tlio old legions 
have been fonnd, lot instanee : Ala Prima Aitorum, and Ala 

SiTvitiiaii '. li' ' V'triiiihi (all tlin-c l avalry), Cohora Prima 
Datatoruiii, Co/iors I'liiiui Tioij^ntruni, Co/iors QuarCa 
GaUomm, Cohort Secunda Dalmatorum, Cohors Prima 
JStia Dacorum, which show how many difiercnt nationalities 
were gathered beneath the Roman caglc«, and joined company 
l.igother. Paring the happy reign of Anttujinii' Pius, the 
Romans advanced onee mure into Caledonia, and the earlier 
embankment of Agricola waa new restored, by a turf rampart, 
erected on soIi<! fuundalinns of stoiir' It was considered as 
the Itincs iinj>crii, and called VuUum AiUunini. The dii-

World, during the fourth oentniy, immedistely before, Or 
dnring the great migrntion of the northeni tribes urOM the 
Danube and the Rhine, between .v. n. 37t) and 410, can, with 
r^gMrd to the reUtion* of thoae nations to tho Boman Empire, 
Im divided into tliree great parta. lit The eonntrics sitoated 
in tlu' centre and north of Kiiri>iif and the iKirthwrst of Asia, 
whicli were inhabited bj Ct/ts, Germans, SrniKlinariuns, 
S/avi, Ft litis, udA Hum, Sd. The coontricN in A.iia, oonth 
of Mount CantaMSiOa Hmt «Mt«m frontier* of the empire, 
ooeapied by Chasar$, 7hrtar$, Artiteniatu, Pernans, and 
SaniZ' iis. :id. Tiie ri:.'i"iis of norllicrn Africa, from Kirvjit 
to the Atlantic, and cxtcndiiiig south of the empire, toward 
dwiMat I%Kn demi, with tiuir wild Moorith trilies oC Amu- 
gk^H, Kaijflet, Bar6as, and other mixed JBlkkpUm meea. 

I. NoSTHSKN CwMTKUm 

75. BnGwira and PamciPAL Nations. — ^On the north and 

northi'.lAt of tho Roman friintitTsbi \i>iiil tin- Rliinc, tlic IVumtio, 
the Ulack Sea, and the chain of Muiint (.'niKiisu?, vu^t jilaius 
•Stand to the aborcsof the occnn uixl its niun v gulfi, whivli em- 
teaee the Enropean Continent on the north. These plains are, 
en the east, bordered by the high range nf Monnt Onrol, which 
only by a swelling hill cuuulry, iVrminj; tlio water slirJ nf nu- 
merooa rirers, ia connected on the southwest with the Corpa- 
ihim and Bohamka Mouiti^ of Centnl Eoiope. In the 

north andnavdnre^t t!n"if ptniiw were then cisvcrcil wild (irtiff 
and bumlire fbraatit. On the .-^outhoaxt, toward the I'unlUK and 
(he Caspian, they foruied open steppes, with fertile paatnro 
ponnda along the ImoIu of the rirera, iriieio from tinMS im- 
menoiial, Scythian and Sannatian nations named as no* 
madcs with ihrlr lit nls nii l flin l,^. All these coujitrio" Mere 
but little known to tlm anc-ientr<. Tlic Greeks and Romans 
wore ignorant of their limits ; and they designated them eon- 
Itaaadly under the vague denomination!! of Grrmnnut, Sarmn- 
tia EurojxTii, Sdrmatia Asiatica, and Scytlaa. During the 
first two centuries of our era, while the empire Htill Hubnisted 
in its full force, the Romans cared little about the revolu- 
tiens of those diatent regions, except only those of tiie Oer- 
mans, who were etintinunlly attacking the Roman garrisons 
on tho frontier lilies nf the Uhine and the Danube. 

The conquest uf (ieruiony, and the extousiou of the Ro- 
man frontiers to the Baltic — Sinus Codanus or Mare But- 
vicum — had been a fitvorite idea in dio times of Augustus. 
But llir Icrrililr (kfe;!t nf tlie RomriM Icjrtoii,-, mider VLirus, 
on the banks of the L,uppia (Lippe), near Paderbom, in the 
jsar 9 A. c, sad dm little advantage of (3w later sTenging 
expedition.!! of Prnsiis and Oermanirn.^, mii'le the empe- 
rors give up tho-sc fond hope*, and hencefurtli they cir- 
cum-cribed themselves to tho defence of the rivtr lines and 
tho Hadrian walls, between the Mayn and Danube beyond them. 
Bat tlw Oermamia wrtieu, who separately had bean vanquish- 
ed and repelled bj Bemaa dlaripUne, begpn, dnring the third 



century, to form large confederacies of kindred tribes : tho 
Franks on the lower, and the Alemauui (all men) on the apper 
Bhine; the Qaadi, Marooasanni, and Boionrii (Bavarians) on 
the Da&nba; the TiaigoAa, Ostrogoths, and Gepid.-c nn the 
Pontns. Like the waves of the tempestuous ocean, against 
the 0|>p08'uig dikes, they continued their attacks against tbe 
weakened and demoralised empire with varioaa sneeaaa^ 
until, m the year 876, the Huns, from the Volga, anb- 
dued all the caKtcrn d rmunie .itnl Si l.ivonic nations, and 
uniting with them, fell n|inii the umre western triW.'s, and forced 
them, by a mighty, simultanemm effort, to cross the rivers, and 
to seek new settlements in the civilised provinces of the 
South. Thus the sudden appearance of the Huna in a. tn. 375 b 
the signal for tho general irrupt iuu of the Gavnuna, and the 
dismemberment of tlm Boman Empire. 

We shall now attempt to deeeribe the naliena of tndspen- 
dent (lermaiiy in thi ir ."eat?!, immediately before that preat 
event which changed the whole political position of Europe, 
and tho empire of the Hun8, under Balomir and Attila (376 
—451), at that time embnwiog the ipaaler part ef aasient 
>Sey thin aad Snnnatk, from Hoitnt Ounl to the Swnbs^ and 
to the vety heart of GemMaj. 

A^EBHANIA. 

76. Its Extent.— Aneient Germany extended from tiM 
cossts of the Geriimnii' f)ei':in rtnd the Baltic, on the north, to 
thebanke nf the naiiuhe on the south. On the west it borderetl 
nn the Rhine — th'.u^'h iwime Germanic tribes were early seated 
nn the left bank of that river, and there mixed op with the 
Belgians. On the saat, tho Vistula aad the Carpathians scpa- 

ratcnl it nominaUj from Sartii:iti:i V>'i' siiv nnitilnally, lieeau^-- 

so early as the third century tho Gotiiie tribest from Scandinavia 
bad already \teg/m their migrations toward the Blade Bee, aad 
bad, nfler the ci)n({ucst of Sormatia, formed tho«e powerful Grr- 
manic Emjiiris of tho Ostrogoths, Visigoths, and GepidK, 
which extended the Herman tongue from the Bhine to the 
Hianaii (Don)." The Bomans beii^ alnraat entirely un- 
acquainted witli the oonntries north of the Bal^, conn ted the 
large peninsula of .Tntland — C/irrsoiirsitf Cim/iriai — Iho 
Danish Archipelago, and Scuittliiuiria (.Sweden .ind Nor- 
way), as part of Germany. Scandinavia they believed tO 
be a dreary i«laad| situated in the Northern Ocean — Octamit 
SepUHtrionafis — aitd their poeLs frei|ucntly descant upon the 
horrors of t!i.' J'/.'una Tfiii/e. 

77. Earlt MiouATioNs. — Through the dim traditions of 
early agcs WO discover that dilibrent nations, descending from 
the table landK uf Mount Canciisn.'s, and tlx' di^t.Tnt ITiiiialaya, 
took a western direction toward Kurii|.e. They all con- 
cur to prove that that continent was originally peopled by four 
great streams of population from central Asia, which followed 
each other at intervals so distant and so distinct as to possess 

laugiiageti clearly (separable frmii cine .■mnther, though the cnni- 
niou root of ull i» found in the San.serit, the sacred language of 
the Hindoos. AH these nations have, therefore, by modem 
Philologians, been called the Indo' Germanic Race. The 
earliest of these nations, the Pe/asgi, we meet already in the 
eighteentli century, a. c, occupying the Hesperian and Illyrian 
Peninsulas, that is, Italy and Greeoe, and the islands of the 
Kgeen. From the many Pelasgisn tribes sprang the Greek, 
Illyrian, and Italian ua(ionuIitie!>, and tlicir langiia^reK. Greek 
and Latin stand as sisters in relation to the ancient Pelasgian 
mother tongue. Tho second migration, that rtf the Vc/ft, and 
their kindred the Cmmerians (Cimbri)> tooka more northern 
direction, and settled in early times both in 8|>aiii, France

Nutueniuii 
detached Sola vouie hordcasettled iutheahatidoneil hmd.s between 
the Danube and the Baltie, und liccauie the neighbors of the 
Gennana on the Elbe and the Adriatic It ia from the 
brmehea of tbe Germas atom that, not only oar immediate 
forefather? the Aiiglen, Saxom. uml l);iiu>, !mt al.sn tln-vse of 
the other eelebrateil nation* of uiudi ru Kuro|M>, un<jueiitionabIy 
have descended. The German raee wait divided into two na- 
tionalitiea, the &iillu^tMari(in or Nonixni, and the Dutch 
(Deuteh) or Cfolkie. To the firrt belong the Dunes, Long<>- 
bard'^ (Loiiiliard.-i). AiigU'N, Jutes, J^wedc!*, Norwegiaii.s and 
Icelanders^ To the main Geraiau atoek the mighty people uf 
the Gotha, tbeSonabiana, the Bojoars {Bavarians), the Marko- 
manni in IJoheniia. the TliiiringianN in <-i!;tr;i! (n riiiriiiv, tin' 
Franks ou the Khine, the Vandalu, Burguiidian?, IJcniles, 
Rigians — all on the Baltic, tbe Vistula and Oder, the Fris- 
una on the German Sea, and the gaxouK on the Kll>*% the 
aeigbbora of the Angles, Jutes and Danes, und partaking of 
their di3l('< t. religion and mannerfi, 

AU these tribes of the Germanic race resembled each other 
in their general duneter, althongh eaeh had iU pertieubr 
virtues or rieos : thus to make a dii<tin<-ti<in, we nj Aat the 
Goth was uuble, houei>t, and i^ober ; the Vandal and Herule 
and bloodthirsty rovers ; the Aleman and Bavarian 
; and intemperate; the Frank lively, voluptuous and 
treadienMs; the Saxon sin cere, daring, and alwari rnngh and 
ready." 

78. DBSCEimoN or the Coi ntbv. — The gciteral aspect of 
Gamaaj during this period, waa very different from what it is 
at the present day. It waa then almost entirely covered with 
impenetrable forests, interspersed with pathlesa mornsscH and 
HwanipR. which rendered the atiuos)ihere damp and cold. The 
hanks of the lower Bhine^ the tVeaer, and the Elbe were 
marshy, and tiie enfh-e western eoast of Holland, Hanover and

dismay, was the Hcrcyuiau forcait, Hcrcynius Sallus, extend-

Erti, Fi'ditcl and Riescn-Gebirge, though it apprars that the 
Koiuan* liuJ likewi.*e particular names for JifTurent parts of 
it.* Cie-sir de'icribe.s it as an inipeuetnibic and dreary region, 
through which the reindeer, the elk, and the wild unu ranged 
at liberty, or were diased by the still wilder Sonabian. With 
the ehangr in llu' climate thi^ fornirr i.f thi si' n.-rful cmiuial* 
have now retired northward to the pole, and eoniiiitule the 
prinmpal food and wealth of the LapLmders ; while the wfws 
(our oz) is still met with in the woods of eastern Poland. 

" Who would leave the softer climate of Italy, Asia or 
Africa," says tbe terrified Koman, " or fix his :ibMdc in that 
country where nature oflbrs nothing but seeites of deformity ; 
where the land preacnta a dreary region, without form or enl* 
ture, and if wc i xcipt the affii-tion of a native fir his mother 
soil, without a .-iiugle allurement to make life supjiortable ! " 
Yet in open vilhigcs, ou the outjikirts of those green foresta, 
on the iHuika of thoM majci^tie rivert, lived a handsome, 
hcaltiiy, noble raee, whom the )>igiiiy Romans in their arro- 
gjiiiri' and liiw i:illrd 15ai:i:ai;h\ lii vNT- and wlioni luodcrn 
classical pedauis most injudiciously have compared with 
the savage Reddeitu ot the Amerieao foresta. Nof the 
(ii'rnian Barbarians were made of .sterl nf aiiritlu r li inpor! 
— \i race endowed with brilliant ijualitiis of niiml uimI body, 
which exeited tlie dread and admiration of tbe all -e^inq tiering 
Romans themselves i nay, history records no people who pot 
sessed nobler oapaeities and qualifieations, nde and order, a 
sublime pairi' tiMn, fidelity and chastity, in a greater propor 
tion than the Germans. "There," says Tacitus, " uo one 
smiles at vice, for in tbe Germans good morals effect more, than 
ekewhere good laws." This moral worth of the Germans, 
which beams through all tlicir rudeness, their love of arms and 
strife, had its true basis iu the sanctity of marriage and do- 
mestic happiness ; for these two important features determined 
the morality of the antnent Germans, as they do now that of 
the modern Americans. The cbildreu of the ficnnans witr to 
their parents the dearest pledges of love} nor was a trace to be 
found in Gemisiny of the ^rnumieal power of flie end Roman 
father over his children. 

. 79. IxsTiTiTioNs. — In the institutions of the Germans wo 
find already the origin nf the Feudal ■System, which was en- 
tirely tinknown among the Greeks and Bomana of antiquity. 
The German lo rd ssdiing— lives on his estate with hia fiunily, 
iifciipied with riditig, hunting, feasting or fighting; he despiset 
all iiiccl»anical pursuit.", and leaver the care of his farms to hit 
liifes or serfs, who art^ personally f|i > iiH ri :llllJ^^ell treated, but 
furnish their lord with grain and cattle. They are only vaa- 
sa1.<t, while prisoners of war or eriminsls beeome real slaves, at- 
tciidant ujion their masters like the Sfrci of the Itoniaiis All 
tlie German mdliiigs, with shield and lance, accompanied by 
their vassals, assembled on hotaeliaek at tUir national diet» 
miillum — where they cho^e their king {kOnip) from the moal 
powerful family. Tlic king wears long flowing hair as hia 
particular distinction, hut his power is very circumscribed J 
and if imskilfiil or unfortunate in war, tbe BoUes had the 
right to sdeet another leader or herzog to lead them to battle. 
From these herrngs sprang aftrrwards the celebrated mayors 
f lirinrlc' of iho pslaco — tttatforcs {/ontiu— among tlie Franks. At these 
moiZs, the yoaag noUea received their anna and steeds, the

held with military tenure, and thus the t arlietit form of fuudal- 
itj is established. The difiereut (rurinaii tribea were in oon- 
Umial hostility with one another, and (lieir eternal fwda gaTc 
the greateat eeeurity to the Boman empire. Ohieftaini defSmt- 
ed at li 'iii.-. fled t i the Pmniiun and receired aid to return 
aword in hand. Large bands of outlaws floeked together ; the 
■wwrdgnvonmpiMwtDolcwthantlieploiii^ Thus rose that 
oelebnted clau of warriom by the Gcrmanii called Rtdkm or 
n^lfjgVM ( Vancgs,) and by the Danes Vtrringer or armed 
refugee*, who sought their fortune in foreign land.s. All the^e 
bomeloM warriors formed the flower, the vanguard of those im: 
mense swarms of araed tribes of a hmdwd nations, — Oer> 
mans, Seandinarians, and Selavonians, whom we meet at the 
LTeal iiiifrriition in A. ». 3T0. The Germans tought with shii'hl 
and huj' e. without heavy armor, in deep columiiH in the t'lTm 
of wedges. Their hone was formidahleand tuuch feared by the 
Romans on account of the seleet hodisa of young orchera, who 
were exercised to keep pace with the eanlry by laying hold of 
the manes of the horses yhile «hai:^ii|g at foil career. Caesar 
owed hia vktoiy at Fhanwhu to saoh a daring oiploit of his 
auxiliary squadrons of Oetmaa hone. 

80. Nations of QcaHaKr. — The most celebrated trilic!! 
inhabiting that coimtry immediatolj befbra Ihoir invu^ion 
of the Boman ampwo in the flfth osntnry, wore llie fol- 
lowing: 

TiiK Fi:is:a\- -F/i'.w') — FriesaB-^nhabitod the inirtli 
wetit«:m conNtH, from the .Mosa to the Eider, and higher north, 
to Jntland. The Frisian tribes had, no doubt, been driven 
toward the aea by the Saxons ; yet on the km, awampy coast 
and the adjacent islandit (now Holland and Frieslaud), they 
fitund a refuge, and were left to tLemselvcg. The whole 
tore of that country has now elianged by the irmptum of the 
sea; the lake Firm fbrmeriy reeeived the northern branch of 
the Bhinr>, bnt became traiisfnrmeil into the npon giilf nf Ziii- 
der-Sea. The North or Struntl Frisians inhabited the coast 
of Htbleswig — the Wcat wnld — with its rich pasture landn (the 
]f arsk), and the celebrated island of Helgoland — JisUig/and, 
or Saorcd Isle — at the month of the Elbe. There those 
Lardy pi rati- liail their uuval ^tationn, the sanctuaries of their 
idols, and their hoarded wealth, which they for centuries de- 
ftnded at the lanee'i point, against Dmat and Saxons. 

TriE Fbaxks — Era n e i aouAea-'t ^^f the Fnwns (in 
the Prussian Rhine Provinces, Haana, Nahsau, and Heljirliiiii), 
from the SeaUit (Sebridt), and the Mosella to the Visur;^i.s 
(Weaer), fbmad a powerfal ooaCMleiation of the western Gor- 
man tribes, the Ofaannvi, Sicambri, Bmcteri, Gatti, and 
others metitiuned by Tueilu<, in tlie 1 st century." The Fniiiks 
wore divided into the Ripuarii, who remained on the bonks of 
tho BUna, and westward aa Ihr as th« JMhaa (Mensa), and tha 
<8ta<Stj or Saliaa Fnnta, who badadvaiModaaiwaq^ thafa^

- 81. Tbc ALEWAxm, b the sonthwostem angle of Oer^ 

nianv, on the I'ppcr Khinc (in Haden. U'lirtcmber^ ami .'^wit- 
/.erland), were the ancient people ot' the St or .Smiahiaus, 
who, in the time of Caracalla (a. d. '21 1 ), liad formed anothor 
evnfederacy with their neigfalMra the Xuroni, Uemaa* 
duri, and other tribes, and, calling themselves .^fesMMHt or 
All men, invaded the territory behind the Hadrian WaOt 
where they afterwards obtained pormaucnt aeatH. TUl 
waa ^ moot oxpoaad part of fha empire, between the upper 

Rhine and the Kjirinps of tlic Piiiinbe ; it wa« ealled Sir.iis 
liiij/rrii ; and indeed I'ome nutiribhed the serpeiil.s in her 
iMJsom ! 

The Hsainnnnnii, on the east, lived formerly on the op* 
per Mayn, toward the Danube (m Fnneonia). They were a 

quiet people, who nri' iiinre kr.' wii frnm their brisk ronimcrctJ 
with the RomanH on the Danube, than by their military ex- 
ploits. After the invasion of the Bojosn, or Bavatiana, lhe|y 
melt away, or mix with the Alcmanni.

The HaacOKAN." — Mtircnmanni — ap{»earfor the first tiaw 
aa the oowjuerors of the Bojoars — Aon— in their old scat;; in 
BnoArnwiH (Bsheim or Bohemia). The vanqaished [ eop !e 
abandoned their native valley, and were by the Romans jht- 
mitted to croiut the Danube, and 04x;upy parts of Bhaslia iSe- 
eonda, whmh later raerivsd Aa bubo of AgSsorfs, now Bava> 
ria. Tlie MareoMiatis in Rohemia, and their allies, the Qtiadi, 
in .^^lra\ul, {.^ase ijreal trouble to the Romans on the Danube; 
tiiey even ero^^ed the Alps, and appeared before Aquileja ; 
but Marcus Aurelius drove thm back with so great a loss, 
that diey afterwards disappear altogether, mingling np, no 
doubt, with Herulcs or Lanp■;|^ard^ 

The Qcadi were divided into two triben, Ripuarii inhabit- 
ing the hift bank of the Dauube, and ^nrngv^^ogd bajoad 
the mountaiiu in Moravia and Silesia 

The Vaiuni or VAaNi inhabited the shores of the Baltic, 
wcHt of the Rngiam*, in the present Pomerania, where tksj 
bordered on the Saxons and Laqgobards. 

83. Tbb Saxoks — Stoofies— formed a powerfU confedera- 
tion of Low-rterin ri tribes between the Baltic nud the Elbe 
(in the present Holstein and the territory of Hamburg). But 
whcti the Franks began to invade Gaul, and settle beyond the 
Rhine, the Saxons likewise creased the BUw and occupied the 
lands which they had left. Tho Saxooa thus extended on the 
Wi ser, and as far as tlie lower Rhine, absorbing the smaller 
tribes, who yielded to their power j and they soon bt^gan, with 
(hair nmghboro and eooalns fha Aa^ea and Jwtes, to pnpaia 
their fleets for their piratic expeditions on the coasts, which 
half a century later were to carry them across the German 
Ocean, to the shores of Britain.

" In the farthest north," nya Jomandee, iho Oothfo Ua- 

torian, " a nnmher of hostile tribes dwelt in the eoiuitry of S/ini- 
zia, Scandinavia. This region oxtends itself to the boundary 
of the habitable globo, where in the winter a gloomy light 
eovera the earth with darkneea dnriqg forty daya ; and in tbe 
summer tbe ann remidns above the horiion for an eqrnil time. 

Nearest to the fi-ilhs dwell the Sin llioiirs (no doubt the Swedes), 

who with swift horses chose tiic wild animals that inhabit 
their wooda, and tranimlt their valnable aUna tiwoi^ a hrai' 

dn'd different nationi to Italy. In the «aine rejridn^ ihvi 11 the 
gentle race of l-'inns, and in the adjoining country, tlie Danes — 
a nation of huge Ktataro. From this region came the Guthis, who, 
kndbg ou tho Rugiancoaat| defeated the wanderiiig hordes of 
Vandals, and live graerationa later ooenpied the eonntriea eon- 
liguous to the Euxinc Sea." The bomesttnd of the Dane% 
therefore, was Zealand, Fyen, the eircumjaccnt smaller isl- 
nnda, and tho fbrtflo |daim«f fflmrn^ the htter of which 
remained an integral part of Denmark even after the Bliddle 
Ages, until the dinastem of the Thirty Teara' War, in 1648, 
when it was ceded to .Sweden. Sweden was ealled Svcn Ijand 
or Svea RUct^ the kingdom of the Svbar or Svgksiub, like- 
wise a Qothie tribe, tnhaUting the lands north of their 
brethren the Danes or Dauskcr. Norway does not signify 
"the way to tbe uortb pole," North realm, Nord-iige, 
contracted Norge. The Nonsn oall themselves Nordmaend 
(Normans), and speak the »anie written language as the Danes, 
though tbuir pronunciation is as rough as their mountains. 

Tbe early history of Scandinavia is mvthieal ; tlirough the 
dim traditiona we ean diaoover only the arrival of Odin and hia 
taart or priests, from Asa-gamrd (Asow), on the Blaek 

Sea, i;. c. 70, and the great inlluciice wliii l: lii-^ n lifrioii< 
tein and C0U4Uc»t« exerted among the Norllimen. His 
dcwendants, the Skioldungcr, in IK'iimark, and the ViigliU' 
gar, iu Sweden, oontinned to ttig^ for oonturles in different 
smaller dynasties, natil later in the ninth century a new light 
is thnivvn on the North ou the introduction of Cliristianity by 



irtthers,^' a ligurattve statement of the &ot that tbe 
Danish and English people are originally desoended from the 
same ancestry.*^ Tlay soon ji>:iinl the Saxons in their mari- 
time expeditious, and migrated with them and some of the 
Jutes, to Britain toward the middle of the .5th century. Tbe 
Jute and the .\ngle or Sle^wiger have in the niawi of tbe peo- 
ple the wime general character and uianncrH, except the greater 
ehuitieity which the Anglo has acquired by bis iutorcuuriie 
frith tho Germana. The Jatlandera are proud of their hardy 
and enterprising anee a tors. Hengiatand Hona, who first set- 
tled in Britain, were Jutes. Rurie, who in with his north- 
em Vikings laid tho foundati<ni of the Kussiun empire, was 
likewise a Jute, and hi was king Gorm the Old, who united 
all the small principalities of the Danish Islands, and formed 
the monarchy in a. d. B80. Yet tlio Jules, sooner than their 
neighbors, settled down to the more ijuiet pursuit* of agrieul- 
tore and eattle breeding. They are still a brave but pcooeful 
and alow4peaking people; they are oonsidered aa sunning and 
doss; the provi rli is, " sharp as a J<ito." Though patient and 
enduring, they can he roused to the highest enthusiasm, and 
are strongly attached to their king and country. The Jutes 
are middle sised, short, fiur haired, of a gentle ami agreeable 
physiognomy ; their women are lovely, with bine eyes, and rosy 
cheeks, but as eluni.sy as their helpmates, clattering along on 
wooden aboce. Different is the character and doportniout of the 
Saxon or Hobtaber. He is tall and handsome, with anbnm hair. 
Hels industrious, active, dexterous, ambitious, and ([Uarrelsome ; 
he is arbitrary and imperious, witty, lively, but proud and 
Ofwbaariaig toward* Us inftrfaH*. H« is Adl of tslent and

eyed people," the Saurfmat€t, are the more noden Slavi, 8cla- 
voniauK, Russians and Polee, nay, a century or two later the 
Byzantine historians knew nothing more about the Bauromatte 
and Sarnnitin ; but llicy uri' ( '!.-';. iitly iieeupied with S/avi,

■mmodiat«ly on the appearance of the llunui«h monttters on 
the Volga, one nation sank before them after the other ; they 
overran the gn>ater part of BsTnatia and Seythia, and pene- 
trati (1 inin till' lii'iirt i>f Gaid. Siuiic hare held the Huns to 
be the Chinese tribe Uiongnu,** but this is erroneous. They 
were a migbtyiHiiMidBs people of Mmgol mee, qntte diflereal 
from the inhabitants of southern .\sia (Tartars), and Europe 
(Fela.spi). They were CiirxM (Iliiniii), of Ucriax race, kin 
dred to the Hi'nuarians from Mount (Jural. The Ugri are of 
FiNMisH or CHirniBH dceeent^ and so are both the Unoa and the 
Hungarians, with (he differeoos, Imraver, that the Hms have 
admixture iX the Mong<il or Calnuie, while the Magyars 
have mure Turkish blood in their veins, The Uuus are de- 
scribed as the ugliest race of monsters the world evM saw ; and 
the Goth Jomandes says that their horrible deformity and besti- 
ality gained more battles for them than their arrows. At the 
time of their inv.ii^liiM tiny were divided into two numerous 
tribe* — the Wuitg Ulns or tho JJeptuhalUes, on the east of 
the Caspian, hover iB|f on the firontiem of the Penhu empire, 

where they made desolating ineuvsions ; and the Bi. vrK Ilims, 
the true Ugrians from Hoont Onral. Starting from their 
dreary table lundi' (Siberia) in 374, they suddenly appeared 
on the Volga, where they overthrew the Alani, and in a sii^ 
battle on the banks of die Thanais, destroyed the mighty en* 
pire of the Ostrogoths. Tlie Gntlis are subdued ; the ehieUi 
of the proud and princely race of Amali serve the Uonniah 
eon(|ueror ; all the lands east of the Tbeias and the Dambe 
are devastated. A genenil panic baf; taken pn.^'se.s.'iion of the 
many Sarmalie, Turkish, f'budish, and Germanic trit>ci> on the 
]daius of 8aruiatia ; many flc« westward to the BUmh Alaaii 
Su< \ i, Vandals, and Burgundians, form thurunuaiiaaeaai^OD 
(lie upper Dannbc (^1); tho terrified Visigolhs have sbieady 
crossed tb;i( river and iidiabit Mtcsia ; and thii* tin' Huns in 
3^0 roam vivtoriou-sly over tliosc immense regions, and live on 
the spoils of the Gopidae, Heyri, Hcruli, and other Oennaiuo 
nations who follow their banner.*' The borders of their oupin 
under King Balamir scums to iiavu b4H>n the river Ttttsew 
(Theiiw) on the west ; how far it reached north is not to be de- 
cided. On the south it was boimded by Mount Caucasus, the 
Black Sea, and the Baaube ; oo the eait it stretehed away ikr 
in the interior of Siberia. 

90. Nations who onnvEO the Hi'n«. — Tu our enumeration 
of tho nationa whom the Huns subjected t<> the yoke on their 
first invasion, wo will follow the order in which their eonqoests 
took place. The AKATzini, Chazars, Khozars or Guzzari, 
one of the most important Tartaric nations during the middle 
ages, had with other Tortario and Tnroomao tribes their home- 
stead on the steppca above the river Own and laxartes, east 
of the Caspian, and bordered, north and cast, on the Fgri 
and Mmigols. They then advanced on the Caspian, which 
from them took tho name of Khozark .Sea, and they began 
from thcnco terribla inroads on the Persian empire. They 
were long residing on the northern shores of the Caspian be- 
tween the rivers I'ai/. (Ourul), and tl:< 7iVj,v nr A''! (Vidga). 
when, at the sudden irruption of the Utins, they were forced 
into sabmissKHi, and eanied along with their eonqaeron.

The Xestorians finiiiii ;i hospitable reecptiou in 
Persia, and thej alone were tolerated among the Christian

ibe Porniau gulf, Ixs-amc one of the nio.-tt important emporiums 
af Aa East. Learning flourished at court ; Greek philosopbers 
wars wdl raenved, but the people wore kept !a ignofanee; 
tto maimers were savage, and women held b servitude and 
contempt. Agrieulture was proteeted by the I'er.'-ian kiiiL'^ :i> 
worthj aervanta of Onuoi, and Persia flourished by her mauu- 
ftstama of peifcmea, sfdndid tlottiiig and arms. Sneb was 
the state of that mighty Persian monarchy which was t^onn de^ 
tinad to threaten Constantinople and the £aatcm Empire with 
destruction, but rank hemelf before the aU-eonqaariaglaiiatieism 
of the followers of Uohammed.

To di lineato the raoveuicrnt itself on the map, in such 
a manner as \m combine clearness with accuracy, — ^to exhibit the 
tnarob of so many nations erossiag and rserossii^ one another in 
all directions, and almost at the same time, would be impossible; 
Tbe earlier attempts of Kruse, Ansart, and others to indicate 
tbe wanderings of the migrating tribes by colored Iine«, have 
tbereftra been failures, because they only augmented the eon- 
flision instesd of elesring it up. We have in eonsequenee pre- • 
ferred to take our stand in the second map at a tijue when 
the migration.'-i of the nortlicni Gernianie nations were at an 
end, with the only exception of that of the LofHbords, who, at 
a subsequent period, some forty years later, entered Italy. 
M'ith regard to the eastern Sdavonian and Turkish races, no 
certain period eould Iw fixed, Ikecau.'M! their invasions from the 
Caspian continued throughout the course of the middle ages. 
By thus eomparing tbe hro first maps, tbe bistoriesl stwlcat

(Paria) became soon the capital of tbe Franks; Clovis re- 
sided there, and the ancient chonh of Salut Solpioo, where 
he was buried, is still standing; 

111. Oallia Abwoxica reeognixed the snpremaeyof the 
Frnnki after the victory of Tolbi.ic. That province had then 
a wider extent than the ancient Roman Annoi ten propria. The 
latter consisted only of the Brittanic peninsula, while the Ar- 
moricao eonfedenicy for mutual defence, had been formed by 
all the Gallic cities and states between the Seine and the 
Loire, who, having found themselves without protection by the 
Romans, had armed and united for the salvation of all. These 
gallant people had beaten hoek tbe Vandals and Suevi, in 406, 

aud having been reinr rced bv fleeing Hritons from the I.^land, 
who sought refuge against the .Vnglo-Saxons, the I'cninsuU 
was called Britannia ..l/inor, to distinguish it from the invaded 
BrUaimia jUiyar, Great Britain. We cannot, with oertaii^y, 
determine the extent of Una eonfedcraey, but it soems to have 
embraced all the towns between the Loire and the Seine; the 
following cities belonged to it: Rotomau(;s (Ronen), on the 
Soiiie; Bajooa (Bayeuz); ABUiiCia (Avnmeheo); Oaiuions 
(Ohartres); Rroi scs (Bennos); nd Anpegavi (Anger) — 
all between and westward of those rivers.

But 
liis continual viotorica oonsolidated lij.>i jiower; the Boadaii 
church gave him ponp and titles, and the Byiantiaa aaapaiw 
purple and dignities — all eombhad nited him above all 
bis rivals, who wmn perished, one after the other, by his 
dagger. The conquered lands were distributed among the 
veteraa aoldiera ; tha army Ihrmad tha mathm or pnUia 

a.«setubly, wliieh was called together in spring on tlie Chmiip 
de Mil I S. The cities continued to be governed by the Ro- 
man law with their own mwiieipaliticg. A royal count or 
Graf, held the eieoativa power, eollected the dotiea and pv^ 
sided over the ooorts of jastloe, where tha Franks bad aettled 
down among the native Romans. In the rural dis-trii i- tlie 
peasantry remained serfs as they bad been before the coiH^ucst 
Tbe OOTmaa (ttvfiioB in gmtm was introdmed. Tan free 
citatcB, allodia, formed a zehnl or coinninnity governed by a 
Zc/tnf limit, or Bailiff. Ten communities again made a mark 
— Anglo-Sajtou hundred — of which the governor was a cen- 
tenarius, or cent-graj. An uueertain number of marks formed 
a gtv or ghara (county), with a gav-graf as nilltaty and eivil 
commander. The body of the Frankic warriors jHissessed the 
conquered lands, yet tbcy left the vanquished Romans in the 
enjoyment of wjim fruebu as vassals. The Romans formed 
two classes: I, Possessors or lidr$ (vassals) having half tha

ors, the Mororiugians, BtwI retired in iheir rural palaces, far 
away ftwB the Romaa eitiae. One hundred and lizlj ef diose 
uittxs were scattered throttpb the provinces nf the four king- 
doms; mostly (timplo, but profitable farms. Tiie niunsiuii of 
the Idiigkaircd King was surrounded by barns, courts, .st.v

fierniHMV, Miiith of till' L:ni;;<>bards and the Saxon.><, 
the Hermuiiiliiii .iml Turoni, with relics of other Geruianic 
tribes, hail f"itiii'<l the powerful kingdom of Thuringia, 
embracing tlie ndi them part of the present Franeonia and 
the f axon prini i|.:ilities north of the Tharinger Wald- Thii 
etnpire beeanie so fl..uri-liing tnwurd the middle of the fifth 
eetitury, that the Thuringian king, Basinus, was stroqg enough 
to eheck the advanee of the SehiTonian inTadert h^ond the 

KlKe, oil tlie I'Mst. and to i-:irrv mi Mn'.ilv w:ir- with tlic Franks 
on the Mayn ami Itliine. l!:i-.mis wa.s at last di fi ated by 
CloTia, and Thuringia rriualned stiliject to the Frankis ; but hit 
turns restored its iudupcudeuoo, until, daring a civil war between 
king HcrmanfHed and his brothers in 530, the Prankish kiqg 
Dietrich (TliiiTrv), in alliance witii the rapacious Saxoni", .suc- 
ceeded iu overthrowing the Thuringian dynasty. Hcrmaofried 
waa defeated on the river Unstrut, captured and Htabbed ; the 
^^axons oeeupied all the lan<ls on the KIbc and Weser north 
of tlie forest.H ; and Dietrich united soulhcni Thuringia with 
the FrankiMh empire, yet the vaurjuiahed nation wan permitted 
to be governed by their natiTe dukes. Schiomoi (now Scheid- 
i ungen,ncarNaunibnrg), on the Unatrat, wu Ihe capHal. The 
Thuriti;.'-.;it;s were celebrated for their agriculture and studs; 
their beuutii'ul hoiaes, lent as presents to King Theodoric, cx- 
otod the admiration of tha Qotbe in Itdy. 



119. Extent, Division, and Principal Citik.s. — The 
Bnigmdians had in a. p. 410, stoppeil at the foot of the Alps, 
and oecapied the ralleys of Helvetia and the Rhone, while

Bnaiimo(BaiaD^) am the Dubis (Doubs).— Cabilokvii (Cha- 
lAna) on the Arar (SaAne) — the capital and the finest city of 
Burgundy during the periml nf its independence. — Vieswa 
(Vietine), on the left bank of the Rhone. — Avcnio (Avignon), 
more loatb, celebrated for its brave resislanoo against the 
torious Clevis, who was forced to raise tlie siege on the 
approaeh of the Ostrogoths. The Burgundians had concluded 
a compact with the native Romans, hy which the latter agreed 
to snrrendor to the victors two-thirds of their estates, the half 
ef their forests, gardeoi, and bonses, and a third of the whole 
nuiiihiT of tin ir slaves. During fifty ye:ir^, every freeman ! 
obtained this ullotliitm (lot) from his Hurgumlian lord. The 
estates vera hereditary. Pasture and agriculture were the 
busincDS of freemen, while all mechanical employments, in- 
cluding arts, belonged to the servile class. Thus the ancient 
Germanic manners of the Burgundians were long maintained in 
their primitive simplicity. Wives were purchased, and they 
might be dianiased in eaae of pobmdng or witehenft. The 
crimcii of the Riirgundian dynruty hastened the overthrow of 
the nation. The Franks, to revenge their ijuccn Chlottlda, 
laid WB-stc Burgundy with fire and sword. When Gondeinar fell 
in 534, the kingdom became extinct, and the llimily of Clovis 
governed Bargnndy by a dnk«, and the coontrj on both slopes 
of 'Nliiiirit Jura by a pntrieian. The Dargnndians were tlie 
most humane and civilised of the barbarian tribes that settled 
b tha RooHHi

— The (iepida; (liO) were kindred to the 
Ootha, and a highly remarkable people. Their King Ardaric, 
oidtiqg with Gotha and Lo^gohmrda, defeated EUae tha aon of 
Attila, in the terrible battle on the banks of the river Netad 

(Neiilra), in l';iiiii<iiiiji, mid i-\|ielled the Huns hi'yond the Car- 
pathians. The (tepida> then divided the rieli spoils of their 
victory with their allies, and formed a gr< kingdnm in aii> 
eiout Pannonia and Dacia (Hnagary and Traiu<ylvania), bor- 
dering; Houth and west on the Danube, which separated them 
from the Bytantinc empire and the kingdom of the Ostrogoths. 
On the northwest thej bordered on their allica the Longo- 
barda, with whom thej looa entered into those boatilerelatiani 
of rivalry and national hatred wlifeh ii iitury l it. r (in 567) 
teTminat<'d with the total destruction of the brave and high- 
minded Gepidian nation. The Carpathian mountains protected 
their northern and eastern frontier from the iavasionB of the 
Bulgarians, Avars, and other Tartaric tribes, who wera al r e a d y 
advancing from Mount Oural and the Caspian Sco. EtzKL- 
BUtto (Buda-Pesth), on the Danube, the splendid Oriental 
aiid«apital«rAt^baeMWth«rMid«M>ear tha Gapi^ 
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dian Kinp, who, Hko their brethren the Goths and VanJals. 
loon yiehlod to the influence of the milder cliuiatc, and chaug 
ed their austere nortlMra aaniMn for the Imiij tad indnl'

XII. KINGDOM OF TIlEVISICOrnS. 

123. ExTEXT AND Division. — The mr>.>it flonriAhing of 
the kingdouui founded bjr the (lorinanic natiouHoii the ruini> uf 
th* woatAiB Bomtn Eapire, was that of the Viaigotba in Spain. 
After die Yaadali had abandoDed (in 4S9) the prorhieea which 

they occupied, the Visi;,'otti?, uudor their king Euric, van- 
qaished the Itomaoa, subdued the Suuvi iu o?5, and thus re- 
mained the only oonquerora of the Peninsulii. The greatest ex- 
tenmon had their empire under the just mcDtioncd king Euric, 
daring the latter half of the fifth century, when they possessed 
hosidi-s .Spain the entire noutbweHtem part of Gaul as for «» 
the Loire, with Aqaitania aod Marboneoaia. The capital of 
thehremi^ was the popoknu and beanUfal Toloni (TonlooM), 
still glittering with so many niununients of Itctnian magniii- 
ceucc. But when on the advance of Clovig with hif; Frank', the 
Ilomaii piipuluiion of Aqiiitaniii broke forth in rcbtlliou, and 
the VifligothKingAlario IL was defieated and lulled in the bat- 
tle near Poitionin 507, all the TnuM-Pyrenean poaanrions were 

lost to tlie inv.-nltT.-^, witli tin' exception of tlin cuM.-t l.-irul of 
Seplimanio. The Oslroguths from Italy then occupied I'ro- 
TCoee, wUeh ma a ft anw da inotpoffatod with Bvrgimdy and 
fell to the Frank.". Tlie Hviiintine Bomans still possessed the 
southeastern cuai^t of Spain on the Mediterranean, where ihey 
atret^tiieMd their garrisons in the important commercial cities 
of that Higion, after the aabjeotiott of Ilia Vaadala in AfriMby 
Beliaariva in 584. They oven extended th* Boman mie ia the 

iii!( ri'>r fur as Conlubii : Ijul 'lie VitigOthic Vinprs, .'^'isfbut 
and SwiuthiUt, expelled (hem at lajtt (616-62'1) entirely from 
Spain ; nay, the former of these kings even crossed the Straita 
and ooeupied the etties Septum and Tingia, in the aaeieet Bo- 
man province of Tingitana. The wild mnuntalneera in the 
Cantabrian mountains, the Auevact, R;l-c. im;^. l!i:r,ovi:«i, and 
Vardi^u, who bad ao long preaerred their old pulittoal isde- 
pendenee and their natire dialeeta, wwe ankhiad by King 
Leuwipild in ."71, and new forfrofiscs were erected to cheek 
their foravs into the lowlund.H. The Visigoths relaiued the 
ancient Roman division of Spain in TarracVHO, Oarthagimm- 
au, Satictt, Emarita, Tbletttm, and Braeartk 

124. The PsmoiPAi. Gtras were, in SmniAmA, the aeren 
town.H which had given the province its name, Narrona (Xar- 
bonnc), fur a time the new capital of the monarchy, after the 
loBB of Tolosa, iu .507. Garcassoxa (GaNaMMnw), where die 
TiotoriouR Clovis kept the son of Ahirio II., Oesalic, besieged, 
after the battle of Poitiers and the death of his father. Ele- 
KA (Elna), at the northern base of the Pyrenees. Biterrj:, 
(B4iiero), Maodalona (M^udonne), Loobva (Lodive), and 
NsMAtmrs (Nlmea). In 8|Hdn we find the moat flouiishiug 
cities of the late Roman empire. B.MtciNnNA (B;irv-< !on;i), on 
the northeastern coast of the Mediterranean, where Astol 
pbus was assassinated, shortly after his arrival in Spain, and 
where Oeaalio was defeated by Ubbaa, the Ostrogoth general. 
Taseago (Tarragona), Carthaoo Nova (Carthageua), long iu 
the poMeaaion of the Byzantine GreekH ; Aici sta Euekita 
(Mflridn) on the river Anaa ; Coedoba (Cordova), and Hupaub 
(Serine) on tlwBteth^likewisa loog defended by the Graebi ; and 
last of all T<im:ti (Toledo), on the Tagu.', the splendid capital, 
and archiepiseopal beat of the later ViAtgotb empire, where

1'25. GovERNME.\T AND CoNSTiTfTioN. — Thc eoni^titution of 
the Visigolhie empire received a very early dcvelopmeut. The 
kings were elective; but the royal deaoendanta had preten* 
sions to the orown. The kiqga enjoyed a gieetar power than 
among other German tribna. King Letiwigild donned the royal 

purple, and cireum-crttn il tin' ;iirn;.Miiii.' of t!ie ; 
but the clergy cxercLsed a roost dangerous iutlucuoc, and 
intolerance againat Arians and Jews already faahed ftrdi 
in violence and cnielty. Toledo became the capit.nl; the 
court was splendid ; the ceremonials and co.Htuiucs were 
imitations from Constantinople. Thc I'alatines or ooork 
officials, and the Gardingi or body guaida, fbmad the no- 
bility ; eoonta governed the provineea; the Gottie noUea, by 

the ]n rf( <'t .Kpourity of .Spain, pave thrmficlves up to sport and 
rural puriiuits, and neglected those military exercises by which 
they had subdued the Roman world. The Goths being the 
few, and the eiviliied Boman inhabitonta the many, it is nata- 
ral that the Gotha soon attempted to apeak the lingua vulgare 
of ;iiues: from the curious mixture of Gothic and 

vulgar Latin, arose the noble and beautiful Caatilian, perhapa 
the moat aonorosa, regular, and elegant of all the modem 
Rom,inio languages. The Vi.iipothic laws were luunnnr and 
just; tliey were nearly acopy of the Theodosian code, ai>plied la 
the now mixed raeca of Goths, Romana, Soevt and Alani. The 
experiment aaoeecded, becauae within a oentoiy they all formed 
only one nationality. Spain, in ita aednded poiitfoo, enjoyed 
n pn at tran.|aillity during the Vi.sigothio awny. Some porta 
on the eastern coast still belonged to the lHaitiitB Roman em- 
pire; biit-tbe Oreeika gave Otam vf, and retomed in 084. 
The Sucvi in the northwest reo(^ized the supremacy of the 
Visigothic king; yet never was any elective mouarcby exposed 
to more terrible oonvulsiona than those which shook the Visi- 
gothio throne. The paaaiona of envy and leveqge pl^ed 
their unhappy game «b n gmter eoale than in any other 
real 111, and at Lost euiaed the tnddea overthrow of the QotUe 
sway in Spain.

Alcmanni, as they sometimes ore called, was founded in a. D. 
409, m the aneiMrt Odliem, wUeh thia people fai the b«gia- 

ning divided with their nitiipanions, thc Vandals, and some 
bands of Alani, who liaJ escaped the lluns, and joined the 
large Germanic armies on the Rhine. The Suevi settled in 
Aatnria, Leon, Gallioia, and a portion of the modem Pot> 
togaL Their fWmtier wae the Dnrina and Tagna, while the 

Alani occupied some di.stricts of Lu.'.itania, south of the Tagll% 
where they disappear altogether. When the Vandals or 
over te AlHen in 428, the Suevi remained in qniet ] 
of northwestern Spain, though they were not atrong enough 
entirely to subdue thc native population. On the appearance 
of the Visigoth.s the struggle was renewed, and the Saevian 
king Recchiaria waa defeated and beheaded in 456, by King 
Tbeodorie of the Tiaqiotha. The Snevi atill made • atand, 

until at last Ijeuwiirild. iti ^>^ri, united both CfOWUi, end thw 
secured thc trauijuiUiiy uf (hu peuinsuin.

Thcodoric 
foresaw that the relaxation of tlwir diacipline benMth the 
tunny slcy of Italy wonld bwwmo tbeir Inae ; lie ooosumded 
their pntherings ami manoeuvres ; he settled warlike bands 
of the Alemanni in lihoitia ; Uepidae, and the wrecks of the 
Heindea io Illyricnm and on the ImiiId of tlie Pudni; aad 
he improved the breed of his war-hornen by the establinhment 
of Urge studs in the Apuliau plains. He was anxious to 
instmet his Barbarians in the arts of Uome, the building of 
fortrBMOiit pdacea, aqueducts, and the diaining of the Pootine 
■wunpe ; but be pTohibited them tbe et^ojmairtB of ber lilen- 
tnre, nnd ssid " That be who trembles at the whip <<{ tht^ 
■choolnia.ster, will always flineli at the flashing of the sword." 
Thcodoric, on the other haml, niaile no alteration in tiwialer- 
ttd diTiaion and organisation of the oountry and its gorentmeiit ; 
he left the ranqnished Komstui their privileges and liberties, 
as they called the rain names of republie, consuls, senate, and 
municipal magistraioies. Romans and Ostrogoths lived peace- 
fblly together on terms ef tenpomiy fHendabip or fbrbeumee.

shoulders, regarded with horror his unwe^lcome hyperborean 
guest, tbough be in silence admired the duiuestie virtues of the 
Northmen, the modeatj and chastity of the Gothic women, 
and tbe afliEotionate relations between parents and childreiL 
Nay, the contemporaneons flrerk and Roniiin writers give the 
unanimous testimony, that the (|uict and beneficent reign of 
Tbeodorie n^t be oonridered aa ibe moat peifeel esample 
of the happiness wUeb a kiiid-hearled and generous prinee 
could spread aroond him. The precious collection of 
original letters and decrees of Tbe')il<iri<', written and pub- 
lished bj bis aoUve seoretarj Gassiodorus Senator, gives the 
moat detailed and interesting deacription of the progre.<s and 
develojiuient of the country during this peril il • f : ■ luinl.-l 
prosperity. Wo admire the attentive care of the indefatigable 
Oatragothie ■ooarab in promoting every branch ef poUtieil 
economy, and we road with delight the glowing description in 
Cassiodorufl of the cultivation and restored salubrity of Italy. 
There was nbundauec of wine, oil, fruit, grain, even for export. 
Ue praiaes the gardens of B«^o and Squilbue, tbe bcnuty 
of Bajm^ Mar Naples, the preeiooa wines of Verona, which 

were duly appreciated at the royal board, and it app<iars from 
his enthusiastic account of the vintage, that greater care was 
thou taken with the noble wIbm of Italj than at the preaent 
lima^ Theodorio was the greateat ebaneter of the sixth cen- 
tury, a true practical genius, who went to the point in all his

His roving Vandals became now as dariqg eoraun 
on the sea, as they formerly had been irresistible cavaliers on 
the main land, (ietmoric sacked Home in •(5.'>, and the Van- 
dais extended their piratical expeditions even to tbe Pelopon- 
neaaa, wbere tbey were dofcatod by tbe Hanialas, tbe modem 
Spartans He midertook no clKititros in t!ie government of 
Africa, and Latin was the official language among tbe Vandals, 
but they treated the poor African Romans with cruelty ttA 
scorn ; tbej depriTod tbem of the beat landa, «»«tf^ imatOM 
taxes, and ezeited die bitterest feetinga of rorenge in tbe 
bosoms Iff tlicir serfs. Xor could the Vandals get a tirtn 
footing in that extenatve country. The Moorish tribes from 
Mount Atlaa drove them ft«m the entire eoaat landa b e t w o ea 

Tingis and Oawarea. The fonr ■^nrn ssors of Ocnserio did 
not inherit his talents. Thrasaiumid abandoned Sicily to the 
Ostrogoth Thcodoric to secure liia aaaistanee ; only tbe impor- 
tant port of LilybsBum be raeeived beck as the dower of tbe 
Gothic prinoeaa whom be married (131). Sardinia waa used 
as a place of baniabment, and during tl'. vi >l. nr n 1iu'i' 'U> ilii- 
sensions in die Afrioan church, Thrasaniuud sent two hundred 
and twenty bishops in exile to that ialaad.

The Avars bad for oentories Inhabited the eastern elope of 
Mnnnf niir:il. win they were defeated by the Turkomans from 
the Caspian, and driven westward. They in their turn subdued 
the Bolgariaaa OB ^ EmiBe, and appeand, to the terror of the 
Greeks, on the Danube, in 560. Justinian averted the storm 
«rith rich present.". All Slavia, eastern Germany as far as 
Fraaoonia, and Bavaria, were devastated by that cruel and 
leatleaa people, which for more than two oenturiea proved the 
aeonrge of Barope (5e0-796). They ocenpied all Bohemia 
and Bubdueil the ."nrabian Slavi in thr pi. -i nt SiiMHiv and 
Laosits. In 5C3 they penetrated into Thuringia, where they 
for the first lime came in contact with the Franks. United 
mdi th* LoBigldbarda, they suddenly attacked and destroyed 
the Oepida»,tnPannonia(122),and when the Lombards, in 508, 
marched off for the conquest of Italy, they occupied per- 
manently the fertile and haaatifnl landa of Norionm, Faano- 
vh, and all Baeia. Their aonthera f^tler waa the Bannbe, 

the Euxinn Sea, and the western Caucasus. On tl ast, 

they touched the Volga, on the northeast they reached to

quisite for the mighty task which his father had imposed upon 
him. 

These remarks are important in order to understand the 
political and social change of manners, ideas, and language 
which already separated the two leading parts of the Frankiah 
utioa — the Ncustrians and Austrasiana— at tho time of 
ObariomagDe. AH earlier Fmeh writers apeak of that groat 
raler as if he were a Fronrhman, a T.niiis XIV , .nn absolute 
monarch of France, while the more profound modern hintorians, 
Guizot and Tbianyi jBstinctly prove that Karl the Great and 
his AuUratians were genuine Germans, spesking tbe old Ger- 
man mother-tongue, and still preserving the habits tad man- 
ners of the Tudesquo race. The Neustrians, west of tho 
Mosa, on the contrary, had already so fiu adopted the lan- 
guage andanatootaof tiio natiro Bomana, that thojr appoar as 
Frenchmen one century later, at the battle of Fontenay and 
the treaty of Verdun iu 843, where, at the division of the Em- 
pire, the act of allegiance of the armies ia nadotod bodi in 
tbe French and tbe (jierman language.** 

169. Till. ATrsTBASiA Pbopbu — AuUtr — extended on 
both banks of the Rhine from the Mosa, which .Mep:ir;it( .1 it 
from Nenstria on tbe west, to tbe VUurgu or WUsera (\Vc- 
8er),tfiatibinned tho eaalonflroBtierliiie toward Thvrinpa, and 
tbe Sclavonian nations on the Elbe.

lO'i. X. Saxonu, Saxony, on the north of Aostnsia and 
Thuringia. The indomitable Saxons, with their heavy short 
swords — Mucen — still preserved their independence, in spite 
of the five fatiguing campaigns of Pepin, until at la.st the Franks 
advanced on the Weaer, and imposed a yearly tribute of three 
hottdred boraea on the Saiona, wbleh thoy took no care to pay. 
Niir dill tliey keep their cngaj-cmenf to permit the Irii'h and 
Brilis-h missionaries to prosecute their pious work of cuuver- 
i<iou among them ; and many were the zealous and davolol 
monks, who, in the Saum foreata, gained tho erawn of 
martyrdom. 

P'>'i, XI. Fr.is:A (Holland and I'rii •iluiid), on the nnrth- 
west of Saxony, was separated from Ncuslria by tho lower 
BbiaOfandaxtendadoaatwardtotboWaaer.

the most desperate efforts to preserve their independence in their 
low, Bwampy cott.st-lands, and Pepin of lleristal did not suc- 
ceed iu subduing tbem entirely, during eight fatiguing cam- 
paigns, for they soon threw off tbe Frankisb yoke again, and 
even the great power of I'epin-the-8hort did not restrain then

Karl accepted and hailed this propitious onion, aa the 
beginning und comer stone of the magnificent building lie was 
f,")iiig to erect. Charlemagne is the grcatei-l former of the 
Middle Ages. Society was then iu a ferment ; barbad-ism and 
cirilitation wore in the most riolent contest with each other, 
and the latter could only gain the victory by violent means. 
Providence sends forth mighty individuals, who are destined 
to lead an antin age with giant atafo femaid ia ita davaiop

The progress of 
the Arabs under the active and intelligent Emirs of Cordova, 
waa eztnordlmurj j thtsy crossed the Pjreooes, and added tbo 
bcnnttfli] province of Narlnma to their empire. Tbe battle of 
Tniir.<, with ("Lnr'.! i tlie Hammer, at la'^f put a inrmam nt 
htop to their oontjuests in 7H'2, and the (iolliic eliietR in the 
Antiirian mountains soon began to extend their dominion to 
tho river Dnero. All the plains along that river, then the 
general battle-field between Christians and Moslems, were 
called Campi Gothici, and being left ineidt, formed a dfoaiy 
wilderness between tho hostile natioaa. 

TnoLsimaLA (Toteda),oa tbo Tagna, •mrendenid, lika tha 
other cities, to the victorious .\rab», and preserved its privi- 
leges as capital of the African Viceroy, until the time when 
CoBDIIOIA (Cordon), on the Wady si Kehir (Guadalquiver), 
hcoame the seat of tha aew Mussulman Caliphate. Tbe Bal- 
rfiric Mandt were likbwtse oecnpied by the Arabs, who ftrom 

till me exteiiJeil tlnir ]iiracies over .nil the cria.st.'i of Italy and 
1' raueu \ nay, they even lauded and built a castio at Fraxisotiua, 
on the ragged eoaat between Nina and Ventindg^M, at tito 
hase of the Maritime Alps, in gSO. They ma^-.sai red tba in- 
hubitants uf the in lehborhood, and built a ca«tle u|H>n tlus 
rock.s ciMiuiiaiiiriiii.' the entrance of the gnlf. This was tha 
origin of tbe formidable republic of Saracen piratsa, who, ttam 
tlx 1 ly of Fraxinetom, extended tbcir inenrsiona tbrongfaout 
Provence and Dsuphiny ; nay, the Sar.K-i ij> luM ]K>s»es8ion of 
the pasties of the .^Vlps ; they united with the Uungnrtana to 
ravage Helvetia and Valais, of wbkb tbcy remained maators 
for .several years. They then crossed the raonntains, and in- 
vading the plain of Piedmont, they burnt Ac^ui and ravaged 
the banks of the I'adus ; and it was not until the year 075 that 
tbe Count of Provence at laat suoooeded la retaking Fraxiao- 
tnm with the immense booty whieh the Saraeens had hoarded 

up there. 

Inlam had arrived at its auuith; it was the time of thu 
brilliant Mohaiumedau civiliiatioin of Spain (in Arabic, Auda- 
los). The palm of tbe deaert rose at the side of the products 
of the west. Spain became the most populous and tudu»trioui- 
country in Europe. Cordova was the scat of arts and litera 
ture ; seventy libraries and seventeen academice and colleges 
opened abundant soarcesofiBatrDetion;qnestioBa of philosophy, . 
wienco. or pnetrv. weri' discussed in the literary .«'Hieties. The 
large cities, Tolt iIk, .^lerilla, Seville, Zoragoza, Valencia, El- 
hira (Granada), vied with Curduva in wealth and .splendor; 
four hnndrod citiea of iuCwior rank vaw oarlcbed by eom- 
mcrru ; OD dio banks of Ika Gvadalqanor slooa van soatland 
twelve bmdiad liaiBl«l% ambowsrod iaviaqrax^ bimI otive- 
groves.

I < u i ii(ie» which had I i-falleli 
tlMmiMnratMledtbeireonngcaud exalted their virtue; und 
they broke forth flron their atrongholdx. AHbnml. recot>(|ii< n il

759. The vxpcdiliuus uf Charlemuguc heyuud thu I'yrctiecs, 
and the refadliena of the SaiaoeDie mlia or govemora on the 
Ebro, cnc<iuraged the Goths, who then, toward the year ."^'lO, 
after the brilliant victory OTcr the Arabs at Liigriirjo, extended 
their dominion south of the mnuntaiuM.

Its 
unmerouB monasteries were oelebratad fbr their learning and 
austere discipline, Hundreds of lealousi nionk-i .ni umpanied 
the Norwegian I'riuce Olaf Tryggvoson in his expedition to 
Norway in 999, where they, mider many dangara and priva- 
tions, laid the foundation of a higher eivilixation, by the fir^t 
introduction of Christianity in Nidaros (Throndhjcm). Co»- 
oAau,CAtttrte (Oonk), in Mmatcr, wna already an importsnt 
eommeroial oi^.

During the ".»th century the ii.irth of Bwope 1« iraii t.i |.ai>c 
from tlie state of fermentation and dioordor, which had pre- 
vailed in all its countries, into a more peaeeablo and orderiy 
condition. It was tho beneficial influenoo of Christianity 
which mainly contributed lo produce this great revolution. 
The ChriiJtiun religion became the point of union that, like the 
electric spark, roused the nationa of the nortk from their long 
sleep of ignoranoe.

They never afterwards sueeced* 
ed ill t!ipi\iiiig i>ff their alkpaooe, nor did they ever obtain 
any teud.il puwers. lu Norway the full strength of the nation 
rested on the CkMs Jiande, that is, the free landholder or 
hnsbandman, who waa the proprietor of the land — held not 
firom flie king nor ttom any feudal superior."

— The 
early history of Swodou U more o been re and far leM interest- 
ing than that of Dennark or Norway ; aor do the middle ages 
of Sweden present us with so rich a variety of erents, ss do 

llic cxpfiiitiiin.s iiiul ciiiiijiii •■{ l>:iiii''!i aud Norwegian 
xea-kingK, and tlic later participation of (he Duues aud Norse 
in the cruaadci). and their mnltt&rious relations with the south. 
Sweden has no Suorro, no Saxo. But, on the contrary, Sweden 
has a modern history from ihesixtueulli eeiitury to the eighteenth, 
more brilliant than that of any other nation during the same 
period. There were oontinna) wars between the different tribes 
of Qoths sod Swedes and between the reigning dynasties. The 

r.m:.trv w;i- riMMi'.t.-iiiiiiU«, OOTOrod with fori'st.t ; the inli:ilii;anv- 
were poor. The .Norwegisos and DancH by posRcsjiing tln' !-t 
em coast'land along the Baltie, Viken, Ilalland and Skaane, 
excluded the Swedes m » manner from the pirtiei]i*tion of 
the western exprdittona of their neighbors. Tet flio Swedes 
had their own crunadcs nearer at home; from i.irly times 
they fought against the Laplanders of llelsingdand, la 
the north, and agnnist the Fiuiah or ChdKdi tribes b 
Qtnildanil, and Kyriala lamt on the east. These ob»eure 
conquest*. un<l the Swedish acttlcmoutd ou the coa^t of Finn- 
land, furni the bc«t part of their annals; the rest i« bUwd- 
shad and horrors al hoow. The Swedes in Swithiod north of 
lbs lakes, and the Goths in the mere sonthem Oothlsnd, though 
dnidad bv their rnlinjr dyii:i.-iti( met for the same temple .«er- 
trioo a* the great sanctuary of Udia at Uptuila; aud toward the 
middlo of the ninth oentnry, Brie Bdaraadsoa eoatrived to 
unite tlir w.'irriiijr trilie?., and t'j rule Sweden as Enrlunge or 
Role king, with his Juris aud Drots. Chri.'itianity made but 
little progress among .so wild and superstitioua a people, who 
Still dung to Odin aad Vallhalla, and* it was not until 1 157 
that S^t Erie, in his lesl, carried the cross to Finnland 
annniL' t!i'^ Quiilii.-. The power of the Swedi.nh Kings wm vrry 
circauuicribcd by the general diets of the free proprietors, the 
Bander, aad by the pride of tbo Jails, who, like the Dvkes and 
Counts in (Ii rniaiiy and France, arrogated a certain degree of 
independeneu to theniselvea ; nay, very early we find in Sweden 
the Jarl of the Realm — Riki-Jarl — in .limilar relations to the 
kiagas the mayor domui ia the kingdom of the Fraoks. The 
fimily of the Aftwi^grr having trst obtained this hereditary 
dignity, till y soon aspired to the cT'inn it.'elf in 1250.

An adventurous band of Danish Vikings, com- 
mandeil by Ruric the Jute, his brothers Sineus aud Truvur, 
and the young prince Gorm of Denmark, landed ou the Finnic 
Qulf^ nesr the lake of Ilmra. These chieb, at the head of the 
RvunUAt, seoa extended their eomjucsts among the Slsrio 

trlli< s ; they ocoupied the flourishing city of Xovporud. and 
advancing boldly into the heart of the country, formed a 
large empire between the river Dana on the west and the Volga 
on the east, and fixed their lesidenee at Kiew ou the Dnieper.

Hill, in order to protert the sanctuary of tha apostle againak 
the piratical expeditions of the Saracens.*' During tbe tenth 
century the augnst capital of the world became tho prey to tbe 
most violent dissensiona between the oontending noblee of 
.Spoleto and Tnsenlnm. The pepal ebair was obtained by open 
bribery, by violence aud assasj-inatiou, and the meretricious in- 
fluence of tbe beautiful countess Theodora, and her still more 
dangarona dai^^tar BCaraeem, who both awnyed pope^ P"" 
late.x, ehuroh and all — gave rise to the singular tale about 
Si fcmiile Pojie — the Popi-sti Joaii X., about yaO ! Consul 
CreHoentius, a noble patriot, attempted to restore the ancient 
Roman republic, but Otho III. descended into Italy, stormed 
the eaatte of Sant Angelo, and tha Boman hero perished aa a 
martyr for Italian independence, in t''!". Il 'iv f.;r(llily do 
these remote events remind us of those of our present day I 
Boma in her nuna waa atiU the moat beaatilU cHy in tha 
ivcMteni world, and the young emperor, in his euthusiasm for 
jHuthein eivilizntiiin, residvcd already to make her again the 
capital of his modem Koman empire, when ha, in 1003, fbU 
the victim of his attachment to Stephanie, tha iijimd widow 
of Creaoentina. 

The iword of the (Jerman eiupornrs ilid not reach into 
Sonthem Italy. The Cireek.s having united with the Saracens 
from Sicily, defeated Otho II. near Jkutittdlo, on tho gulf of 
Tarento, in 98! ; the German army was eut to pieces, and the 
German emperor himself ese:i]R-J only by half a miracle. In 
the course of time, tho Greek cities of Napla, Ama/fi, and 
Ctaeta, aneceeded in the same manner as Yenlee, in dalaeh- 
inp: th('Mi' 'Ives from the Bvzantine empire, and in gradually 
enlarging their doniini<in. The principalities of Brnevcnlo, 
Capua, anil tkilcrno, were then the only remains of the king, 
dom of tho Lombard ^. Apulia and ralabrin, tbe last poBSea- 
sions of tho Byiantine einjicr- >r? in Italy, were governed by aitit- 
yitins. or viee regent-), wlm were eontinually ciii:ag< J in hostili-

It la in the times of the Saxon emperors— 'lOl-lOSf 
— that we discover the first fomiatiou and early development 
of the celebrated Italian RErruLics, which later perform ao 
brilliant a part in the History of the .Middle Age*. Thr . iiie.s 
of Italy, like those of Germany ('i45, 216) sought security 
behind their walls, against the {ncnraiona of the Magyars and 

Saracens ; their power inereai'ed rapidly ; the oppressed from 
all parts found in them a refuge from their l_\ runts.

The warlike Nicephonu Phoeaa had 
oroaaed If oont Tanrns, and leeonqnered Antloeh and DOrthern 

8yia fniiii the Arabs iu ami lii? luurdt rcr and mcrfssnr, 
tha crafl_v,but lalmitfJ .John Tzitiiistcs, vaiH|uisliiJ the Iluf- 
nana, reduced the powerful kinjribun of Bulgaria to a 4le]iond- 
cat province of the empire, and led bin victoriouK army beyond 
the Enphrates, to the distant plains of Mei«<>]iotauiia, while the 
helpb !-H Ciilipli fli'd Ireiiililiiit; to hi" siuntliaries in lingiiiid. 
The greater part of these estensire conquests were soon lost 
after iIm ntafii af the mighty warrior; hat Antiodi, with the 
cities of Cili. ia and the ialaa of Cjrpma and Crete, remained u 
p4irmaueut nnd important aeceaaion to the Human Empire. 
Wa find its frontiers, a. d. 973, almost the same as in the 
aoeand period, on the aooession of Justinian iQ|^27 : on the 
north the Boxtoe Sea, the Danvhe, the Saye, and the Drinna ;

or incapacity of several of her cuipcror?. and the general lu.xury 
and degeneracy of her inhabitants at different periods, would, to 
a ilistont obsen-er, have seemed to forebode a speedy catastrophe. 
Yet her splendid poaitioa and impregnable walls, the wonderful 
pliancy and vitality of the Oreek raea, and the many disttngnished 
niiiiils wh!i h yuci i i !v nj [■l arril in the monu nt of <langrr, 
carried her vietoriou.sly through all theae vicissitude.^. Krighter 
days began to dawn on the venerable metropolis of the civ- 
iliied world, on Uie aeeeaaion of Basitlus the Maoedonian, in 
867. Dnring the away of the )Iacedonian dynasty — 867-1056 
— active and enlightened uionarchs, brave and daring generals, 
and intelligent statesmen, reotored and atrengthcned the 
■faildngempire. Tba aadent Boman ideat, hagnage, and inati- 
tufions have now naiahed : the Byzantine Oreek pcrioil has 
begun, and a general amelioration, u greater activity in the 
•dminiatration, a stricter eoonomy in the treasury, a better or- 
gawsatioa of the army, and a more libera! diphimacy with 
talaa, baooMMa diatmetly perceptible. Friendly cm-

ar-Baaohid ia Bagdad. Hw.utiti!ie princcisiK>s are given ia 
marriage ta fbraign prineesj Theophania, the dangfater of the 
Emperor Bomanns II., marriea Otho II. of Oemuny; and her 
sister Anna, as tlo' wife of the Grand Duke AVIadimir, cirriea 
I oiTiliiation to Rassia. All the Sclaronian tribea, which, dor- 
log the atorma of tha aeventh aad eighth eeotariea, had aettled 

in Greoce — in the peniii«ula of Peloponnesus (Morra). and in 
Northern liella.-< — have been ehristianiied, liellenized, and 
brought to the allegiance of the empire (I9B) ; and 80 haTe the 
Bulgariana in Macedonia, and the Serriaas ia weateia lUyri- 
cum. Treatiea sf eomamree an eootraeted with the fkmriab' 
ing cities in Italy; tha SolaTCiUc nations on the Danube 
carry the precious BynatOM aOk and wool mannfiwtoreo to 
the marketa of Oenaany, whfla Gheraoa, oa tha ' 
aula, becomes the great emporium for the exports oftlMI 
to Rus.'<ia and the distant countries on the Baltic. 

'202. CoKSTA.NTtNorLE wia atill the most magnificent city 
in Chriateadom ; ahe atill poaaeaaed the dTiliaatioa aad wealth 
of the anrient Boman Empire, and was the great emporium ef 

eafltern commerce.' ' The influence of the Gri ek Church, and of 
the Justinian legislation had, however, rendered the imperial 
government a perfect daqiotiam. The emperor had the title of 
atrruK/Mimp ; the princes or co-regents were called AugHsti, or 
a-fliacrroi. The imperial costume was splendid — purple and 
gold ; the entire court officials were drcsRcd in white. The se. 
nate had lost its prerogaUvea and power ; si Aoyd&t, or the 
elect, formed a eommittee of ita menbera, aometimea ealled 
tof/ether on pomyiouM occasions. The imiM-rin! eouncil, consit- 
tijrium prinripia, or in tl»e eorrujtt tireek of that period, tw 
fimnKiKhv '^HfHxor, was arbitrarily nominated by the emperor 
among his confidential friends and faToritea. The striotcat 
etiqnctte was ohaerred aniotig the eonrtlers and oCEcials in 
'An ;r different subordlmite nink-?. The sous-in law of the em- 
peror bad the supervision of the uumeroua imperial palaees, aa 
cunpalaia, or iwitiM u m ; thirty siiSntfseiri* took eare of the 
internal order, in whi'li fli<'y were ns>ii«ted by the loathaome 
eunuchs — ;.i KniiTfi/iirtc -who already had obtained so bane* 
ful an influence, tijat they ranked among the patricians— 
ol mrp'-Kuit <uiuig(<H,a9d aapiied to the Mghcat dignitica in 
the state ; nay, theae wretehea even entered the aharob, they 
1>eeanie patriarchs, and the eutui< h monks paraded ajs ir/w. 
Tu^dXrat, or choristers, at the pompous religious feattvaU. The 
emperort were fettered down to Aa moat ridietihtua ceremo- 
nial, whiflh aeeessarily must have crushed their noblest dispo- 
sitions and talents ; but it wa.<i only by thus shrouding thcm- 
."elves from the maun of the p<»nple, and making a pompous 
show of tlieir wealth and power to the foreign natiooa, that 
ihcy atill ooaM be regarded aa the kgHiawto ndara «f Oa

lltetMS — (-jiyiaru — with regard to administraiiou uud military 
deiiBBce. The exact period when the ancient Roman prefec- 
tures and provinces were avpevseded bj the themea, ia not 
known ; yet it appears eerl^n that these existed in part already 
in the screnth century, duriiij: tlo n i^rn of Ileraelius (>jlO— 
641). The emperor Constautiuu VU., i'orphyrogenitus (l>14- 
9.59), an author like his ftther, Leo VL Philoaopliaa (886- 
01 1), describes that iiistitutiim as havinfj already long exiitted, 
anil uii<lirp)ne several ehanpes, Iwfnre lii.s own tiiuea. Kvery 
theme was jroverned by a ■iti tit'-^m, who held the civil govern- 
ment and the command of the troops in the district somewhat 
similar to that of an aneieot Roman proconsul, thoiigh plaeed In a 
-smaller province. He enjoyed the first rank in the seven 
elaiUie!! of the Byzantine cuurt dignitaries, and was assisted in 
bis functions by subordinate officers, snob aathabovdar'wardena 
— KXiuTovpap}(iu — tbe commanders of tlie cavalry — lAup\n< — 
Tm'fi(i.dpxiu, and many others. Every theme contributed to 
the defence liy a national guard, by contributions of horaaa, 
arms, and provisions for the imperial army. We afaall now 
give a aihort dcseription of the themes, In the order in wkieh 
we find them mentioned by the ctupcror."

NBoXAtSAMUA, on the lower Ly kun, waa the metropo- 
Hr, and tbe birth-plsoa of Greg oriui*, the great theaHnatnrgo*, 
or Miiraclr worker. TijJiiiLi -Vt^'i'"''') (now I>ivri^'tii) — in a 
deep vaHey between the towering mountain-rsnges of Skoidijieii 
and Anti-Tanne, waa the eantre and prins^nl atnm^old of 
the early Protostauls of the Enst — the calumniated and perse- 
cuted l'A(>'i.i(nAN!< — WavkucMxtti During the ninth eontiiry, • 
Tei'hrike became the wenc of the bloody wars which Michael 
111. aud Basilios I., the Macedonian, w^ad against that cn- 
lij;htenod and nuwo pbilosopbieal aeet, ao haled and fbared by 

the bijioted clergy of the (Ireek ehureh. The I'unliciana, 
maddened to des]<:iir by the eruel execution of the intolerant 
de' i'i'iv. of (he En>pre^i* Theodora, luhed to aime ; thay forli- 
fied tbemselvca iu the impervious mountain-fastnesscg of To- 
phrikc and Kolonoia. They received powerful support from 
the t^araeens beyond the Kuphrate-s — Unitarians like them- 
!udvcs — and under the command of Korbeas, their enthoaiastie 
preadier and skilful general, they defeated in several battlea 
ilie dastard Michael III., whom Tlieodora, the mother, had 
.sent ngaiii.tt them. Having thus organize<l tlieir revolt, Chry- 
Michcir, the •OMeasor of Korbeas, carried the arms of the 
eastern Protestanta to the shores of the .^ean. Nicsoa, Ni- 
i-omcdia, and Ankyra, were captured and pillaged. Tbe Pan- 
li< iaM-i .''tabled their horses in the cathedral uf Kplie.su.'i, aud 
they vied with their auiliaries, the Saracens, iu their cuntempt 
and abhorrenee of imaget and reliea. At but Baailina the 

Macedonian led, in ST.", all the forces nf tlie rnij irr a^fainst 
them. Chrysoeheir was aurjiri.'^cJ and .slain, and " with him 
the glory of the Paulicians faded and withered." The empe- 
ror i>enelrated through the Anti-Tauma; the impngnaUe 
Ti'phrike, deserted by its defenders, waa levelled to tbe 
t'roiiiid, and the Pa\ili< lriii n jniMiu ili strovcil ; but the spirit 
of religious indepcudcuec still survived iu the mountains un 
the Enphrates.**

A border-count— KXtwrnipapxi* — t*™- 
nuuiJi 'J licre a ctilimy of etout Bulgariani!, who wrro scttleil 
on 3Ioant Amaniu, to defend the important defiles, and op- 
pose the forays of the Saraeem from the EuphrateB. The 
memory of tlirso colonists is utill presoncJ in the mod 
ern name of the Ciliciau pass — Doighar Dtr^h. Leo VI. 
fbfined this thcma, and made Selcvku, on (he cuu!«t, its nic 
tropolis. Tarsos, Apkfodisias, Dn/isandm^ Lauzados, 
Adnna, and other eities, enjoyed a splendid Ornate and a 
fertile si>i1, but were Bvch oxpoMd to the piratical landi^gi of 
the Mohammedana.

-'.v<'?t (if till- fiiniiiT. ran along the wlinto southern coast of 
Afia Minor, weslwunl to Miletns nn the /Kgcan. Protetted 
bjtlioniow-c^ped ridge of Mount Taurus on (he north, it was 
the noflt tmiling aod cultivated portion of A«a Minor, with a 
great nnmber of cities. It took ita name from the araall and 
pour town of Kuiyrriia, as if in mockery, says Constantino. 
Mtfiassa, Hitlikurnrmos, XaniAos, Ti/missos, I'atura, Ana- 
leia, Pergr, SMe, Seige, and many othera. Rhodes, and the 
fui.-iHer islands, Kos, Kuhjmnn, Nififrot, and TWoi, belonged 
likewise to thi* thoma. The Saracens had invaded Rhodes in 
651. The coloeaal statue of I'hcrbua Apollo, one of thp scmu 
wonders of the ancient world which adorned the entrance of 
the great port, had long agn been overthrown hjaa earthqnike, 
but its massy trunk ami lu nj s nf fni^'mODtaWOn Still "cuttered 
about the mouth uf the harbor, where they were gatkcrcd by 
the greedy children of tlio deaert, and sold to a Jewish mer- 
chant from EdcBsa. The money-man got them shipped over to 
the eontitieut, and the precious braati was then loaded on eight 
kundicd camels, and carried away into Mesopotamia. 

XV. Thema or PR£rBCT(iRA Crrai — Kvajpev— the 
heaatiftil island of that nami, whieh was govemed by a ooota- 

]«r -«wfr:-\ii//iris-. Tlic nictriipolis was Kii.\>r.iNTi.i, on the 
o.islcrii ciu^t. Kt'i'J'i, Aiiiiiliiiis, I'lijJius, L/.iik"'-!'! . Tiimy- 
titos, the hirtliiihuc of Saint Spyridon, and other .wi-^ wore, 
attU Ihinrlahi^g. The Saraoena Imvi^g invaded Cypruii in bOJ, 
under Haronn-ar-Rasehid, were expelled a^in by Leo the 
Artiiciiiaii in >!•">; Viut tiny yearned after tli.it tcrrestriul ];i«r- 
adiM, and soon obtained poMuosiou of the island again. To 
the great reigret of OooatMillBO, ** th* btdet Bagareaiw" still 
occ<ipird ("ypnis in his Jay ('.i.'O), but in 001, the brilliant 
Nicpplmrus I'hiKas finally ret'ovured that gem of the eastern 
empire. 

268. XVL Thema Saw iMavLS— S^ia \i<hw> oonaisted 
not only of that large islaod, whoao eity was the metropolis of 

the theme, but it extended along the Ionian coast from Jassos 
northward to the Adramyttian Qulf, with the beautiful citiaa 
^pkam, SiMfraa, Magnma, HBktoi, lyaUa, Pargamon, 
Lfiedns, and others'. It.-i governor commanded the Thracism 
cavalry, which, on account of their qmirters in that theuie, 
wore dis iJed into the Ephcsian and Adramyttian (squadrons ; 
the iitlands of the ooaat, such as J'atmoi and Ikarot, belonged 
likawiao to the Samum thano. 

XVII. TliKM.i .'EaBim Pblacvs — fte/m .Klya' v XliXtiym 
—embraced all the islands of the /Kgoan, the Cyclades, and 
Sporades, together with the coaat land of Troy, all ahmg the 
Hellespont and Propontis, as far as the ritrars KlyrBdakoo aod 
Daskylion, north of Mount Olympus. Oities oo the munhuid 
were Ai.^ox. J/ion, DmtiIhiws, A/jydos, Tjamp%fikos, Paiinn, 
KifzUiOi, and the large island JProJkonnaot on the Pro- 
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Until the ^es of the cnisadea, we hear little aboot the 

iuhabltant.s of the Ijcautiful islands i f t;.c A^.^t -.lii — .\r-,<iu«r«- 
Aayirot — as the Greeks call them j (hoy sufi'ered severely from 
the i^tkal oxpoditieu of tha Saraceoa. Bartier, thej waro 
fanatic imaga mnliippers, and when Leo the iKaurian con- 
dcmned the idolatry of the image?, and ordereil the cburcbea 
in t'onstjintinoplo and all the empire to hn cleansed from that 
abomination, the fire of rebellion qtread from Athens through* 
ont the /Bgean ; the Greek iahnders, arming a fleet, Bailed to 
till' Hi riis r.ii lirtho Command uf .Stephanos aiiJ Agelli- 
anos, with the intention to depose tlic iconoclastic emperor and 
raise the pious prophet Koamas to the throne. But all their 
blustering terminated with their total defeat before the city; 
their fleet was burnt with the Greek fire ; their fanatic leaders 
were captured, and Suffered eapit-al punishment. 

XVill. Efarchia CsETX^'Envxw Kf^nit. This fer- 
tile and important isle is not mentioned by Oonstantine, beeawe 
it wa.s (Still in possession of the Saracens. During the period 
of their early cntbuaiajsm, some daring bauds uf Spanish Arabs 
lan<ied in Open barks on the island, and after the most hatoiaal 
exploits they sneceeded, in 823, in subduing the Christian popu- 
lation, and the large island, in sight of the whole Greek em- 
pire. Crete became entirely Moliaiinio dan, nml it was not 
until the downfall of the creed and the virtue of the Arabs, 
that Nieephovwa Phooaa, hi » bnllUat eanpa^n, a. ». 961, 

captured Candin and the other cit!e?>. subdued the Maini; and 
foNad the Mohammedan population to accept baptiaok

269. L Thkma TuRAciirM— e^a fli p a i iflei' embraced tha 
greater portioo of aneieDt Tbraoe, and readied northward to 

Mount Ilicnius, at that time the frontier-line of the weakened 
empire. The country ix'yond the range toward the I)anube 
waa inhabited by Mavro-Bulgari, or Hlaek BulgariatiB, who 
mwa (odneed to aabjection in 971, by the arms of John 
Trimisoes. Westward, the theme did not extend beyond 
Mount Dospotos anil the rivi r Strymoii, Tlirace wns a fertile 
and beautiful region, but it bad l>een sadly dei^tatcd during 
the Bulgarian wars, and was already inhabited by a misad 

Sclavo Grecian population. It was subdivided into fivi- Erxn- 
cni.i: : I. Et uopE, on the IJliick LSea, the Uosjihonis, and Pro- 
pontis, with the cities Arlndift/xtNf, HeraJk/eia, and Knllijiolis, 
on the Thneian Chersonese. CoKSTAaTiiion.B, the Imperial 
capital, had ito own goremmeni. IL Brodopk, west of 
Euro{>c, in the mining district of Houut Pangkaion : eities 
were I'hilipim, Trnj(tiwj)otis, Ainot^ Serrai, Pari/iiiopoiu, 
and others. III. Hxmimo.ntis, on (he north, at the base of 
the mountains, with Adrianapolis and Anchialos. IV. TmiA- 
KiA, northwest, in the interior, with Philippopolis, JSeror, and 
says Constantine, the islands of Thusos, Stimol/iraie, and Im 
krot. V. Htsu, by whieh the imperial geographer under- 
atanda tho lately eonqnered Suigaria-4lb» aneient Mewria, 
north of ^Tount Il.xinc.s wliieli dad been tnualbrTDed into tho 
fifth eparchy of Tliraci', witli tiie cities Tomi$ tnil Consfan- 
^ liana on the I'otitus ; Dionyxojmlis, Kapiduha, Jitros, and 
I others, in the valley of the Danube. Tho frontier distrieto 
were governed by strategoi, and the others by oonsulars. 

11. Thkma M.\rEDOMr — i-)tfM M[i»c<f«.iu'a« — wa.*. inhabit4M) 
by a great number of different Sclavonian tribes formerly im- 
der the sceptre of the Bulgarian kings; but after tl.cir ilefeat 
fin 97 1 rendermg homage to the Byaantine emperor. The mot* 
numerous tribes were the BurdariottB in the upper regions of 
MouiU Scardus, Beftsczifir, ami Sasu'lrttit, in the |il:iiiis r.f 
J Macedonia, which already began to be called Blachia. .More 
I east, OB tho Bteymon, aat another Sdavonie tribo, tho Drugm- 
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HU$', Bjnaliika oflehls were plaofj iu the diatrfota, tnt th«r 

(Kiwor was nought; yet the vaio and tasteleea Emperor gives 
a porofHiua drscription of ancient Maeednnia irith her Pbilip 
niiJ Ak'xuii'lcr, tint ilniv* ii'it say u siiijilo «ylIalilo about the 
condition of tliat unbappjr country during hia own rcijpi. The 
Thenn vaa diviiled into three epsrohiB :

HI. TiiEMA Stiivmoni!- — (iifta Sr/ii/ioiTK — in the upper 
I'allev of that river, beneath the highest ]ii ak.'» of Mount Si-ar- 
dna (33), waa entirely ocoupiod by Sckvunian hordea, and 
governed by a border connt, or SiMttriarch. 

IV. TiiKMA Tiii^^'Ai.DNn i: — f-iifia ( V tri/aA'd iV?; — was oir- 
cumscribed to the Chalkidmn Chersonce. lt,< njetropolih was 
TmessALOMXB (Saloniki), on the Thcruiaic iiulf, tlic riebcst 
and most commercial city of tbe empire daring the ninth cen- 
tory; but in 904 it iraa attadked 1^ a numerons army of 
Arabs who carried tbe city by atorB,tnd after hnviug iilun'b r 
ed it of it:4 wealth, brought thousands of its unhappy eitizens 
away fur the slave markelH of the East. Other towns in the 
peninsula wore the celcbrati^J 0/t/nthos, Katsandreia, and 
Stttgein. Tbe raogiiiflcont promontory Hapion Otm (Athoe), 
called the Sucml M'/imr^nn ai l onijt of till' iiiiiny lnoua.slerics 

splendidly situated on the slopca of tbe mountain. There thou- 
audi of BOHinka nd haraiil* wen ooeiqnod hi oopytnf Greek 
mannscripts, and painting tho^ie Byinntinc images that caused 
the violent religiotw eonimotions durin^r the eifrbth century.

■WlrOpolis KnniNTHos ; among its forty cities WWO SUk^lM, 
Argot, and Laixdaimonia (Sparta). The graatar put of the 
btarior of tbe peninsula was inhabited by Selavoniaiia, who, ia 
MO, dvring the reign "f Miohael III., had been brought ba^ 
to tha allegiance of the Emperor (190). The only larger dislriei 
<hat nmained in tbe poaaearion of the Groeka was the moui- 
tMaous region of Mount Taygctos— the present .1/<j«? or 
Manta. Ill tliat retired oomrr of Lnknnia, a »uiall remnant of 
tbe Greek raee survived, living; in n sUxU' of isolation, poverty, 
and barbarian. 8o completely had they been aepaiated from 
all eoMwetion with tba rest of the nation, and seelnded from 
thr infl'ienee of the Greek Cbureb, that the rural population 
around the fortress of Maina, on the western promontory of 
Twnaron, had remained pagann until the reipi of IJa-iiliu» I., 
tbfl Haeedonian, a. o. 861-886, wheu the Qrcok monka attend- 
ad to their ecmTeraion. " These monntainecrs are not Selavo 
■lans,^' fays ronHfaiili' ■•. "hut deseendant.s of the iin< lent ^ 
BeiUenes, who had Moiglii p-fugu on the promontory, where they i 



lire in •hanaa Mf^an, dBSeidt of aoeasa, vithovt water, and 

producing nothing but olive trees.'"* In the time of the im- 
perial hititorian, these ManiateH paid to the royal treasury au 
annual tribute of four hundred gold Byxaiits. The Greeks 
likewise occupied tbe oities on the eoost. The general who cam- 
manded tbe theme resided ia Korinih ; Patrm was a thriTing 
eity. whieh bad gallantly beaten bark an attark made in !-07 
by tlie foree.H of the Sclavoiiian hordes in the inlerior, united 
with a Sarceuic fleet, cutting off all rouiniuniration between the 
peninsula and oontinental Graaea. The bcautifal plains of 
Elband Measenia, the table-lands of Aikadia, with the large 
Sclavonic Rettlenieiits at A'l^/i and IV/rroi//, and the deep val- 
ley of Lakonia, remained for centurieK in the possession of 
Solarini, Melingi, EseritK, and other trilies. We shall find 
them there again two ccmtnriea later at the invasion of the 
Frank onuaders in 1205. And yet the Greek nee bss snr- 

vivrd all tin sc disasters : it hac impressed h.i own powerful 
tiuliuuality on tlie Larbsriaus who, numerous as they were, 
yielded to the higher ganlns of the JSb&Mst; and while, dnring 
tba Middle Ages, the complete fusion of the Roman and Ger- 
manic races was efTecled in western Europe, the small Greek na- 
tion witbstiiiel the .shock of tbe niillionH of ^elavoniaus who 
oppreased them, and preserved their religion, laiignage, and 
nationality. But they natvrally enongb adopted aome Sclavo' 
nic expre-siiious, and terms in tlicir l.-iiipuagc, jiiir] snme ot 
their euhtoms and petuliarllit s. We therefore find a re- 
markable rcscniblanee in the dre.ss, h»bit«, and even niper- 
stitions among the GrooQ-SUvio uibes of modem Tnrk^. The 
WalMhian and Servian are the herdsmen of the hill; the Bnlga- 
rian. the jilniiL'h'ii.iu of the plain ; the .VK-aiiian, thi' klephi and 
warrior of the mountain, and the Greek, the merchant, me- 
chanic, and mariner of the eoaitt and the island. The mild and 
spirited Wlaoh, the robust and hiborious Bulgarian, the idle and 
fiuMufbl Servian, the crafty and haughty Amaut, the brilliant, 
ingenious, nnd Im.slling (iruk — all mil together in their daily 
intercourse like eouutrymcu and iNrethrenj as co-religionists, 
thay all alike hate and deapiaa the atnpid Tork. The aaina 
hope of independence and reaorrcetion pervades them all, and 
if thoy did not succeed in uniting their noble exertions for 
liberty, it was the Russian giant who opposed a iwioa an da* 
trimental to-hia own ambitions views in the I^vout

The talents of the cmperorK, as well as the 
eysiematie order of the adrobiatration, held together their ex- 
tensive dominions long after the tendenoes of nteditcval socie- 
ty bad urged the different nationalities to separate. In Con- 
stantinople it was a constant object of the imperial attention to 
praraot too great an aocumnlation of power in the hands of 
lin^ oSelnl; and yet It waa abaohtely neoeasary to in- 
tnet (be genenls and provincial governor!! with exteii.iive au- 
thority, for they were called upon incessantly to resist the 
barbarian iuvsdors, and to ijuell internal iusurrections.

No n^fOn of the palace ever circumscribed their power; no 
pops over nade them bow down in the dust \ nor were they re- 
dtMadtebaeeiiM tbepnppeta of their nereeaariea,likethe cnliphs 
of Bagdad." A vivid and interesting picture of Byzantine po- 
lities and masterly btalcsmauship, we shall see exhibited by 
the emperors of the finmiMaiian djniity dwiqg the fbUowing 
period of the erussdeiL 

The Greek empire aflbrded during thin period an asylum 
to the remains of lilerature atu! culture, preserveri frniii llie 
ages of antiquity, which were destined to afford abundant 
aooroes of inveatigation and reeeanh fbr the learned in after 
timea. Caaar Bardas, the brother of Theodora, kept the 
state in excellent order during tho reign of his unworthy ne- 
phew, Michael III. (SjG-PGG), and raised I'hotius, a prelate 
of eminent talents and profound leamiqg, to the patriarchate 
of Oonatantbopleu Ba^liui I. began the rerisal of the Jus-

Great exprtinns were made to cod- 
vert the Hindoos to the MnhainuxMliin faith, and the whole

into the heart of Perda and Irak thenmelrM. The Ghorida 
on the east miiiterod their Indian fur' i i t'^ hmtI the rising 
ctorni, but they were Mwept away, and tlie Khowart-hm em- 
pire remained the most biiliiiBl in central Asia by its com- 
merce, wealth, and militaiy power, mtil the irruption of 
Oenghis-Kban and his hundred thousand of Mongols ia a. n. 

I'Jl'.l. .\fter a most treniendiiii-i war, :r.ii the dei'tnictian of 
million!) uf men, the Khoworerimian p<iwer wat> annihilated by 
tliat savage conqueror. The good Shah, Mohammed, perished 
on his flight in a desert island of the Caspisn Sea ; his valiant 
son, Djelal-ed-Din Ifankbenit, one of the glorified heroes of 
Oriental {MKtry,att trow nd<dlyhiii faithful KhowareHmianR, cut 
his way from the Indva to the Euphrates. Hera he fell be- 
nesth the dagger of a Knrd aasaaam ; bnt hia warlika bands, 
pur-'iiiiii.' ra; !(l!y their march to Piilestine, prostrated Saracens 
and Mamlouks, Templars and Crusadcrit, burnt and de.stroycd 
Jerni^alem and her sacred sepulchre iu 1244, and carried their 
'lestroying arms to the frontiers of Elgypt. There they dispers- 
ed ; their chiefs, as mercenary amdottieri, took service among 
the small princes of the HelJjukian Turks, on lln Kniihrale<i, 
and iu A«ia Minor, and the terrible name uf Khonarehmian 
vanished from the page of hjatory. They were devout Moham- 
medans; their oavaliyiran namrpnased; and they cherished 
that peoiBar aAetion far thdr ateads whioh is the general 
eharacteriatie of all the nalkma of tha atqtpea. 

977. VIL Tn Dannvs or ZMs^lOSO.— The landa 

south of the CaJ^ljan Sea, Mitzinuln <ni (Tabarestan) and 
GliUun, were, from remote nntii|uity, eeli hrated for their fer- 
tility and beauty, and the martial character of their inhabitants 
— the Mardi, Ilyroaniana, and Parthiaos. Tbe high moimtain 
ridges of Caspivt and Labuta, on the south, protected them 
from the ,\rnbian coiuiuorors ; the fleeing Magi, as wi ll as the 
persecuted Alito heretics, found a refuge on the secluded chores 
of that inland sea. Later, when the coontlj had noognized the 
soveroigntj cf the ealipha, the Saracen governora did not 
tarry to deelara themselves independent. Herdavidsch ex- 
tended his dominion over Gliilnn, Kohcslun, across the Me- 
dian plains to Irak and Fart io a. d. 927, and in order to 
appear as the gmnfaia daaoendant of the ancient Pcrrian great- 

kinpp, he imitated their splendid court and their luxury, and 
supported his dignity by the Turkish mercenary bauds, who 
flocked to his banner. Order and tranquillity revived in that 
remote and happy region, tinder the sway of four prinoca of 
the Dilemid dynasty ; tbdr residence was SAeiiitan m Dilem, 
on the H<nitliwr-t e. ast of the Caspian Sea: hcienee, literature, 
mA commerce flourished under tlieir protection j their young 
princes enjoyed the most careful education, a memorial of 
which is the curious book of Kiekawos : tlie mirror of the 
worthy sm^rrri-zn. Kabus ShemsiT-al-Mali (son of highness), 
wa-i li<ith ]ioi t anil historian, li\it lii" natural ferocity and his 
relations to his powerful neighbors, tbe Buids, oontiniuUy en- 
tangled him in vara. After his death by the hand of nToAiah 
soldier, the n-nlm of the Dileraidi« was cnnqucred by thcScl^Jllkl 
and the Ismaelitcs, who divided the Hpoils. 

VIII. The BriDS — 1056. — Thin remarkable ilyna«ty took 

its origin fi«m the warlike soim of the flaherman Bujah-Bea- 
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SiMlM — AU, Huna, mi Almad, idwiaii Mrrcdin the unj 

of MerdATidRch of Dilem. Afi flw hmur of revolt 

in Kert«b, and with the luwislanM of his broth CM be «ooo sub- 
jected Kom, Kasiiit, anil /I'jy (Uli.ij;a<'). the important dc filo 
towftrd Khonuua (210), and ruled over all Persia. Uis capi- 
tal vai ScBiSAS, litaate in <»a of tin moat delightfbl TaUeji 
©f the worM*' Tho caliph of Bau'lail re i u'liizi") his inilpppn- 
dence and iiought hii* aHiancc, and already tliird Huld suv- 
WaigB, Ahmed MiK>z cd-Daula (arm of the rcaliu), liad b<M>oiiic 
n powmtAil that the iDtimidated oaliph mi forced to nominate 
him Emtr-al-Omrah. The BoMi «zt«iid«d their nraj Tieto> 
riouily "v.t I'l t-1:i, uml ruled from the Euphntc" tn the 
froiitii rs <if KhMru-^aii, where thev came in hostile contact 
with the Ghnsiiavidi* Ity whom thej wero repelled IB 1039. 
But in Bagdad thev uiaiutaiucd their dignity at great eaira 
and vinent of the raliph.-*, until, weakened bj their own violent 
family fuud.-<, they became, in 1056^ an mtf ftvj to the Sal- 
tans of the Seldjuk Turks.

Inch as Seif-cd Daula of .Musaul, wcro themselTOS poets or 
philosophers, and tliey united around thctr thrones the most 
distiogniahed men in every branch of art and science, at that 
time more appreciated by the Anilis, than among the bunting 
lad flghtiqg prinoca of CfariatiaD Earope.

II<' ^'ine .1 iin>t;c interpretation to the Koran, and eni 
ployed u must efiectual and cunning deceit by initiated Dait, 
to spread his fiurtastical doetriaea. These iiiissionariea soon 
formecl in the interior of Arabia a nnmerous hand of followers — 
the KaranKithiuns— who, victorious in the ea.stern pr^ivince of 
Kalirain, advanced, sword in hand, to tiie pitc.s of IJapdad. where 
the caliph sat trembling on his throne. RaiM, Ba'albeJI:, 
Beutra, Kvfak, were laid ia ashea; ia 9S9, Meeea shared the 
same fate. Thirty thousand people w^ ri' I nt' l cri d diirint; 
the delenee ; the Beit Alhih was desecrated ; the black Moue

his raatoralion. Hielmrd de Clare (Stronphow) .-jml otlier war- 
like English nobles, at the head of their knights and archers, 
\ then landed OB tho ooaat of Leinstcr in 1 1 GO, and by their aw 
I perior Norman armsttirc and tactics, defeated the Iri«h in every 
j battle. Though only some few hundreds, the Norman English 
stormed and took AVexford and Dublin, and routing; King 
Koderic and his tuiwieldy naases in a great battle, Strongbow 
remained the master in oastera Ireland. In 1 172, Kbg Henry 
came himself to Ireland with a hplendid train of nohlnmen and 
tn)op», and the Knglish thus secured a lirm footing in Leinstcr 
and Mun^ter, where they built Cttrrnk, Kilkenny, and other 
castles. The petty ebieflabs did bomsge to Henry, rod n- 
oeived bim in Dublin with all the pomp of a sorereign. The 
Pope Adrian ha^l earlier (IIjI) grant.- l t!,e Kii^'l:-!i ki: ilje 
sovereignty over Ireland, on the condition of reducing it euiu 
pletely nder die sinritwd mttorily of Am Boman aoo, mid 
p.nying the Peter's pence. This title had lain dormant during 
the troubles with France ; hut the ecole.Kia.'itical eouneil held at 
Cashel near Tippcrary, now at onee recognized the bull and the 
Papal donation.

The horrors tif this slate of in- 
ternal anarchy in Ireland continued throughout the twelfth and 
tbirteantb oentariee, and wen atill increased by the Soottidi 
invasion of Kohert Tlrneo, who after his glorious victory over 
Edward II. at Haunoekbum iu 1314, sent his brother, Kdward 
Hruee, to make a diversion against the English in Ireland. 
Tho brilliant Edward for three years kept the field victorioualy 
against bis morUl foes, but perished b IS18, b Oe battlo 
on tho F<ii'g/i<rr,l n< ar Dundalfc, and witb bim tbo bopea of 
a union with Scotland.

Vi.->tul;i. wliiTe liny Imrdi rtd on the ."iavage JSorinsi or I'rus- 
siaus. Tlie dukei of Saxony Ix-gan early to wage deoxidating 
wan fligainst tbe Yendea, and erected some biahoprica for the 
introdaetion of Christianity auion^ them, but witbont any 
prcat fueee.^h. .\ valiant Oliotrite, Prince fioit>rhalk, 
placed himself in 1042 at the bead of the nation aa king of 
the VendoB^ and extended bis biiigdom eestwerd to tbe 
Vistula. Gottschalk was a very remarkable man ; he had 
received his education in Denmark, where he married a Danish 
princess. He promoted the introduction of Christianity by 
uieana of Danish and Saxon misaionariea, but the violence of 
his refSarma excited tbe imtire SclaTonum cbiefk sganist bim, 
and he f i U the victim of a emmpiraey plotted in 10*"i»i by his 
own relative, Plusso. The Vciidcs now rose in u furious in.'iur- 
reetion against pricats and monks, who were rutblesaly alaugh- 
tcred or driven e«t of tbe country. Prisoe Henry, tbe son of 
Kin^ Gottschalk entered Slavia with an army of Grrman 

vrii-\,:. lri s, and sin eei dt d liv niildiie-s and prudt nee. tori^-t^irc 
order and religion. lie built the city of Lubcck ou the Truve, 
and enconraged agrionltnre and eemmerce; but his death in 
1 121 brottg^t on those intestine feuda among the Sclavonian 
chiefs, which in 1 16S-1 173 terminated with the couqucet of 
Vend laud by the kings of Denmark.

Ar.roNA, on 
the beautiful iclaud of Ungcii, «:!■< the eentral Kanetuary of 
Svantevil, with its priestly pahioe!", and imoicnae treasures, 
which were carried in triumph to Denmark. The whole i.<iland 
remained afterward annexed to the Kpiseofial «ee of Koeakilde. 
M'ii//iii (.Tulin), on the larjre i.Mland Jiini (WolliniBcbe Wer- 
der), at the mouth of the Oder, was another large eitj of the 
Tendet.

298. IcELAHo, baring been inhabited in 874, during the 
reign of HamU tbe ndrbaired (224), by Norse exiles, fbrmed 

Tlie wliulu iNlaml was 
divided into wards, each with three uieeling plaeeis or tribuuab, 
a heathen temple and ita priests, godar. The torbulent war-

This bapipy state 
of liberty, tliou>.'Ii oeea.sionally interrupted by r ivil t'l iids, of 
which the life of tlie trreat leelaiidie historian, .Snorro 8turli- 
S0n,givesnH a hlL'lily ri-niarkuble instance, e-outiuued in Iceland 
for nearly four hundred yeaiSb During tUs period not only 
commerce, fishery and eolontntioa tn Greenland and Viinland

I ments of poetical fancy llourishud among the active and spirited 
I Icelanders, and nearly all the most beantlM sagaa, or tales, 
and epies of tbe middle ages, were penned and *.uiig by the 
Icelanders, before their decline in the fourteenth eentary. 

i After tbo murder of Snorro in 124-2, tbe civil war flii.«bed up 
fiercer than ever, when, in 1262, Ilakon IV. with bis Nor- 
wegian fleet fbreed tbe wrangling Icelanders to swear allegiance 
to tbe Norsr kinf.'>'; \i t it wai not until tbe island had been 
laid wa-te by a dreadful eruption of Mount lleela, in the year 
1300, that tbe rough republicans submitted to do homage to 
Ilakon VIL of Norway, as their feudal sovereign. Their 
ancient institutions, however, remained untouched ; their cele-

neeteJ with the worship and manners of the people, and cun- 
ningly fu»tered by the de<H>itful (iriests aud wisards. Music, 
too, was a powerful inatnunent in the old superstition. The 
divhie minstrel, seiaad 1^ the power of fats magic, fbll into 
ep.>i(a!'!o«, iitid hi?" audience partook of hi* raptures.

celebrated repablie. Later (after 1240), it entered the confede'

All the cittaeD* were aplendidly anted, and 
mnahallcd under the city banners, an-nrding to tlio five tiuur- 
ters of the town, and the five dijitricts of the territory. The 
grand duke po9.<essed a palace in the city, bnt his bailiff or 
eoont was obliged to ahow the eittaena the mo«t flatteriiig 
po Ktan a m, and ho had no ml power.

Novgorod was the terminus of the pilgrims 
as well as Jerusalem; it was the rendezvous ot' tin- fashionable 
traveller and the eovctoua trader. Artists aud Jugglers, Dauea 
and Dnteh, Portngneae Jews and Ohineae mandarine, Tar>' 
tars and Moor.«, were tliroiiL'niL' it-^ L'litti rinv' bazaars, each of 
whieli )>elonged to a .He[>arat(! natiun — with \\s national tri- 
bunal.'), its elmrehes or moBi|aca, ita store-houscs and amod 
guardians. Here all the enjoymenta ct the aurt and west eoo' 
oentrated — nay, the ideas of the tninry and hospitality of the 
No',.'Mri"lian citiiens, tli,' ^|.liiiiliir of tin Itiis,i:iii ].riii(<'- und 
bnyars, aud the wealth to be earned there, were (juit4^ extravagant 
Art and seieuoe, liteiatnra and poetry, always follow in the wake 
of liberty and oommeroe; we may, therefore, readily believe 
the Russian historians, in their descriptions of (he magnificent 
buildings of Novgorod and Kiew, built in the Byzantine and 
Qothio atyle by Greek and German arcbitecu, and of the 
ehoTefa paintbga and deeorations in MoariebySainlCHywpim, 

a highly talenteil ninnk. a native Kus^iali. wli' Sr liriltiant ere 
ations are still admired at the present day Learning', too, had 
been introduced ftom CoUtantinople, and found an encourag- 
ing aqrlnm ia the nnmeroua monaatoriea, where Ruaaian friara 
were engaged in copying and adorning those elegant manu- 
scripts of the Sirl|itiires ami tlio fatli'Ts wliifh remain a te^tiliiony 
of their skill and industry. Russian ecclesiastics, in the seclusion 
of tbo ooBvent or bermitage, devoted tiMaadvea to aatronoo^

princes a* leaders. The Kumani were as perfidious as they 
were loathsome. When concluding treatiea with the Rtiasians, 
Aeyuaed to out open their Totna, and flDing a goUet with 

their blood, tht v mix<' 1 i( with that of the Russian envoys, and 
drank rueiprocally, lu order tu become of one blood and faith. 



Horses were mi' rifiri il loi the sepulehres of iln ir i hi. wl'.tse 
faithful squires stabbed themselves, to die with their masters. 
Hmy raaudned pagans, though they eame ia constant relatfow 
to Oanstantbople and Kiew ; they were nomadcs, and lived 
Oder felt-tents even in Hungary ; they were excellent horse- 
men, an<l had herds of eaniels ; they shaved olf their hair like 
the Turks, but wore long beards ; they were Toractoua, and ate 
rati aid nloe.

I'oRTi'ti.tt.. The fall of the Ommiyad calii^il of CordOTB, 
and the diitmemhennent of their empire into a vast anmber 

of petty priiieipalitics in 1031. aflbrded an opportunity fitr 
the nei;;hl)oriuj» t'iiristiaii priiin -. hv ^-ui-i-cssivi' iitt;ii-ks, du- 
ring nearly two centuries, to cireunueribo the Arab domin* 
ion in the Spanish psniniwla within the aanow limits of the 
kingdom of Grrnnitn. This conquest would even have been 
aeeoinplishcd in a nineh shorter time, if the feuds and rivalries 
iM'tween the Christians themselves had not retarded the vieto 
rions progreaa of their arms, and the African dynasties of the 
Almaravida in lOM, and of the Abwhadee in 1 147, had not 
temporarily ro-^tored the Saracen power. The country soath 
of thi' Duero, though occupied by the Christians, reuiaincd for 
a long time :iu insecure po.^.H-ssion, frcijuenlly overrun by tha 
Arabs. Thus, CuMibra, FusM, and Xom^j^ which had been 
reduced by Alfonso I. and his immeduite soeoesaors, were re> 
tukcii I V (li<- great Jlohamno d.in general Al-M»nxor, on his 
vietoriouB invasion of Galicia (vi.t.'i). Alfoni>o V., of Leon, fell 
before Viscn in 1027 ; but his son-in-law, Fernando I., of Cas- 
tile, who, after the defeat and death of Bermudo III., in the 
battle of Carrion, in 1037, ascended the throne of Leon, re- 
covered both Visi'U and Lamego in 10.'<7, and the important 
CoimAra opened ita gates to the Christian knigfata ia 1056. 
LioH, Ctatik, the .ifstMras*, Gaiieia, and the county tUPartm- 
Ca.'r (I'ortug-al), remained united during the gre.nter jKirt of 
the eleventh century, under the enterprising monarclL-* Fcrdi" 
nando I. and Alfonso VI. — 1037-1109. After a siege of 
three years, Tbkdo, the aaciaot capital of the \'iaigoth8, sar- 
rendered in Hay, 1085, and Alfonso advanced rapidly on both 
banks of t!ic Tagus. occupying the fortresses of Mtihiii. Ma- 
quetia, and Guadalajara ; oay, he approached boldly toward 
the Qtrndiana, when he was attacked by the Innmerablo hordes 
of the African Almorarids, under their great general, Yusaef- 
Ben-Taxfin— <i/-nrt:nr-«/-f/i» — (defender of the faith), in the 
plain of Z'llnca, and t.jtally di fcalcd. with the loss of "21,000 
of his bravest warriors, iu 1087. This chock put a stop to the 
progress of the Castilkn king ; sad as the western ooaquBita 
were continually exposed to the irruptions of the enthusiastio 
Alm'.'ruvids, Alfiuiso eouferred the gnvcrnment of I*ortugal 
from the Mino to the Tagns, and the right of eonqueril^ as 
far as the Guadiana on the young hero, Heniy of Reaan^on, a 
Rurgundian prince, who, in 1072, had married his dam^ter 
Teresa, and to whose valor he had been indebted for many of 
his victories. Numbers of Burgundian nobles having joined 
the banner i>f Count Henry, he beat back the Almorarids, who,

Tm aamBan of Salamanca, Don Bnero aad Don 
Oomes, riding along the bank.i of the ('nnlo.a, in Krarrh of nonie 
strong poaition, which they iuiondcJ tu fortify on t)ic border, 
to arrest the forays of the Moors, met wiA ft berniit, who re- 
eonune&dcd tbe bermitage of Saint Julian as an excellent site 
fiir a fbrtress. Being supported by the Bi.obop of Salananea, 
they erected a csAtle aronnd the bermitage, when I'.ry w. rc 
joined by many other nobles and adventurers, all eager to ac- 
quire fame and wealth in this life, and glory in tba next. 
Haaoa tha fimndation of the order of St. Julian of Alcantara, 
wbloh rendered signal ierrioe to the king and church. In an 
era of rcHjiidu.s enthusiasm, the knighti<, uuxi<ius to imitate the 
Templars in a life of monastioal aosterilj and military disci- 
pline, obbuned tbe nda af Saint BoM^ot. A tbird nulilary 
r, inatitnted somewhat later, in I ICl, was that of Santiago, 
I followed the rule of Saint Aucrustiae. It originated with 
I notorious bandits of Leon, uh< toucbed with contrition 
tut tbair past coonaitici, leaolved tu make rcpaiation for tbam, 
by diABiaaf tfaa pSgrfma journeying to tbe aaaetnaiy of 9sa- 
tiago de Compostela ('255), whom thf v tl.i inselves formerly so 
often had robbed. King Fernando II. favored this pious Cra- 
temity, who obose the bhxidy sword of their patron Santiago 
aa tbatr pmfeaaioiMl badges Tbe thn« powerfal orders of 
OafartnTB, Ale&ntara, and Santiago, eairiod tte erusading spirit 
to its height in Spain, and being riehly endowed by the ."ueees- 
sive kings of Leon and Castile, their poasessions, like those 
of the Templars and Hoqiltanafs, ostoBded onr erary part 
of Spain. Life and manners in that country were still dimple 
aaalare; they presented a wonderful mixture of heroical 
aljgioaa tumtioiaai, and nmantio love and poetiy.

31S. Saiicho III., rl Mayor, of Nnv.irra— 1000-1(1 i'l— 
waa tbo nuOt powerful prinoe of bia in Spain (257). Be- 



sides ymiinn and F^ifirarhr, he held the ctmnly of Ara- 
goH, then confined within the narrow limiu of the ralloys 
north of tbe Ebro. By tbe marriage of bis son Fernando to 
the heiress nf /yon, ho extended his inflnenee over tbe mat' 
em states of the peninsula, while his army conquered the lord- 
ships of J{i/j/i,i'or:n, and prenaed hard upon the French fron- 
tier line of the Pyrenees. Yet by dividing bis dominions, 
in 1093, among bia fbnr aons, be impoded the doreiop- 
men t of hisju-ople: and it was not nntil lOTiI, that .■\'7j -7r,' /, 
Arui:iin, Sudrarl/e, Vis.ray/i, A/tiva, and Jiiojii, wire again 
uniti d under Bon Sanebo Ramircs (lOTG-IO'j t), and 
j formed into a Mngdnm, wboao oapital waa Pamplona, or 
I Jaea. During tbe reigns of Don Pedro I. (1094-1104), 
aii.l Ihe brilliant Alf.m.so I. el Bataiiador (1104-1134), it 
j was transferred to Zaragou. Aragon acquired in 1 065 
the ^ of A»diiii<» f in I08S, Gradatf in 1085, Mtmxoni 
in 1096, tba important Huesca, wbieb opened the fertile 
plain of the Ebro to the Christian arms; and in 1114. 
the equally oonstderablc Tudcla. Zurui^oza fell in 111 4, 
and tbe fleeing tribea were, in 1 1 19-1 121, driven from Cola, 
tayudf DaroM, and Cotenda, aontb of tbe mountdna, toward 

Valencia AlfiMinn, the b.nlfle-fighter, perished Kf m- FragOf 
in 1 l;i I ; and alter the -ihurt reign of the Munk Kaniiro II., tbe 
warlike and intelligent Raymond Berengar (Bercnguer V. 
(IV.), Count of Barcelona, waa called to tbe throne of ArtgOB 
(■257).'" Tbua Catatonia remafawd, beneefbrtfi, Halted to 
Anigon, and the brilliant and highly instructive history of 
this wcll-organixed and powerful kingdom begins in 1 137, aud 
continues uninterrupted for three centurie.«, until the final con- 
solidation of the Spanish monarchy, in 1479, tty tbe marriage 
of Fernando V. of Aragon and Isabella of CaatQe. On tbe 
death of Alfonso el Batallador, the Navarre.-ii:-. rej<-<-ted the 
elfloUon ci Bamiro the monk in Aragon, declared tbenuelTea 
independent, and eboao Ibr fhdr king Den Oareiaa VI. Ba> 

luirer, a scion of their old royal <lyiia-'ly. Botli states re- 
mained henceforth K«!paralc. Kioja aud Bifcaya fell to the 
crown of Castile (ij7). It was not only tbe union with the 
county of Barcelona, which strengtbened tbe kingdom of Ara- 
gon ; it obtained Ukewlso tbe extenstTe and important possee- 
lii.n.i nliicli the Cuunt.^ of Barcelona had ac<jiiired liy pur- 
chase, inbcrilouee, or marriage, beyond the I'yrenech, in 
aontbem France. Count Raymond Berengur I. (II ) '/ Vuyo, 
tlie most distinguished prince and eavaliar of bis day, bad 
bought, in 1070, from the Counten of Carcassonne, all berrighta 
over the vi.seountics aud lord.«hip^ lA' Ci/»imi/if.'ts, (^uiijluns, 
and SLaztz^" on the slope of the mountains, and of Mitwrec 
(Menerbea), Bizien, Agadiz, and CareoMmme^ frithav north 
on tbe coast ; and be had victoriously supported bis aoir BO- 
i|uisitioDS with tbe sword against the Counts of Toulouse. The 
lordships of Beza/ii and CenUind. coulh of the l'yrenee.<, re- 
TartedtoKaymondlll. (IV.), in llll-lU7,andiu 1112, be 
married Dolce, the only daughter and hcirena of Count Gil- 
bert nf Piiivence. TIii« luagniliecut country, which nominally 
belonged to the (iermau Empire, but, by the neglect uf the 
emparora, bad baenne alienated, ranmined now under tbe away

Thus rtrengtheood by ihe rioh provincvn of Miuth- 
em France, and the aotiTe and warlike popilatiou of Catalonia, 
An^gon, temrd Ae middle of the twelfth eentny, rooe at onee 
to a powerful ktiiir<!iitii. hihI it» Jistingniiilictl monarchs were 
now enalilcd to turn tlmir full attention to the war ug»iu«t the 
Arab«. Raymond immediatelj inrcstod the strongly-fortified 
Tbrtoia, and carried the city at the point of the awmrd, bj the 
ftnatiebraTerj of the Knights Templar*; ^wertgenrrandered; 
Lerida and Praga, on tlif Khrn, which had withstood all the 
assaults of Alfonso el-Iintiillador, viulJcd to Prince Uaymond, 
who flnally, in 1 irta, had the gl«ry to deliver all Catalaiua nod 
Anfoa firom the dominion of Ihe Mohammedana. 

319. OoxsnnrnoN um CvLTiVATioit. The old Visigothic 
laws (123) had hithi'rto pnwriKil ('iit;il<iiiin ; tliev wero abol- 
iabed bjr Raymond fierengar II., who subetittttcd the usage* of 
Oatalonia m a ati e a m aA gave a thonmgb oisraiiatioB to the 
different chtsnes of the nobility and knighthood. Commcnv 
was flourishing ; Barcelona and the citie," of Provence rose in 
wealth and comfort, while thu nobility enriched themselves with 
the apoils of the Uoalemin. The C«ants of Barcelona were 
oelebrated fbr thdr love of the fine arte and literatnraw Pro- 
vence became, undrr tin 'r mild Kway, tho hnnii> of the roninn- 
tie jwetry of the Tr'Hilnilours. Those culigliteniKl princes 
surrounded themMlvca with ntnatrela, artiste, und phLloso- 
jthera. Tho toatc of the nobles soon apraad tbioiigh all olaaaaa; 
the ProTenf al knights no longer eonridered H heneath their 
dignity to oxpreaa tlii ir titiraents in song.i, atui tn eitol in 
glowing verses the beauty and virtue of the ladies, whom they 
defended with their swords. Then arose those tribnab of 
love — les cour* tPamour — in which the fair ones were the 
judges, and awarded the price of excellence, whether a sait of 
armor, or a battle-steed, or only a rose from their bosom, no 
haa to the inspired troubadour of tba gay science, than to the 
eUralroDB victor of (he towiBHnni The •aunUe manners of 
Provtiirn found their way arrofs the P^mwes. niiinnu t!;f 
proud and taciturn Aragouese and 4uarrelS0nie Catalouittiis, 
and imparted a rapid development to their hngM<get * 
; fillet to thflb aMneat Utentnre.

320. Oniour amd Estxxt. This small kingdom or prin- 
cipality, which ts rapposed to have extended from the Ebro 
along t!u' rn cda'it uf Spain t</ Oriliui'la, w.i" ' nTn jiiered 

from the Moors hy the celebrated Roderigo Diss de Rivar el 
Said (the Oid), t0»4-109&. Hwii« been exiled fhrn Castile 
by King Alfonso, the Cid, with his band of hardy warriors, 
began his forays on the Moorish dynasty of Al-Hiul in Zara- 
gosa, and the Almei ids in Valencia. lie took Alcozer, and 
making that place his stronghold, he gathered around him 
heads of petriota or f tee h eoters, wUh whom he defimted the 
Arabs in many hkirmifhcs, tiinl peiictratitif; by Tirucl, in 
soiitliprri Arugon, he ost.ibli.'ihcd hini.'clf in the strung eastle 
ralh'd lit PeAa del Cid, the Rock of the Cid, on the inirllnrii 
slope of the mountains of Segora. At Bnrriaaa, he met Don 
Pedro I., of Aragon, with whom he eondnded an alliance of 
frien l-!iip ;iihi ^-ujipurt ; and learning the murder of Yahya 
Al-Kadir, of Valencia, he suddenly marched against that 
popnloBS Moorish city, which be captured after a loqg rigge. 
Thus strengthened and supported by Don Padio L, and an 
army of thirty thoasand Aragone.se, el Cid oould meet the 
powerful Almoravids hurrying to the rescue of Valencia. 
The great battle took place near Xativo, south of the city, 
when the heroieil vakr of the Cid nid the aadmiiaam of hia 
Christhm warriera, g^aed the nmat brillHat vietoiy over the

Oaaipeador was rinsed with the compieft uf Miir.'.ihrr. — Mur- 
viedro, the ancient Haguntum, and the eoa.stlanii, a« far as Ori- 
huel.i All .-itlackg of the Arab chiefs were beaten el^aadte 
hero held Valenein until his death, in 1099. His eoaqnered 
territory aeems to have embnwed Casta ftma, Mfiriiher, 

Xr/vr.i, Xttfhit, Drnia, and Xumr. Vulrtu in ilcf Cid, the 
bcantifal city in its fertile and highly-cultivated plain — ta 
Huerta, or the garden^ «a tte IwBka of tho OusdalsTiar, waa 
OM of the most impevlwl p o w eii i ll B l of the Arabs in Spain. 
Nor did it long remain in the hands of the Christians. After 
tin (i. illi of i l Ci'l, it WUK iiiniKdiately re-ueeupicd by the Almo- 
ravids ; and after their downfall, by the Almohads, until Ki^g 
Jayme of Angon, at last, alter the greateet exertioaa ia 
1238, expelled the Moorx. Great doubts have been raised 
by modern historians about this early eouiiueat of Valencia, 
and the kingdom of Roderigo Diax, the Cid, and oven ahovt 
the existence of that ehivalroaa character himself; yet wa oiB, 
with eonfidenee, believe both in the OhriaUaa hero and ia hia 
rn(i(|ue.-it.<>, tliniigh these exercised but little influence on tho 
geography uf the middle ages, on account of their short da-

321. Origin, DEVELorucNT, amd Extent. We have de- 
scribed the eondltioB of Lower Italy at the beginning of 
eleventh eeatury (250, 970-72). Naple$, AmaJfi, and Gaeta, 

were, like Vi iiii i', i:;(l< pendent maritime republics ; t! .' Lom- 
bard princes nf li' iirK iifo, Cnpun, and •Sa/rr/io, recogniaod 
auainally the sovereignty of the Byzantine emperors, who Still 
poaaeased the Italian provinces of JfiUia and CalaMa. Henrj 
II. attempted to restore the Oertnan inllnenee; in 1021, he 
marclii '1 iiitn Lower Italy, drove the Hn-'/l.-i ea'-ilv lin k td tho 
most extreme points of their possessions, conquered lieoevento, 
Salerno, aad Naples, and was daring the passage every wlmo 
greeted as sovereign. But this was the last expedition of the 
Germans. On their retreat beyond the Alps, the Bycantine 
aitu/mns or governors reoccnpicd the lo.nt provinces, and began 
to attack the Arab eroin in 8ioily, while Saraeen jHratea do- 
vaalstedtheeoestaofltaljk Afbwyaaraaariier.ia 1016, ahead 
of forty Noriiijxii itilgrinis, n-ttirning from the Holy Land, had 
offered their xervicea to the I'rinec Uuaimar, of tiaieruo, and 
had bravely defeated a numerous boat of SanMns, who were 
then belesguering hIa oity. The Nonaaa* returned to their 
oonntty; bat when an Itidian embaaay later arrived la Nor> 
mandy, and made them brilliant offers on the part of the 
Salemian prince, a band of youthful warriors accepted the 
invitation, passed into Italy, and took service in bis army. 
Their number soon increased to several thooMuidB; oad 
being disgusted with }be meroenary warfare at tba small 
iiitriL.'.;iiik' I'luirt of Salerno, tbey coiieluJed an alliance with a 
di.stiiiguishad Greek chief Melo, an itxilu from Bari, in Apulia, 
whom they aaaisted ia bis fend agaisst the Byssntine £m- 
piro."* Bmt the Nninati% heiag attaoked by the superior

Ar/uiiium I'litii/i, Cdjiuii. Sm-ii. and it /•<(/, or Avcr»ii 
(Atella), called la Normanna, tbe first stronghold of tbe 
Northmen, near Capna. 2. Doeby of Nt^tt, with Sorrrttto^ 
Xiipfrs, and Amalfi. These brilliant repobliea (270) opened 
their gates to the Norman duke, who treated them well, and let 
them enjoy their cnnimercc and industry ; later, however, when 
by tbe younger brothera, Boger, Malger, and Godfrey, of the i tbey renonnood their allegiance to Aobert, tliey were reci^ 
m>bl« Haaterine Ikmlly, wbeae heavy swerda soon droro thoj tond, and their pre o p e t ity doatnyod fbr «mr. Salimo 
GrcL'k.-! out of Italy. ::im! rxfitidcil tliiir dominion over the 
whole of Apulia alTd C:ilaliriii. The victurious Normans then 
divided tbo territoric* among tbem«elvca, and fortified every 
hoigbt and defile with impregnable castlee, firom wboae towera 
the Mood-red banner of tbe North wared in proud defiance 

of Grt'i'k ii!ip( T'TH :unl I'niiiisb popi'S, I'oIh rt (lulscrird,"' 
however, was the soul of tbut great enterprise : Le wai* tbe 
hero of tbe age, the atranfMi warrior among tbo strong, who, 
in hia lieavy pano^y, apnmg np from hie fidlen steed, and 
wielded with equal dexterity his broadsword in bis right baud 
a::'J liis lance in tbe left Mr ( arrii 'I bi« arms and bis p\i>r\ 
across tbe Ionian Sea to Greece, whcro Lis fair enomy, Anna 
CnuMBs, the pwpIeHdad prinaeia and Mrtorian, m apite of 
her aqger and terror, expressed the admiration with which 
Bobert Guiscard inspired her.'" The Normans bad become 
tbe terror of all Italy. Pope Leo IX., with a large army, 
marched t^aisst them; but found himself auddenly aunrouad- 
«d at CMuUa. The key-«oldi«ra of S^t Peter wore totally 

routi'il ; tlip [Mijio was taken ]iri,<i>uer. but lionorably treat* il 
by Ilolx-rt (jui.-icard, who received the broad and beautiful 
lands of southern Italy as a fief of tbe Holy See of Rome, and 
heoame afterwarda tbe ataamcbeat defender of tho popes against 
the German emperors. Robert, as Dake of Apulia, then sent 



the last Lombard city which surrendered to tbe Normans, in 
1077.

Mi- 
lan, Pavia, Lodi, ('omo. and the other populous and wealthy 
oitifls of Lonbardjr, had already begun, in 1056) to oonstitutc 
I u independent repnblioe, with their oonralar gov 
city banners, and militia. Vi^\ and Gknoa, long 
riTals in comiuercial entcrprii>e and military prowess, succeeded 
in driTing the Saracens from SardtHia, in 1009. The; di- 
vided the island between their rcpublies, and governed it by 
judges The Sardinian judicatures were : 1, GaJlura, in the 
northeast; 2, Twrrcj, northwest ; 3, yl/iorrtj, Houthwcst ; and, 
4, Calari* (Cagliari), aontbeftst But aooa diaaenaiona aud 
nolent fends braakiDf oat between their fendntories, the PiMina 
gaini'il the upper hand, and oxpt'llnl tlio (Iiinnosp frnni tlie 
greati r fuirt of the island ; tlin lattor cduUI only su.<<tain theui- 
rcItos in the iMjuthern ('rijir/iViri. and in SiiH Boitifatio 00 the 
ialand of Cartica. This island the Piaaua likewise obtsiaed in 
1092, ass flef of the papal tee of Kone. Both these strong 
and flourishing dt mrH racirs took tlirncrfnrtli tho nio^t active 
and lucrative part iu tho earlier erusAdcH, until, in the twelfth 
oantaiy, their mercnntile envy sad bitter hatred prodnoed that 
maritime war, which, after the naval battle itesr Helloris, off 
the coast of Leghorn, in 1282, terminated with the destmction 
nf the Pisan fleet aud commerce, and the downfall of that re- 
public. — Vkmicb had, in the mean time, extended her conqaesta 
alonf the Istrisa and Dahnstian eoaals (378). She oeeapied 
tlm .'-triinp cities of Zarti, Srbrinco, Trnu. and SpaJnfio, to- 
getlu r nitli the ixlaudit Opsitra, Ptigo, Chcrso, Grossa^ Arln\ 
Urazza, Lissii, Lesina, and Citrzo/a. At home the rivalry 
of the proud fiunilies, Monsiiu and Caloprini, retarded the de- 
Tdopment of the repablic during the greater part of the elev- 
enth century. Venice, foariiijr tin- aniViitions ■ f Ri lu rt 
Gniacard against the Byzantiuu empire, formed alliance with 
Aleiins Comneuuii, and defeated Aa NoroMB loot off Corfu ;

from the disastrous passage of Peter the Hermit, and tbe irst 
CToaaders, in 1096, that armed Bulgarian bands occupied the 
forest lands — Sifva Bulsnrorum — from the Danube, along 

the Murava to .Viti.i.s.v.v ami Str/nitza, or Triuditza (now 
Sofia), at the base of Mount llsmna, where thousands of pil. 
grims parishad by Uie arrows of that fleree people. It was 

only at the latter plaee that aml';i<'S;iiliir!t of tho Kmperor 
Alexius Comncnus appeared, who led tlie perishing crusaders 
safely through the mountain passeg toward Adrianople and the 
capital. SsBvu (Serblia), too, bad thrown off the yoke under

tinople (°i'-2G, -iiVi), the Cutalnnians and Almugavars of tbe 
tbirteentb oeuturjr, and the stiU more celebrated ItaiioH Con" 
dauitri of tbe finntoentb and flfleenfh. The serviee of these 

Tnrkish liirelinp^, r^i r n rnly f >r fij.'bttng, wu8 eugerly sonjfbt 
by tbe jictty dyna-stie.f in Khurasan and Zabiiliritari, in llieir 
warK the one against the other; gradually, the Turks bi-cuine 
SO formidable, that the nephew ^f Seldjuk, Togbrul-Bei was 
pmlained saltan bjrbbwarrion in 1037. Portime smflcd on 
his inVdii.'" IIo overthrew the GlKisimviil ilyim^lN in Kho- 
rasan (^Zri), and eitendril hi.i TOni|iio.'.t.^ tlunnj^liout Persia, 
from the Oxua to the Tigris The Aba>!'id ('alij.h, Abdal- 

lab y. Kain-Beamrillsh, a captive In the hands of bia pow- 
•HU sain, tbe Bnids (277), eafled Toghrol-BeT and hii> 
Tuka to Bagdad, and made him euiir-al-omrah, in 10>ut. 
Tbe MV dignity, the impetnouH bravery, and ezoclleut tactics 
of tbe Tnildsb sultans, made them irresistible. A1p-Ars1«n 
and his son Malok Shah, Djflal ctl Din and Djelaled-Daula 
(the Glory of Faith and Power), followed up the victories of 
tbeir great ancestor; all the laiidi we«t of the Euphrates, Ar- 
menia, Syria, and Asia Minor, bowed beneath the sabre of the 
SeMjuks. Bat, after tbe death of the great Malek-8hab, in 
1062, tbe innieDSe empire of the Turks fell to pieces, ami 
formed already a number of iudepeiidcut Sultanates on the 
Irst appsanutee of the craaaden la Asia in 1097. 

XX. Sblhiiokuii SvLTAMAn or KVH. 

327. Extent and Cities. — The Sultanatf cj' Rum (Rum- 
ili), or Icontum, consisted of provinces which were conquered 
from the Roman* (Greeks) by Sultan Suleiman, the nephew 
of Halek-Shah, in 1074. It was tbe most extensive and pow- 
erfbl of tbe Seldjukid Bultanates, and embiaeed tho ISirlile 
lands between Armi iii:i, iipi'i r Euphrates, the Tnnrns, Ci- 
lioia, CappadiK-ia, Iwiuria, I'hrygia, tho suuthcm partM of I'on- 
tosasd Paphlagonia, Galatia, Pamphylia, Lycia, with (be cities 
of Nicam and DorylsBum, in Bithynia. icontum (Koniab}, in 
the open Lyeaonian pUin, was tbe early capital of tbe snltans. 
They soon, however, rcni'ivi d tlirir ri"iiil.'iici:' to Xir y.x. on the 
Askaniau lake, wbidt became the m-chc of the 6rtit great event 
(if the crusades. That strongly fortified city was closely 
besieged by 500,000 crusaders from Hay 5tb to June IMHb, 
1097, when, after tbe dafiMt of Sultan KilldJ Ardan before its 
gates, it surrendered to Alexius Coinnenus, and li^'mnir a sec 
ond time the bulwark of the Asiatic possessions of tho Bysan- 
tina empiia Jtiigardm, a amaO town, tvailm ndlaa from

coast of Kil'itus, whence ibcy were i«liip[>< d kirk to Cimstanti- 
nople. The Turks afterwards used tlie bones of the aloin to 
I fence tbcir vineyards in the environs. Dorylmtm—itafvKaim 
—in tbe beantifbl valley of Gorgnni, at tbe base of Mount 
DagoKtenon. in Phrygia, i>n the rivi r Thynibrcs, a tributary 
of tho Sangarios (".iOI), became the iMittie field of the greatest 
i-av airy combat (rf modern history. Sultan Kilidj Arslau, of 
leoninn, more provoked than dismayed by tbe lorn of bis eap- 
jttal Ntea», bad assembled a still larger army, and was bover- 

■ iiL' iin till' flanks of the advancing erii-u Jii^ ; and ho 
learned that they had separated into two bodies, whii<' rr"i-sing 
tbe bills of BagAatenon, ho tamodiatdy resolved to strike a 
blow, and advanced rapidly with 150,000 horsemen, without a 
single foot-soldier, on tbe 1st of July, 1097. It was still in 
tbe gray of the luorning, wben the Norman .scouts, outside the 
camp of Bohemttud, at DorjlsBom, were startled by a rooking 
of the ground, like an oartbquake; and aoon tbe tnapBng , Oo 

neighing, and clatterb(g of advn'ii ini: lior.se, announced tho ap- 
proach of the Mosleuin, liobemuud immediately ordered all 
the carriages to drive up in sqmro, on the banks of the Thym- 
bres, as a protootion for the wobmb and si A jnlgrimi, whilo 
Robert Curtboao of Nonnandy, formed on tho left wing. Tan* 
i rrd '111 the right, and Bobemuud himself, with the Italo- 
Norniau chivalry, covered tbe rear. Yet, before tliese dispo- 
sitions were executed, the Turkii^h masses already threw 
themselves across the river, and tbe terrific battle began. Tho 
Christian kuiglit:!, in tbeir heavy panoply, and unaoquaiBted 
with ca.-fi rii \>.irt.ir<'. ihar^.nl f ill ^Mll"p, with coached laneea, 
into the midst of tho Turkiuaus, who turned bridle to alloro 
them on, whib olher squadrons advanced to attack tbem b 
the flanks. Thus, Tancred, having lost his steedt *M M** 
rounded on all sides, and in imminent danger, until BobemOBd 
burst forward and saved him ; yet. ovcrjiowcred b\ U'.ind i rii. 
and having lost their horses by the arrows of tho infidels, the 
Cbristmns were ffmed baek across tbo rivor with aavwo loot. 
This W3.1 the first great .stmpclc of tbe onsadea; here, al 
Dorylmuui, the Christians were taught to change their con- 
tempt for the uuwarlike nations of A.«ia into nilniiration at the 
higher tactics and the impetuous valor of the Mussulmans. 
Rapidly extending tbcir deeply ranged squadrons in the form 
of an immense .scmicirch-. the Turks instantly I'ulflnnked the 
crusaders, and, sending in volley after volley of urruw.s, they 
brought them down by hundreds. The Normans, in their 
rage, attempted to spwr forward, bat tbe Turka wheeled around 
them under continual Charges. Tbo foveas of tho Ohrlo 
tians beei»me exhausted; bcrse and foot niin^rh d in frightful 
ilisorder, and began to sack refuge among tho carriages ; their 
total defeat soemod already at hand, when Godfrey of Bouillon 
and Raymond of Toulnuae appeared on the southern bills at 
the bead of .10,000 horse. Godfrey, entirely nnaciuaiuted 
with the danger of the Normans, had continued his march 
south, toward the Phrygian city of Antioeb, when some Nor- 
man knights, spurring after him, auunnoed the daqgor of 
Bohemund. Oodfr. v inmedhtdj ordsving his inbntiy to 
encamp, hurried baek with the Treneh and Oerman cbivaliy. 
On his appearance, the Turkish trumpets and kittl.' drnnM 
sounded tbe retreat^ and their wild maasos reorossed the river, 
but formed again on the brow of Moont Dagistenon. With 
incredible cnthuclasin, tin' Normans ii .w advanced on tho 
right; the fine old Uaynioud of Toulouse look the centre 
with hi," -Provensals ; Godfrey and bis brothers, Baldwin and 
Eostaoho, tbe loft, with the Germans; and thna doaeiy massed, 
80,000 Christian knigbu, with waving bannori, oonshad lances. 
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and the cheering shout,, " God willcth U" — " Dieu U veui'' — 1 
mibad Umndering along to tha dMuive charge. Tho Tnrkii, 
on th«ir panting and jadad honn, iridi «mpty quiTen, still 
rt'Sitlve to regain the victory with tlir cJpi- of thf sciiTict:>r 
But, Bt the first onset of tho cninader!*, thc^' are borne down 
and thrown Into irrpcnvi r.iblc i-unfugion; and wlwili at last, 
the b»Ta fiiahop Aditmar of Fnjr, with tha rear-goard, by a 
eirenitom roote, suddenly falls on their flanks, they are ror- 
ri'Uiiili'il anJ totally ilcffjitcil. The jjur.-mit imw liccime ter- 
rific; for six miles the Chrigtinn gword and lancv ragud among 
their hNkw aiil fljii^ horse ; the MoKlcmin spurred away for 
their lives, dispersing over the Phrygian plains, and disappear- 
ing, at last, behind the mountadns of Angora. Fonr thousand 
emirs and Bhciks, and twcaty thousand Turkman troojior.-', 
oorered the field ; their camp, their herds of horses and cam- 
els, end aa bnmsBse booty, Ml into the haods of the vlolofioiu 
cru-iadcrs. Asia Minnr was won at nno Wow; thn road to 
Syria lay opi>n ; and the Chriiitiau sword had huuiblcd the 
pride nf the- proudest prince of Islam. — PkUamuUon ( Aksher), 
in the Pisidian plsio, on the nwd to looniaai, vbere the Dan- 
ish prlnoe 8wend, with Ma brite Tlorins of Bnrgondy, and 
two thousand Danish ii;id Norwi'^'km knights, were surrounded 
by the Turkish Hultau of Iconium, and afier the mnst Imroical 
defence, cut down to a man, in October, 1097, during the xiogo 
of Antioch, by the main army of the crnsadcrs.'" Tarsut (2G6), 
on the CydmiH. in Oilieia, a thriving city at that time, mostly 
iiihiiliilnl hy C!;ri'<tian8, Greeks. Ariiiri.i:i: n.j<.u]j!i-il witlj 
commerce and agriculture. Hero the retainers of Taucrcd, the 
Norman, and of Bsldwfai, tho hsnghty brother of Godfrey of 
Bouillon, began an open war aliout the possession of the city, 
in which many lives were lost, and the dispute not settled 
without some difficulty Cilieia furnied afterwards a small in- 
dependent Arraeniaa kingdom under ita own dynasty of ki^gs,

This Turkman tribe 
was more ssngo than the Seldjnks ; they angmented the op

The Seld- 
jukid Bultans did not learn prudence from the example of the 
caliphs ; they likewise intrusted their slaves or officers, and 
prioe^al^ their teaohera and guardians — ^the Atabeln, or 
fathera of the prineea — with eztenaivc powers, and the govera- 
nieiit of entire provinces. Thus, several dyiiu-tties am.-ie in 
LaristaUfFarsisian, and Irak, which contributed to the total 
disBoUitfan of the Seldjukian empire; eivtl war raged thrtnigb- 
out the country ; the fields were desolated ; famine and mis- 
ery prevailed ; the cities became abandoned by their inhabit- 
anta, who took up anus, or fled to the mountains for protection, 
while tha wild beasts roamed through tho land in search of 
I««7.

shrewdly discnvered that the religious enthusiasm of the Frank 
crusaders eould only bi- vanquished by his eseitillg • ainiiiar 
fanaticism among the Moslemin. After the conquest of Edessa, 
in 1 144, 1m was slabbed by a domestic slave, and bia dynasty 
\v:iH then divided into difli-rcul line^. The most important aroae 
in llslcp (Aleppo). There Zeogbi was succeeded by the great 
atabeliMobaaned N«Br-ed-]>in(ll45-n74),whoaep«aiaa filled 
the East, and still re-echoes in the rhronioles of the finiiBilaia.

the attacks of the Christian*, captured several of their most re- 
nowned heroes, and laid, by his expedition to Egypt at the re- 
quest of the caliph, Mohammed Moktasi Beamrillah, in Bag- 
dad, the fbnndation of a large umpire, when death suddenly 
eulli il liim nfP, ill 1I7L''' geiier.il, ."^hirkuh, the Kurd, 

and the cuuniu of Nour-ed-Din, Sakh-ed-Diu (Saladin), over- 
turned the Fatimid dynasty, and latter, after die eonqveat 
of Egypt, dispnsse.'sed the sniif nf Nour-ed Din, and founded, in 
1181, the powerful Kjubid dynasty, which proved so fatal to 
the Christian kingdom of Jerusalem. The other smaller linea 
of Nonr-cd-Diu, in Mesopotamia (1 149), remained in obaenrtlgr, 
and periehed beneath tbe sword of the Hongola.

— I iiilt by the e.ili].!i f)m:ir, in i',:;-, un the site of the 
aucieut Jewish temple, wa^ eonvertt^ by the crusaders into a 
mugnificcDt Christian church in 1099, and rie^y endowed with 
chapters of canons, territories, and all the immunities of the 
cathedrals in Western Europe. Farther south, on the Temple 
area, stood the large and beautiful Church of Saiut Mary, 
erected by tho Emperor Justinian I. in the sixth oentuiy, 
which by the Saracens bad been eooverlad into tbe highly re- 
vered moeqtie r'/.l^w? (/. r.. the distant from Merea). During 
the Christian rule the«e buildiugs were ocenpied bj- the 
kings of Jerusnlem, aud called the Royal Palace, or the Trmjile 
of HalomoH. Baldwin IL assigned tlie part of it lyiqg toward 
the city as a convent for the new order of religions knights, 
who, at thai time, by their extraordinary bravt rv, b< can to 
eicite the admiration of the world. It was from this building 
that these monk-warriors took their name, Fiotres mUUitt 
nmpti, or Kaighta Templars. There, on the great platform 
of Ifouot Moridi, the modest brethren in Christ established 
their convent, their armory, and stables for a thousand horses; 
and from thence they sallied forth to gain not only laurels or 
martyrdom (iram the iuldels, bat that poUtleal and material 
influence which, in a few years, raised the Knij^hts of the Tem- 
ple ta one of the most powerful and wealthy ttrders in Eiyope. 
Yet, after their defeat at A'k/ i/« rl-Ifailin, and the surrender 
of Jerusalem in 1 187, the Sultan and his Mamlukea re-entered 
the Hinam, or sacred inclosure, irith ponp and rejoidnga, 
purified ihi' saiK (ttriri' v with ] r( riou.s ro.se wafer from Dnmas- 
eus, raised with triumph the ereseeut aud emblems of the Mo- 
hammedan faith, and destroyed the Christian palaces and con-^ 
vents so effecttmlly, that nothing at the present day appsan 
on tbe extensive area of tho Temple save the ancient Saraeenie 
mii--Hii('< and ehajiels witli tlieir portieof<, tanks, aud >urroniid- 
iug urniige aud cypress groves.

The environs of Jeroaalem present likewise some me- 
morials of the crusaders. .\t Belhania, on the eastcni slope 
of Mount Olivat, a nassy old tower near the sepulchral vault 
of Saint Laairaa ■oama to have belonged to the convent of 
Blaek Nans of Saint Benedict, built a.-d. I ISS by King Fnleo 
at the reijuest of his uneen, Meli-'sriiilii. t' r !n r sisti r, llic 
princess Iveta, and of which the latter became abbess. At 
d-BitA, north of Jemaalem, on the road to Nabnlus, stand 
(ho ruins of a fine Latin ehureb that belonged to tbe Knights 
Templars. At Kolomith, on the route to Yafa and tbe sea- 
roast is a well preserved Christian ohnreb, now used as a stable 
for the horses of the robberchief Abn-Oosb, who there ransoms 
the passing pilgrims. lAfdtla (Diospolia), on the pMn of 
Sharon, with the gigantic ruins nf the Church nf Saint (ieorge, 
which was destroyed by Halah-cd-Din, iu a. d. 1 ItM, on the ap- 
proach of King Richard the Lion-Hearted and the crusading 
army. On the east of Jerusalem, the tower at Jeridio in the 
valley of Jordan, c«lled by the pilgrims tbe Aowss Zae^tm*, 

a structure nf that time, having been erected for the jinv- 
lectiott of iho rich fiulds, palm-groves, and gardens, which were 
urigated bj tha phntilU apriivor VMm—Aim-eB-Sullm— 
tiear Jericho, The valley of the Jordan, like the environs of 
Tyro and Tripolis, were in the times of the crusaders jdanted 
with the migar canc; and near the ruins of Jericho .in' .-itill 
seen extenaive aqueducts and porticos with pointed arches, 
supposed to have been sogarinilla of the Saracens. Tbe many 
magnificent convents mcntinueil by early pilL'tiiii* having 
been situated on the banks of the Jordan, present imw nothing 
but ruins and heaps of rubbish. East of Bethlehem lies tbe 
bi|^ conical hill, called the Mount of the F^ankM (tbe ancient 
Herodion), where, according to tradition, the Christian knights 
still defSendcd thcmtclves several years after the loi«» of Acre, 
and at laat succeeded in cutting their way with the sword to 
tbaflooBt 

341 Tlie frontiers being cxpn.'ied to the continual inrur- 
t'xmi" of the .Saracen light-horse, the crusaders look care to 
erect strong castles at convenient places on the border, which 
were garrisoned by tbe hmTOit knigbta of the two military 
orders; thus, tbe aoatbwesteni frontier toward Egypt and 
the grerit desert Kt-Tih, was protected by the ra<tle ■ f dtizii, 
the border-town which wa.'? held by the Knight.H Templars in 
i 152-1 187, when it fell, after the bravest defence.

Mmua, and the still stronger Ktralt (Krak), on tlie eastern

The niving expeditions 
of the laithless Rejnald, Lord of Kerak, against the Mohsm- 
audan pilgrims — hadjUs — during the tmee, in 1186^ gave a 
pretext to Salah-ed-Din, to invade Palestine and reeonquer 
JcruRalem the following year."* Ynfn (Joppo), on the coas* 
west of Jenualem, sorrooaded bjr magniiioent orai^-gardens, 
was the kadiiig-piaea and emporinm of the enssders and 
thshr Italian auxilinrie!<, thr Vi'm-)ian'<.

The seigniories of Mirabel and IMtn, and (he caNtlea of

his great aiitagnnisl, Salah-ed-Din and his Mamluke^. Aju/nn, 
an Mount Ephraim, in the interior, from which Richard mourn-

power of Satabad-nin and tlie treachery of hi.t French auxilia- 
ries did not pennit liim to appniacli.

348. OomrmmoN ov tbc KtsranoM or JsktrsALWi. In 

the n.>-s<'MiMy Iff tlic (.Teat feudatories held by King Godfrey at 
Jcruiialeni, in .January, 1 100, the constitution of the new king- 
dom was laid down in the code, or as it was called, the Assize 
of JiarMM/cat, ana of tho moatpreeiousdoennuDtsof the feudal 
legialation «>f tbt middle ages. The knights and other craaa- 
ders who liaJ taken posRp.'Oiinn of .*'vriii, wiTe nativ, nf the 
moat diifereut countries of Europe: — of France, Italy, England, 
and Lorraine. None of tium Mold ofaum his nati?a lawa as 
the groundwork for the new oonstitntion of tho eonqnerad 
lauda : it wss therefore to be eatablisbed according to the gen- 
eral leading principles of the feudal ayiitem in Europe and to 
the uigeut necessity of tho moment Thus, the eonponeot 
political bodiea in Jerusalem oonsisted of tbo feudal nobility, 
the hierarchy, and the ei<rpor:itii>n<i of tbo froo bnrgcf^ses, 
not yet rccogikited iu Europe as a third ciitate. The firat two 
were then engaged ia a fiaroe oonteit of life and death, while 
the latter had just spruqg into aitstenoe at the ezpeoso of the 
former dnrbg tbrir struggle. From tbe combination of these 
beteropi'iicoii-' cli>nien(s tlieii. aroi^e the kitiL'dom of Ji-ruMilem. 
that idcAl iiiediicval btate, tbe very caricature of a political 
organization of the eleventh century, in which we find on the 
one hand the most sospieioua raslrieiion of royal power, and 
on the other all the abuses of feudal indepeDdence. Jemsa- 
lem, a4-cording t<> the -Vssil^ waS an indivisible kingdom, hered 
itary in the male aud femalo Imas. When extinct, the election 
of tbe successor to tho erown bdooged to the htgb deigy aad 
tbe barons. Tho Uag iras erowaod by tho Patriarch of Jeru- 
salem , and was obliged to swear to tbe constitntioii. The crown 
land.H formed oidy a .••ingle barony tor the support of tho king, 
who was thus doomed to remain tbe poorest moaareh in Chris- 
tendom. Tho great ptiaoipalities of Bdeasa, Antioob, and later 
of Tripi'li'' likcwi-io. were cniiHidcrcd iiJ baronicji, and their 
princ.'Iy owiicr.t fornicd the first secular estate of tlie kingdom, 
their va&sab the second, and their rear-vassalii or valvasours 
tbc third. Yet not only tbe tbrno princes, but all tho barona 
and the prelates enjoyed (he regalia : the right of coinage, snd of 
feudal warfaii t!uy presided in tlicir own frudal crmriM over 
tlieir vi)S««l!t, III (he xamc manner a8 the king in \m ^lupreuie 



6at| and is ilividcil by a dicji dell, fniui which a wild tiirreiil, 
feaming and chafing. truvcr.-ic,< the city in its breadth, and flow.-* 
into tbc Orontes.

These double rangea of fortiAeations were nxty feet high, and 
inclosed the entire city ; on the north they were washed by the 
Oronlea. A fortified stone bridge eroesed tbc river, on which 
the hardest battles between Chiistiana aad Saraeens were 
feughL The fermer bult tho eastlo Jfaregard on the east, tbe 
Bridge Ciisllr on the ia>rth, and the Tancrrtl's Cttst/c on the 
west, to eut-ofl: the e<ininiunieatiou with Damascus and lialcp. 
By the treachery of Emir Feir (Phlrous), an Armenian cnirasa. 
maker, a tower called tJte SitUnf on the west aids^ was aurren* 
dered to Bobemnnd, who, with bis daring Normans sealed tbe 
wall.H on the uighl of June 1st, lO'.i^. aii l tliii'* savod the arniv 
of tbe cnmdera, The great battle with Korb*^ of Moosoul 
waa feu^t twenty days latar on tha plain north of the city, 
and terminated with the total defeat of tho Mo»lemia. The 
principality of Autioch waa Bueccnaively ruled by nine prineesof 
the fuliitly of Btihciuund: it Wat temporarily in tho hands of the 
Greek emperors, bat wss captured after a aangninaiy aiega, ia 
1968, by the Mamlnka Sultaa, Bifaars I. Bendoedar, who drove 
the Chri.'ttiann down to the sea-coast, and ciremnscrilx'd tlicir 
dominion to Acre, Tyre, Beirut, aud Tripolia. Tho fierce 
Klainluke did not stop with the alanghter or captivify of one 
hundred thousand Christians; he ordered the demolition of 
Antioeb, which wss exeeuted with wanton cruelty. ThuN, the 
huge mashi s of ruiisr d walls crowning tho iiiouiitain tops, debris 
of churches and palaces here aitd tbure looking out from the 
vinsyarda aad olivo-grovos, and a miserablo Turkish village on 
the Orontcs, are the only relies of the once celebrated An- 
tioeh.'" Sc/rucia (Sowaida), at the mouth the Oronles, and 
Scntifirroon (.Vlexandrctta), northward f>n the coant, and M>pa 
rated from Antioch by tbo celebrated defile, Balan Bogkas, 
ware considered as the ports of the capital tmdieaa (Lata- 
kieh) and GiJuila {(iibi'l). -nnih, on the e,,a.>t ; t!.e fiirnier was 
for a length of time occupied by tbo Ureeks. Duluk, AiiUab, 
Jt m uuU, and iXewstr, wan fertiflad loma fa tha intaiior.

Thi-rc was a high court — /i/rufi- n/iii -in wliicli the kin j -^.it 
M presidiint over the great vusiiab, and another for the burgL'»' 
am flwir det target. Tbe mcmben of the first were knights 
^nd the jurymen of the latter reepectablc citif ens. For the 
OKttre SyrioMS there existed a Syrian tribunal, and the cities 
eqjOiyad CxtenxiTC privilege.^ ; but they remained ninntl}' in the 
pniilMinn of the republic* of Piaa, Amalfi, Genoa, and Venioe, 
who ohianwd entire qoarten in the nufitine town, whore 
thij built towers and fortificil li.iziuirs under their proper laws 
aid guardiana. Alt thcMU mml cluii tnercliant^ ofleu thwarted 
«r finiglit irith one anuther, nud cunstantly eonfounded piraey 
«ad flommrco. The finidal military Mrnoe imder the mown 
waa rendered by six hundred and insty-etx knights and two 
hundriii kni^'ljis innii r the hariiirr of Tii| nils and AntitM-h. 
Each knight waa attended by four niounttsd aquirea io light 
armatore, tliva fimiiing an amy <rf tliree thouand tm him- 

dred lances. The citicc aad chureho- supplied Gvc thnuwind 
aergeanta or archer:* on foot; the commercial vorporattou» of 
PIm, OeiMM| and Venice some five hundnd more ; and iu this 
uaniMr the regular militia of Paleatina ■moanted to ten thou- 
■ad troops; though thia mraiberoould he doubled in eases of 
great danger After having reprc'scJ the arrngance of the 
prieathood, Godfrey fwon regulated the ecclesiastical affairs. 
Tbe canonic law waa introduced, and the entire eonquersd ter> 
ritory divided into dioccaea with aiiffragan churebea, numerons 
monasteries, eooTsnts, and pioui bntilates, all dependent on 
the Pfetrindh of JseuahK 

The oruaders b Palaaliae attenptod to aografi their own 

fantastical system on a soil where it never ronld grow ; nay, 
they carried it to the highest pitch of exaggeration by the in- 
stitution of religious orders of military monks ; but they failed, 
and, enlightened by tlie eiperieaoe of two eantuiies, tiieir de- 
seendants gave up at last the vani eonleet, and brought more 
correct and enlightened views and ideas back to Euru[ c. v, !i, i , 
a new period of political and religions cmancipatiou began to 
dawn. The first oomfnaat and ookmisation of Syria hf the 
Latins had a brilliant appearance ; but in apito of an extraor- 
dinary display of religious entbnaiasm and military bravery, 
the new kingdom did not prosper ; it suffered from an innate 
debility—* gangren e at iU very birth. That long and nar- 
row strip of eoest, with baneB mountains bterspersed with 
ari<l clcicrti or f(Tti!(> plains, then almrnt entirely dera-Htated 
and depopulated by war and famine, had become occupied by 
• nunber of proud, ignorant warriors, whoae whole attention 
was dmwn off to the deCniioe of the eeatlee whirh tin y built for 
tbe saenrity of their oonquest; they were all cnj<iu1>. tluy do 
fled obedience, and could unlj be rcdunc-il Iiy tlic f^wiini; the 
fvebtos were as warlike, and often more haughty and quarnd- 
aoue than the kni^ts themselves ; they peopled monasteries 
mi eamnta with thousands of monks and nnns. While thus 
sesular and oeelesiastical bigots formed tbe mling claascs, the 
native SyriiiiiH and Greeks were oppre.'MNi ; their landu were 
occupied by the cbivalroua aristoeraU, and they were stripped 
of Aair eemmsraial piett hf tbe Taoetian and Genoeae repnb- 
lieans. What wonder, then, that they -fonn bi^ca^tn:' horttilc tn 
their Latin masters and renewed their relatinn.s to the Greek 
emperors, and even to the Mobanunadans themselves Jiut 
the yoin^ aad rising generation, epmi^c forth hoa the union 



of the old eruMidcr-i with the native women of Syria — would 
not tbey contribute to the prosperity of their mother country 7 
Oh no I Instwid of inheriting the manly virtues of their fathers, 
they only oombinad the vioca of the West with tlie canning, the 
luxury, and selfishness of the East. They were the most oon- 
lemptiblu race on the fare of the ejirth. They were with scorn 
sailed Pmiiani (young mules), and they themselves, by their 
arroganoe, tieaehery, aad eowardiee, ware the ndn eanse ef 

the earlv <leeliiH' av.d iiltimali' ilnwiifull nf the Christian settle- 
ineikt.s HI I'aic.itliie, by their thwarting all tbe uublu and gene- 
rous effiirtfi of tbe Muccecding crusaders, wbo in Tain ibed their 
blood for the salvation of Jerusalem.

9419, Bmtrr, DrKasry, *m OrrmL The territory of Ar- 
menia Minor (2.5), which later fornied the H\zaiitiri<' tbcniPB nf 
Lykondos and Seleukein, and part of that of Kappadukia (2&a), 
between the river Halym, the Pontian Mountains, the Enphrate^, 
Gommagena, and the Issisn Quit, beeaau^ laanid the close of 
the eleventh century, an independent state, whose kings, by 
the paMJige of the crusading urniies and by their friendly re- 
lations to tbe princes of Antiocb and Edesaa, were enabled to 
bant bade tbe atta^ of Oredts and Tnrka Leo II. took, in 
1099, the royal title. The principal strength of tbe state waa 
oonoentrcd in Cilicia : yet it seems that it extended northward 
to the Black Hea at certain periods.

InkaaofBgJP^) 'I*** occupied the country until it in the fifteenth 
century came under the dominion of the Ottoman Turin. The 
Armenians were a laborious and religions people, but unwar- 
I'.kc and intemperate ; they jio^sessed great ability in art.i and 
mechanics ; their embroidery and silk weaving were celebrated ; 
tliey reeogn is ed tlm anpremaoy of the Roman pope in tbe synod 
' at Si" ill !'i07. tlioiigh many nf the rcrcmonins in the .\rme- 
nian rluirch were considered as heretical by tli<- Uinnans. 
Their patriarch waa called Co^WiciM^ and wicl ln i n mighty 
influoooe. The Armenian pricets wen married, and distin- 
guished fbr thdr learning. Their literature is rich, though 

i-tiU unprintod. By the relation.i between tbe .Vniieiiians and 
the crusaders, the former soon adopted many European insti- 
tnttma. The court of the Armenian kings introdneed Pranltiah 
oostumee ud titlee, and » seneeohal {conn&aUe) commanded 
the army ; the noUas wwe called barons, and every hill of Ai^ 
mcnia was crowned wilb a ea-atle. Yet comuierce was their 
principal occupatim, ud tiieir ports were constantly visited by 
tbe mereaatile squadnw* «f Tai^ aad Oenea. 

M.\MisTn.\ (Mnp-tve-'f i:)) •>!! the river Pi/rnmits. yrn^ the 
capital. AiliiZH) hus (.\niivar/.a), higher uji on the .same river.

The kiugs istalilislml a particular orilcr i^f 
knighthood ih* Uteord. TLv court luu^ua|ro was Freucli ; 
the army oonaiatad of the feudal chivalry and soiu bodiea of 
light Albanian mercenaries. The natiTe inhabitaota arc a Cue 
race of men; the women are beantifiil, and by the vivacity uf 
their large dark eyes, Bcem to declare how faitbfiil ihcy siill 
are to the worahip of Venua. At tha time of the cruaade», 
ibe Oypriota wan wther, I, VraeniaB or Bkntbari (IXtMtpoc), 

who pairl half the income of their firlils. atul IVrpt-rii [rrtfrrtiMm], 
whu paid fifteen J'crpers (guid ByzaiiLs); and, Bcrf^ or I'a- 
rika (vo^MiiKot), who balMgad M property to their uiaster?. 
Agrionltare and aomnarM van flouriahing, but the latter 
moatly ni the banda of tbe rapaeiona Oenocfie, who, from their 
fortified jmrt, F,imogusla, on the eastern coa.'t, tyrannized 
both over llie king and the people. The island produced tlic 
fioeat fruits, tiabar, wool, 8ilk, cotton, oil, wine, ngu, grains, 
aaddar, haney, wax, corals, all aorta of niaerab, wpper, and 
oedlant salt Hyaeiniha, anemones, ranaBcuIuses, and tbe 
single and double nareigsuK, grow licre »itliiiiit culiivution;

Nicosia (Lcucosia), north of Mount Olympus, in the centre 
of the island, on a inagniticeiit site, was the capital and the 
seat of government ; many rnins still attest its former splen- 
dor. CoHttanlia (267), now' in nuna. timagutta aad 
Lamaea ware porta poascaacd by the Gtenoeao. Xamuio or 
Limasol (.\mathus), on the Mint!n rn coast, witli the strong 
castle Co/osso, belonged to tlie Order of the HoHpitai. On

351. Tm: Fuitrtu Crusaije, Cosqcest or Btzanticm. 
Duriug the brilliant reign of Calo-Johannes and Manuel Com- 
neni (1 1 18-1 180) the frontiers of the Greek Empire had agidn 
been extended to Mount lauraa and tba pbdna of Oappadocia, 
tbe Torks in Aaut Hioor aad fbe PelebeiKigea (254) on the 
Danube had been defeated, the Sicilian Normans beaten hack 
from Greece, and the Kmpirc strengthened. But the heart- 
laaa adventurer, Audrouicus Comnenus, who, after the most 
wondetfol vieiaaitBdea of fiwtane bad iwnng hiauelf from tbe 
priaoa on tbe throne, earned terrible reroIntloDs in tbe tete- 
riar, irilile the HulL-nriiins and Servians lif.kc tliuir chains and 
eooatitnted independent kiugdoma. The monster himself fell 
« yMm to tha popnUr iiiry in 1 195. Tha fiunity of the 
Angcli was raised to the throne, but banc was soon dethroned 
by his brother Alexins, while his eon, another Alexius, fled to 
Enrope and called to his aid the French and Venetian crusa- 
ding army, then preparing in Veniee Ibr a new expedition to 



act of partition as arranged by the joint oonaent of tbe Franlu 
and YaiBatiaBi. Bntthelr ignoranee of geography, and the re- 
sistance offered by the Greeks in Ania Minor, and hy the Wal- 
lachians and Albanians in Eurojie, threw innumerable difficul- 
ties in the way of the proposed distribution of the fiefs. Tbe 
emperor receiTed for his portion'only tbe city of CmOatOi- 
twpb, with 7%niea in Enrope, tbe opporite cout in Aj&t, and 
a few of (he islands, l^-rttn:/^, Stimolfiracr, T/iosos, Imhros, 
Tr»tiln%, ami LasIii^, while the Venetian republic and the bar- 
ons of Fiance were to share the rest under the auxerain^of 
the Empire. Every fcndatory had himself to find the meana 
of conquering the Grecian territory a.wignod to him. Thus, 
die tri i; y c niM only l«' I'Xecuted in part, a.« many barons were 
unable to put thcniselvea in possession of their portion. Tlie 
powerfnl nid erafty Tenetiana, however, began immediately to 
(Mreupy the islands ami to p-:r'')i.Tse entire ]iroviiiccs at the cheap- 
est cost. From the ilar-jui.-; IJoniface of Montfcrrat they pur- 
chased the island of Crete; they abandoned the niaxiniti of 
their snspioions goremmcnt, and permitted their noblea to fit 
ont expeditiona and make eonqneats among tbe Greek iaianda, 
wit!i the ^iiitr'e ohligatioti of remlerinp !i"magc to Saint Murk 
Thu.-t, withiu a few years, Venice formed a chain of factories, 
and castles on the islands along the coast from Dalniatia to the 
Hellespont and Boqihonu. But the Greek nation, though 
betrayed by their prinoee and borne down by the impetnons 
bravery of the fieri r i riisading adventurers of the West, soon 
recovered from their dismay. Theodore Laacaria maintained 
huaaelf at Bnua hi Bkhynia, and ixad the reaidenee of hie 
Greek empire at Nicaa. Alexis and David ronineni held 
Paplda/^onia and Ponlus, where they established the small 
hot vigorous state of 7\ehizond ; while Mich.iel .Vngelos lifted 
ilia braner in ArU as Greek Despot or Bnler of Spina and 
JStoKo. TboB, tnrronnded by enemies and weakened by the 
insubordination and open fends of it.s haughty feudatories, the 
Empire of Komania, without union, talent, or vitality, became 
the very caricature of feudality; like that of Jcrus,-(leni, 
snffning from its ori^ an infirmity and wretchedness wbksb 
eansed its early destraetion. The geographical division of the 
Empire, Imwever, becomes all ini(Kirtant fact in the history of 
the middle ages on account of the many independent statca 
which fbtmed themselTes in Ofoeoe and on the islands, of tiw 
rapid development of eastern commerce and colonisation by 
the Venetian and Genoese republics, and the formation of tlie 
Comnenian Empire of Trebiznnd, which, under tbe most ex- 
traordinary vioissitudea maintained ita independenoe, thooi^ 
bordering on Mongols and Tnrita, Ibr two ecalnries, and oni' 
lived even Ooaatauthnplo haiaalf.

In 
the East the Latin Empire extended along the coaat of the 
Helbapont, thrangji part of BHhjiu* to the river SaDgarioo, 
together with the islands Prokonnesos, Lesbos, Chios, Lcin- 
ncM, Skjro'S, and «cTcr»l smaller islands in the ^-Kjioau.

The 
cathedral of Santa Sophia, the noblest church in Christendom, 
narrowly oxcapcd the flaniea, but was strifipoil of all its rich 
onamenta by the aacril^iona bands of the crusaders.'" The 
Latin dergy, of eonrao, eagerly joined in plnndering relics 
from the altars, anil they niiuh' as little scruple in di -sccTaliiig 
Byzantine churchi s and nionasterie* as the uiobt Iii(-nli<iti!t 
among the warriors.

The family de la Boehc " held 
likewise Corinth and Aigos as tenures of the principality of 
the Morea.

— !inrl lits snereR'or (Jny de la Uoche obtained fr'^ni Snint 
Loui.H of France the ducal dignity in Iv!.^ t. In this period, 
towards the close of the thirteenth <'<iittiry, the Chronieles 
give va lively and interesting details of the flonriabing eondi- 
tioB of Athena and dnoet every part of Oreeee. The Latin 
Archbishop of ,\thens mini over fifteen suffragans, among 
whom were the Bishops of Thebes, Thrrmojtyla, and the 
islands of EtAoea, Jtgina, Keos, and iil yros. Latin charehes 
and conventa aroae, the rains and inscriptiaiis of which are 
Bltll extant. The Counts of SouJn (Salona) in Phocis, of 
Bothnitza in Locris, and the Lords of Kuboea. together with 
» thousand French herons and their vassals, followed the dncd 
baimer, while the Greek levies fhnmd the Ugfat-armed iafrtttry 
ur II nhrry ot the time. Tlie dokM nsidcd either at Athens 
or in the strong and beautiful castle of fiaint Oiner (Santo- 
uieri) at Thebe.s."* Their court vied in splendor with those 
of Western Knropc. At the mtgnificent tournaneata which 
the duke* fre<|iieiitly held In the plain of Athens or at Thebes, 

jiriiii I's. kiii^'lit- :\:A miiii-trel-' nut frutii tliu nni~t distant 
countries, Both the prelates and the respectable classes of 
the Greeks appeared at these festivals, and all were the gnaata 
of the liberal dtdccs. Many brave but indigent knights who 
eame to Athens to make their fortune, were hospitably received 
and tlieir scrvioe rewarded with military eommauds, estates, 
ojid the fair hand of some noble lady ; nay, the Duke Gay 
II, himaelf eondeaeended to reedve dw noeolade from flir 
Bonifiiee of Verona, a brave Italian knight at a tniirnanient 
near Tiiebes, Even tlie humble 8i|uires, minstrels and Jong- 
Iriiis were not foigotter,, mid it is curious to observe in the 
old rccorda the gifta and laigeaaea diatriboted among "let 
miHeUreKZ etjmgliitn " of the daed eonrt at Athens, Nn- 
BMsroos towers and eaatlea raae aU over the country ; many of 
ihem are alill aeen, and aonw even in so good a sute of preser- 
vation that they served the Giedm as strongholds in the late 
war of independence against the Ottomans. Such are, for 
instance, the castles of Erimoiatiro, Saroneia, Livadia, BoJo- 
nitsOf Palradkik, Lamia, and the kiger Ibatieaaae of One$,

European markets. The trade of Athen.i was conaiderable, 
and the condition of the Ontek snbjecta of the dukaa leas op- 
p row ed than at rabaequent periods. OiTiliiation had there 
prnrtratc'i drrpcr into thr sorial rplation.' tlian in other parts 
of Europe. Otho de la Koebo Bccured to the Greeks of Athens 
tU the (mvileges which they had enjoyed under the Byaantiuc 
gmmmMA, with nneh greater fiteedom from fiBsnrial ofiprea- 
■ion. The fSmdal eonqneroi a of Oreeee soon peroeived that it 
wa.s pri'.iflv fir their interejit to ns[«it tlir tcrni.i of the 
capitulations concluded with their Greek auhjecta, and to gain 
their good will. The grand feudatories fnrad in the Chunks 
useful allies in opposing the eiorUtant pretcnaions of their 
own immediate vassals and military followers, and in reatrun- 
ing the avarice of tlie Latin clergy, the ambition of tho pope, 
and the pretenaiona of the Emperor of Romania. Tbe peculiar 
eondiliao of the Oreak leaded proprietors taught th^ princee 
the neecMity of alleviating tho nnturnl srvrrity of the feudal 
■yatem and modifying the conteni]>t it im-iilrated for the indaa- 
trions and nnwarlike eb.iM S of nociety. The high value of 
MOM of the prodnctbns of Qreeoe, before. tho discovery of 
America and the route to Tndia by the Capo of Good Hope, 
placid t!i.' l;uiili'd |nr.prietiiis of .\ttlra and Hieiiti;i in receipt 
of considerable money-revenuei>. They were enabled to pay 
their dukaa an aaumnt of taxation which auuiy aonandia in 
Western Europe were unable to extract from numerous eitiea 
and burghs, wlio.se trade dejiended on slow and expenaive land- 
commuuicatinri!', and from cultivators without capital, 
raised little but grain and cattle. An alliance of intereat wa.^ 
thus Ibnned between the Pranhish princes and their Greek 
i^iiViji I !h : t!i(> taxes paid by the lattrr niiiplied their sovcrci].;!! 
with till uii ans of hiring more oliodicnt military followers than 
the array of the vatualu of the fief:!. It became consequently 
an object of importance to tbe Prankish barons in Greece to 
protect the natives as allodial proprietors, or, at least, as hold- 
ing their landx directly from the prince, on payment of u 
money-rent currcspoudiug to the amount of taxation they had 
previously paid to the Byxantine Empire, instead of diatributing 
the land among the invaders as military fiefs. Interest, there- 
fore, preserved to the flrcek proprietors the richest portions 
of the conquered territory iu the immediate vicinity of the 
toiwne; while the croaaders generally received the territorial 
domaine, for which they were bound to pay personal military 
.serviro, in the more distant vullrv? .ir.d n-tired districts :i t'm t 
which is still proved by the eii.stiiig divi.-.ions nf property and 
by the ruins of the feudal strongholds on the frontiers. Out 
of this state of tliingB there ean be no doubt timt a constant 
struggle arose between the dukes, who desired to extend their 

autluiritv aii'l iii'T- nsr tln'ir rtvi ::ui s — tlj<' Frankish nitlit;irs' 
vasBulK, who demanded the cuuipletu divinion of the whole 
conquered country, in order to increase the numbers and power 
«f thrirown cl sas and the Qieeks, who bbowd end intiigned 



I to defend their possessions and mmntain ^ espilnfaitions. To 

' the cTisfence of this struggle for a long period, without any 
party venturing openly to disregard the principles of justice 
and tbe force of pnhlio opinion, we must iu a great measure 
attribute the p w ap e w ns state of ▲thena and Thebes, tmder 
tbe goverament of the honw of de k Bodhe and tte hwig 
domtion of the I'nnkiih domination in AttiM."*

Peloponnesus or the Morea had, in the general partition of the 
empire (349), been assigned to Robert dc Champlitte, Count of 
Dijon in Burgundy, who, with the assistance of Geoffrey de Vil- 
lehsidoin and a large body of kn^ts and m«o^anns,soen took 
p osises i onof the greater partof the open cenntiy. Fivethouaand 
Greeks, con.si.sting of the armed eititeiu of the town.« nf L;u ( d.T- 
mon, Veligosti, and Nikli, and the Sclavoninn mountaineers, 
the Melingi, on Mount Taygetus (lOfi), attempted to make n 
stand near the olive-grave id KeunJoura, in the Messcnian 
plain, but they were Immediately ridden down and dispersed ; 
the cities of J'atrae, Aiulniviflii. Kurnii. K-i/n nmtn . and Ai 
kadia, aurrendered, and the Burguudiou conqueror waa pro- 
elauned Prince of the Morea m the snhjeoled distrietSb Tbe 
conquest became the more easy since the Byzantine nobles, 
the archons and the priests crowded around the crusaders in 
order t<i obtain terms for theni.selvcs and preserve their estates 
and churches, thus abandoning the mixed Grecian and Sola- 
vonian popnlatieo to th^ fhte. WilSam de CImmplitte hdd 
in I '20.1 a prnrrsl diet at Andravida in Elis, wlii-re a hiphly 
retnarkable constitution was drawn up, similar to the Dooms- 
day hook of William tho ('oiji|uerMr in England (291), and tbe 
fiandal cede or aasite of Jerusalem (346) adopted aa the fiui- 
damental law of the principality.

The Prince of Morea fled in disguise, 
but being captured at Caatoria, waa carried in triumph to

Moncmbasia, Misithra, and Maina — into the hands of thc 
Emperor Miehael^ who, in tbe mean time, had reconquered 
Constantinople, and pat an end to (h« Ftaodtlsh Bmpira of 
Romajiia. As stjou as the Imperial standard .iT'pf-ari'd on 
the con>t of Morea, the Greeks arose again.-^t their foreign 
masters, and though the knights defended every inch of 
ground with the most exalted valor, and offeen routed ths 
disorderly banda of the Gredcs, they coald not defend their 
i-)laU'l r;i-tl< ■< ill .so iii.'UiitaiiH'U" a ii'pion, and were driven 
into the western and northern partu of the Peiiin«ul».

kadia and Aqvete of Arta. Oharles Tooeo was the last des- 
pot; the Turks drove him from In'iimirm iin l .T>nl;.i in \ 
and hia sou, Leonardo II., luht L. iik;i.iia uud ( 'i plialouia in 
1460. Corfu (Corcyra), the iiei''t ini|i'irtaut of the Ionian Is-

«t the Adriatie (hUt, remained long under the aupremaey of 
the Ku|gi of N^bs, vntil it, in 1386, was eooi^nered by the 
Venetians.

861. ExTBKT, CoKsTiTtTioN JUDO DvMasTies. The easy con* 
qatat of Naxos by Hark Sanudo and his Venetna adventurers 

in 1207 was followed by that of tlic other Cyeladian islands. 
^ftnifAtUiparos, Amorgos, Siphnos, Kimotos, Milos, Pu/ikan- 
din$, Nio, Santorini (Thvra), aud Ausphi reeognixcd his sway 
and irare distribntad as fieb among his knights. Naxos, the 
gom of Ae Oreeian islands, became the ducal rcridenee ; the 
opposite Pares, vrith it> exeelteut harbors of Suilii Mum and 
of Farecchia^ was the naval gtation for his galley fleet. In 
Nasoa the aetim and Intelligmt Haik Saando brill • magn- 
ficcnt e-i-tle. with twelve strong towers, on the high hill above 
tho Greek luelropolis on the northwestern coast. Tho natives 
obtained favorable terms from their conqueror ; he guaranteed 
them the possession of their property aud lands, aud they con- 
timed to enjoy tbeir privileges and the ezereise of the Oreeian 
rites of thi'ir ("hureh .'•aiiucli' rrr.'eivei! tin- 'lui-;il title from 
the Latin Emperor of Cuuelautiuople, which he left, together 
with his consolidated and baantlAil duohy, to his aneeeosors, 
in 1220.'"

The miniatera, the viziers in Bagdad, in Cairo, the 
chieflaina in the monntaius, the Kaliphs, tho Saltans sur- 
fiiunded by their eoiirti. rs and life-puard.», — Count Buymond 
II. of Toulouse before Tripolis in 1 151 — the Marqttia Con- 
rad of Montfomt m Aera in 1 192, aerenl kingi, diatfaigBiabad 
prelates, and knights — not only in Paleatine, but even in 
Europe — fell beneath the dagger or by the polaon of ttie invis- 
ible Old Man of the Mountain. The terror waa so great that 
every demand of the uiyateriova chief waa immediately oompUed 
with, for die aeeret nembera of thia Mohammedan Teupk 
were every where. Their prineipul castles were Afamut OF 
Vulture's Xi-i't, >i(niited to the north of Casbin on tbo frontier 
mountain^' -t IKli us, tlie .-tat of the (Jld Man.

(grand priota of the order) \ 2d, tbo Unit ur iuiliuied luasters ; 
8d, 4^ IZr/enbt, or ooupaniona; 4th, tbe Rdavin, or dero- 
ti-nl ; r.ih, the Lasecks, n«pirnnt5 or novices, and laatly the mnl- ' 
tilude of the profane people. The fundamental maxim of the 
creed, whieh separated the secret doctrines of the initiated .\r- 
aaaaina from the snatere public tenets of the maaa of the oom- 
non poople, waa moat cnreAiIly preacrred, and tbe people were 
held lo the 8tri^■tl■^t iiijunctioH.i of tlie Koran. The Y.nA did 
not detect tho motive power of the A«.su»»iu.s' Chief; the trem- 
bling mnltitodea only saw the poniurd strike those who had of- 
fended the Unvoy of the invisible y/ziam btmKlf, tho forerun- 
ner of the Great Prophet, who was expected to arriTO in power 
and glory to assert his dominion on eartli. The eastern 
branch of tbe Aaaaaaina waa deatroyed by the Mongols during 
tbe iuTaaion of Hwlagn b 1858. In Syria they continued to 
alarm tin- rnssaders for fourteen yean longer, until their 
strongholds, .Masyad and Banias, were beri^d and taken by 
Bibars, the Mamluke Sultan of Egypt, and tiiu re.rt of the •\s 
sus^iiis fled iutu the higher ranges of the mountain, where they 
still possess a mystical religion and lira undnr tb* nam* of 
the AmatMyeh.

and Arabs had become degi"i»enito<] ; tbey could no longer rc- 
iist (liL- flower of European rhivalry. It waB tlie hardy sons 
of Moaut Cancosas «nd of KoordisUn, wlio^ bj • particnlar 
drin, wera to (bra tke atrangUi of hit amy. CJuried away 
from their ]\f>u\f in (fii'lcr i>;re by Syrian mprchanti, the younp 
Circ;i»iai>s vrvTO trnine<l to urni.t under the proud naiuc of 
Mitmhil.r. Without relatives or a native country they form- 
ed the bodjr-guard of their chiof^ with the brightest hopee of 
mnk and adTanocment ; ihoy moanted the fleeteet ateeda of 
Aral>iri; the finest arumr, tin lit^t tempered weapon** adorn- 
ed their handsomu persons, and beneath their yellow standards 
the MmbIoIccb became the moat forniidabte cavalry of Ku.'-d rii 
waHare. At the head of theae tn>o|M SaUb-ad-Oin a&lended Lie 
empire from the frantiera of Araenia along the Bnphrates to 
Arabia, Kg.\pl and westward along the sea-coast to l?arki>. 
on the 0ttt8kirt» of the Libyan desert. Danuiscus waa his 
oapital, and there he died in 1192.'** Hii vaat donunloBB 

were arrnin divided, and uivb rwi<::t many nVololiODa, Until Ilia 
rcTolt of the liaharid Maniluked against the laat Eyubid 
Sultan, in I '250, brought the power into the hands of these 
wfld and homeless warrion. Sultan Bibara reooiii|nered 
Antioch, Tripolis, and the frreater part of %ria, in 1960- 
1'27T, and S .;l'.;ui Cliiilil ( r.".in- 1 r.M ) cxpelli-d the ChriHtian.'i 
from their last possessions in Acre, IJejrut and Tyre. Thus 
began in the Eaat the long, barbarous, and lawleit.s rule of 
(he Caucasian adTentureraj Syria and Paleetiue wens loially 
deraatated, the Christian monument! burned and destroyetl, 
and misery brought over the decimated impiilaii.in, wiiilc 
Egjrpt heeame proeporous by her manufactures and oommeroe. 
Saltan Kelawnn coneladed treaties of s w mnw with Aragon 
and Vpnieo in 1'2^0. The (feiineso had tllAirOOnaub and em- 
porium in Alexandria. Kjryptian Indnslrj consisted princi- 
pal^ in paper, earpetjl, and excellent linen. Agrienltiire was 
flMnahing and oooupied three hundred thousand /cUoHm (peas- 
ants). 

Tlje Maiiilulcts iV'A ihit ■li'^iiirratr : nrw liarida of gallant 
^'outtut from Mount Ciurunur repleniitbed their uumberg every 
jaar; they formed a military aristocracy, whose diiefs were 
the eonnsellora of the Sultan and btSTisifir; tbe^rrvr/ AWi 
administered juttiee, assisted bj the kadis of the prineipnl 
saets, who all unileJ in elei ting the Sultan. The revolniions 
of the throne were frequent ; seldom did a son follow bis fa- 
ther, generally the bandsomeat or the I w ato st of the Mamloke 
cavaliers ; their life was entirely military ; they lived merrily 
on the fat of the land, without any foreign war until the storm 
of the Mongol invasion of Tamerlane in 1 400, and the reduc-

coast were situated the thriving cities, Scatuieroon (Alexan- 
dria), RaMd (Roaettn), and Damanhmr, on the Alezandriso 

canal. Ka.stward, on the /-Vi'/Jr/fV branch of the Nib-, ami the 
Bahr Ttiitif (Lake of Menjtaleh), lay the eelebruled Ihimial 
(Damietta), the bulwark of £gypt, a mile from the sea-coast. 
The city was then the great emporium of Eaatern traCEic, with 
splendid moM|ueR, rieh haiaars, and a numerous popula> 
tii>n. It waf hurrouudcd by triple walls, and tii«er!< of great 
strength. Other towers in the river defended the approach 
from the Nile. Yet the vulnr and eiitl)usia.<jni of the Chris* 
tiana vanquiabed all these obstacle*^ and ^ desperate resist- 
ance of the 8««ca& Damietta was taken, after a siege of 
Ni'Veiiti eii montlHi in Til'.*, and an itnineii..ie Iiiii>l\ made : but 
it was soon lost agjain by the arrogance of the Cardittal Pels-

dominion by Greek princes, who there maintained Ibemaelvea 
against the Freneh Cmaadera.

374. OaiciN, LiMiT», CoNaTmRriox, and Cmfea. — At the 
time of the downfall of the Comnenian family in Bysantium, in 
1 185, Thumar, a daughter of the tyrant Audronicuii (349), aared 
two of hu nephews, Alexius and David Comneni, and fled with 
th« diiUren to the eoaat of Colehia, m Pontos, on the Blaoli 
Sea. There the young princes were hospitihl v rc-eulved h_v the 
Greeks, and when, in l°iOI, the Hyzantinc Knipire aank Ix-fore 
the BWOrd of the cru.iadcrN, .-Vlexius CoiiiuenuK, then a hand- 
■ome and apiriied yoatb, at the head of hia Colchian Greeks, 
oonqnered Trebtiond, Siaopc, and all the coaat-landa of Paph- 
lagonia. as I'ar v\e,it ns the Sangiiriii*, and laid the fuumlation 
of the Comnenian Empire of Trebisond. This prosperity, 
hswem, did not laaft; Sinopo waa aoon loot to the Snltaa 
of Tconium, and the more dbtaut eonquesla on the SangariuB, 
Amaslris, Tiol, and HrraUeia, were rcoecupied by the 
Palooologi of Constantinople. The small Trcbiioniine JJlate 
thna became eironmacribed to the ancient Themes of 
Obaidh, Kolonoia, and part of that of Amenia (964-966). 
Tr-liizon t {Traiicni"), on tlie coast, wa« the capital. In a 
magnificent »ituuliun, with a fertile country around, it wanted 
only a aecure port to make it one of the greatest empu- 
rinma of eaat«m traffic'" Ita cxporta eonaiated in the rich 
products and mannfiietureB of Asia Minor, the oopper of 
Tokat, the brilliant >])•■ -lufl"-* 'if C n •■ari a, vaiii'^.iti'<l car- 
pets, cloth of hair and wool, which in the sbipn of the Ita- 
Uaa BopttUiea were conyejed to Alexandria, Maneillea, and 
Spain ; and along the Danuhe, and to tbo Tanric Cheraonesas, 
from whence they were transported by different rontcii through 
Rns.'tia and Germany to the north of Europe. The city of 
Trebiaoad, with ita eiten«Te aaburfae, wia atrougly fortified 
by aomal impregnable eaattea, aeparated by deep ravinea. 
The interior of the town waji filled with palaces, public ba- 
zaarf, the magniScent churches and conTei^tii St. Eugtnios, 
the Piinaghiii C/iriso Kephalos, and tbo great cathedral of 
ScaUa ^Sophia, in a dolighlAil aito on di« aaa^ore. A 
nismerona population inhabited the city and the environn all 
along (hccoB.st, wlierc Genoese, Pisaiis anil Venetians had tlieir 
magannea and eommeroial d^p6t8. On the eastern coast were 
aitaatod tha aongiaUi^ oltiaa Rk iiman, Athtmi, PjfitUm, and 
StCarqfMlSt, at fha Ibol of tha Mingrdiaa BtouBtdaa. The

pJtyrion, Ointiion, and Amisos. In the interior the realm ex- 
tended over the rich plaiuH of SiiJr, Thnmsktfie. ami Mfso- 
duiidwn, southward to Zi^ana, I'ylai, and the important 
pa«s of JiaHurd, where the hi|^ mountain ranga of Paryadea 
separated it from the tenitoriea of the Seldjuklan Turka of 
Iconinm. The Kmirs nf the Turknian.'s, the warlike tril>p.s on 
Mount Caucasus, and the Greek Emperor, at Niciea, were 
thus the natural ananian of tha young Comnenian Dynasty, 
while, on the contrary, the cnuading barons of Conetantinople- 
became its allies in their simultaneous efforts against Nieiea. 
The approaching invasion of the Mongols brought new dan- 
gers, yet, though both Andronicas L and Johannes L 
(IM3-1838) were obliged altenwtely to aedc the friandab^ 

of the Turkish Sultans or Mnnpnl (Ircat Khans, and even to 
pay tribute and render military service to the Utter, yet, by 
their prudence, they escaped invaaion, and being eonsidaiad 
mora as aattTe ohiefii of a mercantile eatabUsbnwDt) tbaa par- 
ple-boiB Prineea of an Empire, they wan enabled fbr nearly 
two centuries to maintain their independence, and to contri- 
bute their part to the peaceful extension of the world's com- 
mefce, and the civilisation and hapinneas of thdr aul){ieota, and 
the numerous Greek emigrants, who, driven han their Bu- 
ropean home by the advance of the Ottoman Turka, fimnd a

The climate is fcniprstuou'i, nnd the frail cnt- 
tltfgts of this suffering race are often buried under heaps of 
aaad. The ancient Borutsi, Pruczi, or I'raasiaDS (gi,'227), 
were of the XeUtc triboi fierce, warlike, but luispitable and 
honest; they were clad infers and ooane linen garments; horse 
flesh ami m iri - milk were their food ; they loved strong 
liquors, ami imiglit witli javelins nnd laucca. In their sacred

Snpported by the LiTOoiaos, they 
defeated the Knights Sworil BcarfT!- in l'22l, and dcstrovi j mo- 
misteries and muiiks; they iuviuleil Poland, and Duke Conrad 
of Maiovia then invited the Order of the Tcntonie knights to 
oeeapy the frontier prormee of Culm, on the Vistula, against 
thehnithens. The active Orand Master Hermanr Ton Saliasent

squires, (u I'olund, where these military monks cooimuuccd the 
anbjttgatiou of Prussia with a degree of eonrago that was only 
equalled by their cruelty, They fortified Cnim ; huiU Thorn 
in 1230, and after the most ruthless war and wonderful vicissi- 
tudes of victory and defeat, the military genius of their leaders, 
durii^ fifty-three years, — IfiS- 1 '^8 1 ,— comjtlieted this astonish- 
ing eonqneet of a few thousand Imii^ts over the entire Prus- 
sian nation, that fur four centuries had resi.*ted the arms of 
I'oland. In l'2;iH, the Teutonic Order united with the 
Sword Knights of Livonia, and in i:iU'.<, the Grand Master 
Siegfried von Feuehtwangeu transferred the seat of the order 
frflB Venice to Narienburgh, on the N'ogat. Strong casilcs 
were bailt in every snbdneil di'-triet, ai^'l the ]"M>r vato|itl<ht'd 
bsrbnrianswen compelled to furnish the workmen. Churehi-s, 
Benaateriaa, and schools were likewise erseled, and the Gcr 
man kngoago was introduced; thousands of heathens were 
converted; while others fled for protection into Lithuania. The 
I'russiau chiefs were admitted to the Older of nobility, while 
the people exchanged their state of UeentioaB freedom fur 
the nost rigid serfdom.

the frontier."* Somewhat later it embraced the duchies of 
Sttfiin, Camioki, and Carinthia, with the oonuty of Tyrol. 
.Ml these fertile ]irnvin('* remained for ever hereilitary do- 
mains of the llab.'t'urg family after the battle on the March- 
field, near Vienna, in 1'278, iu which Rudoljdi of Habe- 
bnrg defeated Kiag Ottoear of Bohemia, who perished in the 
straggle. 

IX. The dueliies of Si r ^in.v and Fr..vN(-i>.siA existed no 
more The first was dismembered on the fall of the Hohen- 
staafena, and divided between (he nobility and the divreb. 

Their rich prissifiioiii were wahted dnrinp the aVi^i iiee of the 
owners in Italy; anil the unhappy Conradin gave all away to 
muster the 10,000 knights and mcn-al-arms for his fatal cam- 
paign to Italy in l'.^07. Bavaria obtained the Palativatk of 
the Rhine. Only the Oomta of WtrntTBiatrrao ineeeeded in 
plaeiiif; themMlvc" iit (he head of the Suualiian nobility 
They had already chosen Stuttoard as their place of rei.i 
dence. After thero, the Counts of Baden, scions of the Ho- 
hensiaufen race, acquired from the house of Zahringen the 
territory of the Breisffau, on the TTpper Rhine — the begin- 
ning of the hou«'j iif H;i<lri!. In Fraueonia the duchy had 
already become extinct, when the succcesion of the Salio 
bonao terminated In 1 188. It bad been divided be t w a o n the 
ecolesia-'itiral and temporal nobles; the Hohcmrfanfens. how- 
ever, took the better ]irirl. and were called Dukes of Fraueo- 
nia, enjoying the palutiii.ite (Ober-Pfals) and the military acT> 
vice of the feadatoriea. Large portions were awarded to the 
IVmbopfl of WonTzmrno, BAwnKBo, and the Abbot of Pvlda 
[ 'I'.*). The families of lIoiiKM.oiir. and Ilour\zni.i.rr\ (the 
latter as Burgraves of ^i uremburg) hocainc celebrated in the 
sttcoeediiig pwiod. 

400. X. The dncby of Lsssbr Bintoinnr — Burgundia 

Minor — embraced :it thiit lime Central Switzerbiiid i»eli«il!, 
Uri, and Unterwalden, together with the Thurgau, still belong- 
ed to Sonabia. Afbr ttw extinetion of the ZAhringen finily, 
the imperial vicariate, or guardianship of the valleys of the 
Alpr*, wa^ intrusted to the Counts of Habsburg, Kyburg or 
Savoy ; the latter house, iu the high Alps, having risen to 
great reputation and power. The Stvias were siill a quiet aod 
frugal raee of herdsmen and hmtora, onfoylm thmr indepen* 
denoe uumole.'itt^l iimlcr their hnnlamnni or prc'ident.'i, and 
settling all their disputes in their popular ••uvscmhlies. Several 
cities iu Burgundy, .'•uch as ZKricA, Bern, SJcure, La it sun if, 
Gmive, bad become already important by the nnmbera, wealth, 
and industry of thahr oitiniBflL

XII. The doehy of Lobbaike already, since the times of 
Otbo of Baxooy (346), ^ded into Upper and Lower Lor- 
raine.

— The German cities 
had bad a rapid development ainee tbe tenth oentury (235). Tbe 
Italian RepnUiee, and tbe Free Comrnunea in Fnmee (307), 
extended their inflnence to (Jcrniany. The emancipation be 
gnn naturally enough with the cities iu Burgundy, where the 
internal oi]ganiMtion could more eaailjr bo formed on aoconnt 
of tbo many relica of anoicot Soman mnuidpal inatitations 
BtiU existing; on tbe ftvndntlw of these the bdependemo of 
the cities nro.ie, protected hj the kiiigs and dwgr, in opposi- 
t < n to the Dolnlity. 

Thwq^ the politionl a]r*tam of A* Hoheaatrafon empofor s 
was ndrerae to the emancipation of the cities, yet they were 
often obliged, in their conte.<its with the princes and prelates, 
to demand the aid of the faithful aud wealthy burgesgea, and 
to grant them privileges and immnnities. The German eitioa, 
therefore, dnring that Irastling period, daily inereaaed in po- 
pulation an<l riches; and the crniades to the Fast and on the 
Baltic opened new resources for a more extensive comuicrce.

The spirit for great undertakings and apeculationa was arouaed ; 
the costly wares of the southern oonntriea were then brouglit 

more fre^piently, and in jcrreater abondnoe, across tlte Alps. 
The ll;il.:iri nuiritnor t<nvns — partictilarly ^^■Ili<■l^ Oenoa, and 
Pi»u — brought the merchandise of the Levant to their 
ports, froa iHiiob it was ooovegrai akng tbe eommcraal roeda 
and rivers through the paases of tbe Alps, to Qemany, and 
thence carried forther on towards the territories bordering 
upon the North Sen aud tbe Baltic. Thus the (ierman cities 
formed tbe great emporivm of oommeroe before tbe exteusion 
given to the naTigation of the Atlnnile in the f fleenth oen- 
tury. ,'li/^'.>c'.i|/ri'. Si rnshiir^, Kiih^Kon. iN'jf f ,rr,f'.Ti'. Bam- 
bfiff. irr/r?/(.^, Sji!/is. iind Miiinz, in tiie soulii and centre of 
Ocrmaiiy ; in the north, Cologne, Erfurt, Brunswici, Lvtte- 
burg, Hamburg, BretHtn, Libeck, and many othera, built 
and extended their walls and towm, and a eootinnally in* 
creasing, ncl'nr. uiiil i lid o'.triotts population animated their 
streets. Their richer soon gave them the means to purchase 
their fr eedom from the pipncos, seonlar or ecclesiastic, who 
held them in douiniim. and who, by their contiDual feuds, had 
become impoverisbed, and sought every means to restore their 
• exhausted resources. The great pf)int with the citizens was 
to get rid of tbe imperial or seigneurial bailifi^ and to form 
thmr own 'municipal goTemmeoi, with nrio magiatntee or 
consul — /{iirf:ri iiirhfir — nnd ' oonneillors — Rathshrrrrn — at 
til'' hc:ol of the exerntivc power ; then to establish their city 
I nv, — Sfuill rrrlit ^ — their coiirih of justice, and ami tbe cititens 
under tlie buunsr of tbe town. Yot tbe nobility, when too 
late, began to pcreoire the danger arising from soeh numeroni 
OOfporations of organized nml armed citizens; while the towns, 
on tbe other hand, I'orc.-eeing the opposition of the noblee^ 
began to strengthen their cause by con/tdcriuies for thepio- 
tcction of their freedom, their independence, and their eooi' 
merce generally.

die atadte tm der See. — Already, early in flw ididlB ^gaa, An 

lrn>1ir,p cities n( flermnuy had fonucd nlliancea in other OOUl* 
trie.", and there e.'-IaMislied warehou.ies and factories. These 
unions were called IlaiLsc'. In the eleventh century there 
were German liansea from llamburg, Lolieck, Bremen, Co- 
logne, pBtablisbed in London (289). The two former eon- 
eluded a tn ;itv togi tlo r in I J II, against Denmark, from 
whose doniinion they had Iwcn liberated in 1227 (375). The 
Borgouiaster in Lubock, Alexander von Soltwodel, attacked 
and burnt Copenhagen in 1247. Seven nmritime cities, 
Ltibeck, Wismnr, Rostock, Stralsnnd, Orrilhwalde, and Kiga, 
together «ith llo <;.rnl;m^ :a ^\■i^^yc, in Gothland, united 
their naval power to force King Eric, i'ricst-Hatcr, of Norway, 
to open Ua porta to theao graaping BepnUieans. Bergsa be- 
came afterwards tbe great emporium for their Norwi^pan oom- 
nierce. Thi.-! confederacy was so wisely organised, that it bad 
a rapid developui' iit .Vbout tbe year 1300, it numbered al- 
ready nxty eitifl« from the Lower Bhine, as fiur as Prussia and 
Livonia ; later it included more than one hundred, and in the 
middle ••f lli<' fourteenth century, the name of the Hanso bo 
eamc the dread and dismay of the proud kings of Scandinavia. 
Id Germany there belonged to the Union, besides Li cbeck aud 
IIamhcuu, Bremen, Stude, Kiel, Wismar, Mostoct, Utra/tutul, 
Greifstcahie, Stettin, Collterp.

Tbe proud emperor was thua 
ohligvd to tranaform the siege into a bloekade, and entting off 
the supplies from abroad, the stfirvi-ifr tti-il!itudes within the 
walls were suou reduced to tbc last extremity. The huughiy 
chivalry of Germany entered by the breach, and the hard- 
beartod monarch eondomncd tJie city to total dcatraotion.

the revengeful Itiilians of Lodi. f'remona, and Pavia, who re 
joiced at the fall of their rival. Only the churches and con- 
vents were preserved; all other pnblie and private dwellings, 
together with the numerous relics of Roman grandeur — aneb as 
temple-ruins, amphitheatres, and towers — disappeared entirely, 
and the plough waa driven through the rubbish.''"

Soon, however, the old je.alousies prevailed ngain, and the 
fickle Cremona ranged under the Ghibclinc banner of Henry 
VI. agaioat tha Guelfie Republica, in i 195, Cwrtit A'ova 
(Oottamova), northeaat of Cremona, where Frederic II., by 
akflfml Bianflpnvres, totally defeated the army of the l,.iMi}iiir!l 
League in 1237. The baDner-carrtage of the cities was lost, 
together with thouaaada of priaonen; and the Hohenataafini 
Iter might ^gam hnn aeiian if the arrogance of Frederic, and 
Ut anhacinent defeat feafen Breaoia, had not clouded all the 
prMpaeta of that hMorrigihIa Ikmily. 

410. V. BoMWRA (Bologna), Oe qnaoB of Aa Bomaadiok 

(Romagna), south of the Po, was, after Milan, the strongest 
and most turbulent of the luiliaa Kepublics. Its fertile ter- 
ritory, watered by the Po and it-s Iributaries, the Rlirno, Sar- 
aana and SUaro, embraced the counties, Catalecchio, Pdniet, 
LigbMa, iSgdkina, and Ai^data, an the lover Po; and tte 
wariika republic extended ita domiaioD over all the —fHfr 
eitlaa of Bomagnu (398). 

Bologna waa, during the middle agea, a qilendid city. 
Situated at the northern base of Monat Aiiennine, it eom- 
maaded a moat daligbtfol prospect towarda the plain and the 
mountain.^. It was Mi ori^'ly fortified, and divided into four 
wards, (he militia of which were led on by their respective 
banner-chiela — Gmtfalonigri, Ihaiwai:^ towen roaa pcwtdly 
above the pabeaa aad dnnchea in the intevior Maay of 



logna bad already obtained its municipal iodependcDce by a 
eliarlar flnm the emperor Henry T. in 1118, wfatdi gnmted it 

the privilege of coiniiiL' money, nnd otiier imi nrtaiit refralian 
rights. The citizenis a:4seuibled iu general eouiilia ; (hey ap- 
pointed their consuls aud other magiatntcs. The noblei>. who 
held feudal caatlea in the envinma, were obliged to apply for 
citiaeiiahip in the town, and take up their reaidenee among the 
burghers. These fierce republicans strenuously ^uppu^ted the 
Lombard league. They defeated King Euzio, the eon of 
Frederie IL, in the battle at Fossalta, in 1246, and kept the 
unhappy prince in captivity until his death, in 1273. 

The factions of the Ouelft and Gbibclines proved (he ruin 
of the prosperity and independence of Bologna. Ambitious 
aud rival bmiliea sided under either banner. A private crime 
of the pnnd Lamhertaaii, the head of the Gbibeline par^, 
brought on the most frightful disasters.'^ The offended Ge- 
remei, the chief family of the Guelfs, drove the former, at the

The counties 
and their .Mibdivisions remained the yame; yet tlicy were 
MgnwnVed by the thirteen shires of Wales. The eeclesiaa- 
tieal divirion of England was in two ardibiahoprics :— L, 
PlioviNci.v EBonACENsi.", with the arehiopi.'icopal .ire of F.hoT- 
acum (York), and the suffrag-ms of Durham and Car/is/e ; 
and IL, PnoviNcu Can-ti-akie.n^I!!, with the sec Cantuaria 
(PoroTOronm) or Canterimry, and the anffr^gaQs: Liiteolm, 
yortlkwieum, Ely, Limdinum, Cietstria (Chichester), Tiit* 
Ionia (Winchester), Ktruin (.^ali.slmry ). Bn'lnAii'i (Bath) 
and Weile* (Wells), Exonia (Exeter). Wigwn (Worcester), 
BerrfmU, laadfdd (LiehSeld}; aai la Waka Uandaff, 
Mcnevia (Saint Davids), Bangor, and Saint Aiapk, Tho 
cathedrab of York, Winchester, Sa/isbitrff, Lichfield, and 
many others, stand as the noblest monuments of Norman 
architecture, which waa earriod to ita perfection during tho 
thirteenth and ftmrteonth centnriea. Cdebrated ooovonla 
and monasteries were Tornr$ic and Cnrlhmrll in WcstmOtW- 
luud; Liii'lis/arnemd Si.

Tho pmlnflta ftr oiporl w«m had, tfai, bnttar, 
ikiiio, and prfauipolly wool. A company formed it.^ielf in 1*200 
in the wool trade, the merchant adventurers, who attempted 
to deprive foreigners, and principally tho Ilause towns, on 
the Baltic, of their exclusive privileges.

and executed. It was, perhaps, the aoecessAiI maaaaere in 
Opslo which, t<vi lvi' yiar- Inter, [ir oiiptcil him, tfl Danish 
kji^, to renew it on a larger scale in Stockholm.

CoPENUACE.t ('-^3) be- 
came ibe pefmwMot naidanao of Oa Uaga nf Doniaik in 
1440, and a university vat WCcted in 1479, which ever since 
has niatnlaitied its rank among the most distinguished in 
Kunjpe. It was principally tho downfall of Wisby which 
drew commerce to Copenhagen. Jcalona of thia new rival, 
tho Haaaeatio League sent, in 1498, a lags float and 
I '3.000 Cerraan tro4]pa ajrainat It; yet Queen Philippa, the 
daughter of Henry IV. of England, at the head of the citisens, 
defended it so heroically, that she defeated the Lobcckcrs in 
aovoral suoceaaful sorties, and forced them to miae the aiaffc 
Bnt instead of praise and alliMtion, the admirable prjnoeaa 
only received llie irmsr-e^t insult from her Lll^balHl. Kitic Erie, 
which caused her de4ith. .\n important change bad taken 
plaee in the geography of medimral Denmaik with regard to 
the duchy of Hchleswig and its relations to the Goants of Hoi- 
stein. On the extinction of tlie male line of King Abel's do- 
soendaiits, in I37.'i, the duchy uf Schleswig (South Jutland) 
had reverted to tlte crown of Denmark. Yet Queen Maigartt, 
deairing the aid of the Connta of Holatom agahwt Ao orer- 
bearing IlBni*oalie ("oi.fr-.ienn ;. . lie>tHwed the dnchy upon 
Count Gerhard, of Ken(.l.>l<or|:.', a.s n Itanish banner tief for 
the UKiul military service to the crown. Erie, her succcaaor, 
proud of hia powar, demanded back the dndgr, but the 
fike Connta of nolstein were neither danited lij the aima of 
the three n<irthern kinj;iloniK, nor by the seiitenoa Mid tluaala 
oftfie German Emperor Sigismoud, who adjudgodtbowbolo of 
Schleswi;! to l>enmark, in I4'.!4. Henry of Holatein had de- 
feated a Danish army of sixty thousand troops, at Lmnervad, 
before the Lubcckers besieged Copenhagen. Eric was deposed, 
and the first act of .'•ueeeMMjr, Christopher III., the Bavarian, 

iwas the recognition of the hereditary rights of the liouao of 
SobBaenbrag.(877) to the dnoby of Sefalcawig. At the diet 
in Colding, in 1430, Duke .\dol|ili, (l.e «nen s!.or of Henry, 
who fell before Fleusborg, in 14'.i7, kuetling down before 
his liege lord, took the oath of ullcgianoe, and received from 
the hand of the king the banner of invaatitnn. Xot Bcsnark, 
who bad gained nothing by her donbtfiil union with Sweden, 

felt niii.it deeply thih hjs* of her finest and fertile pro- 

vince, and all her efforts now tended towards ita recovery. 
The Danish nobility, in compUaaoa with thia foaliag^ aflar tho 
death of King Christopher, ia 1448, aent a deputation to Duke 
Ailolph of Schteswig-ltoUteiH, to ofler him the crown of Den- 
mark. Tho Uolsteioer refused the huimr. but directed the at- 
tention of the Danes to hia young sister's bod. Count Chriatian 
of OMeabofgiwIioneoaptad tboorown,and boeamotbalbBiuder 

of the preaant dyna.sty of Denmark, in tlie year ! I On 
the aabaei|nant death of Duke .\dolph (I4,V.)), Christian inher- 
ited both Holstcin and Scbleswig, the latter of which ought 
then, as an esoheatcd fief, to have been tnoorporatad with tho 
kingdom, or, at least, Ita relation to Denmark to bave boaa 
plainly defined by a new investiture to the king, as Count of 
Holstcin. But ibis important act was not called into exist- 
ence on account of another tlifficulty. Dako Adolph of Hot 
stein, moved, perhaps, by his old ranoor toward Denmark, 
against whom ho bad spent bis youth in hard fighting, and 
still more by his natural desire to preserve the t Aj.d timon of 
kia two boaatilul atates, Sohleawig and UoUtein, had pcr- 
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suadej his young nephew, CliriNtian of OMfiilxirp, at iLe tiuio 
wben the Duiah oroini wu offered to bun, to ronouDce kia 
right to Sehkmrig at IBng ef Denmiark, nd to proniss that 
the duchy of Schlcswig aud tlic kini[.''Jnni tu vit s)ioh1J be 
united again uuJer tho same m-ptre, and tliat tho duchy of 
8dllM*ig-Hol«t«iu should remain for ever undivided — nckh 
temmmuuU ungideU.** Bat tbe waiy Obrialoaiit who wanted 
to ataad welt both with Danes and Germans, did not dare to 
claim his In t- il l ifv rig!;t in Tl'tl-toin. anil givi- Sr-hlrswig 
back to Dcuuiark. He simply offered himself a» a miu/iildtc 
tn the free election of the Sdileswig and the Holstein nobil 
itjr. Thia he olrtuned; he then paid off the many clnimri of 
the eollateral lines, such as the ConntR of SchauenUnrg I'inne- 
berg, persuaded the German Emperor I :r,: l ic III. to give 
Hobtein the rank of a duohy, and left the feudal question 
•hmit Sefa1eaw% imdeeided.**

doubt, considered this election of a Holstein prince to the 
throne of Ilenniark, as nmasterty eoupd^Hat, wbioh thus peace- 
fnlly brought both the dnohies voder the crown.

Hie bead of a large army of feudal chivalry and German lance- 
taMehta attempted to invade their nwrohes, the brave Ditnuursk- 
en defeated hitn on the dikes between Mttdorf and BetAvting- 
steel, on the 13th of Fi hru.iry, witli >o terrihlu a lilau^hter that 
three hundred and .sixty nobles aud iifteen thousand !^ldicrii 
peri.s))ed on the battle tield. The king himself escaped with 
dilfieulty, having lost kin banner, the celebrated old Danebroge 
(H77), his camp and ba^fspige, and wa-t forced, through the 
mediation of the Ilan.seatic eitie.s, to rccogniic the indepen 
dcnoo of the victors. Thiu, then, dooe the middle age of 
Deanark close with ■ nuist disastimn deieat, and its modem 
I ominously enough with the :nii-^:ieri>s of Op.slo and 
Im, and ibo dissoluliuu uf the Culiuariau Union.

VI., the diasattsfhetion and revolts excited in the praTineni by 

the hateful conduet uf the king's uneli M: the civil feuds be- 

twot^n Burguudians and Armagnacs, sod the foul murders of 
the Dakee of Orleans and of Bmgnndy, had left France split 
into particn, and without protection against the ambitious 
plan.s of the youug King Henry Y. of England, Taking ad- 
vantage of the uiiscnildo condition of France, he lioldly de- 
manded the restitution of all the provinces ceded to Englaitd 
by the treaty of BrAtigny. Soon after, in 1415, his Beet enter- 
ed the ivionth of tlic Seine, and disembarked a powerful arni\ 
ou the shore of llarjiem-. That w^ealthy and <'<ininiercial city 
of Normandy snrrendcred five weeks afterwards, while the 
royal government in Paris did iiothihg to save it. Yet aiek- 
ness spreatl among the Knglinh troojis, tlionsands were earned 
(ilf: till- r..untry .'ir'am-i reuiuine-i Inutile : the .-^siu'et iif.'iffnlrK 
thus changing, iicury resolved, by rapid marches, to gain Ca- 
laie.

— At the 
the dsToted Tirgin, Joan of Are, by her audden 
and worda of hope, began to rerlre Uio eonrage and eonfidenoe 
of the Frciirh, in 1128, King (MiiirK s VII. possessed .still the- 
greater part of tbe prorinoes situated south of the Loire, viz. : 
TocKAiNe, whieh he had obtuned as appanage during the life- 
tine of his father, when he was still only Count of Ponthiru. 
Chinon, a fine castle, sontbeast of Tours, tbe old capital of 
thn prnvinri', on the river Virnne, was then tlio residence of 
the fugitive monarch, and there, •nrronnded by hia court, he 
noeltoi Joua of Am £oe*«t, soutbeaet of the rlvw Indi^

OblCanais (IGI), north of the Lnire, wa-^i then invaded by 
the English — who were actively engaged in the sit L'e of the 
of Orleana, when Joan of Arc arrired for ita reUet Rtt- 
vratf Saint Denis, north of OrMau, whan the Freneli Bof* 
f. ro.i ilic si v. re defent by Sir Join Fabtaff, called the Bat- 
tle the Ilrrrings.'" Patay, a few nilco northwest of the 
Ibraer, where Talbot and Falstaff were bone down at Iho 
lame'ft pmnt of the French chevaliers, and the former made 
priaooer ; the bodiea of two thousand English strewed the 
pUn.

480. Bmn (465), south of OrUanais, had boen gmn 

to Ch:>rles VTI . together with Poitoi^ Trhen he. in 1417, 
inherited the title of Diiupliin. Bourgn, his capital, was 
scoffingly called that of the pigmy kingdom of Charles VII. 

PorroD, west of Berri, belonged, aa wo said, to the appa- 
nage whidi Charles VII. had reoeiTod as Daupbiu ; ho united 
it with the crown, from vrhii h it was never h< [.ur;iteil after- 
wards. This province had remained like the preceding, ex- 
MipMd from the misfortunes of tbo war; caoh was likewise 
tbe eaae with La Makcrb, Limosin, At:<«i<!, and Saixtomoe. 

The powerftd Gonnt of Poix, who had united B£aii.\ and 
BinoRRK to his own inheritance, demanded, iu 1424, as the

ii'jdrpeiiilener ; li' ■\\\ brotber.1 kept up a kind of BSUtiallty tO* 
wards their neighbors, the English. 

The Connta of Abmagxac possessed the greater part of 
Qascogne, with almost perfect independenee, and arrogantly 
styled themselves " by grace of God," yet they still recog- 
nized tbe authority of the king. Their lands liiy tii^ethcr in 
two groups, in BovxaGi K, on the Ccvenncs, and in tisscogne, 
on the Pyreneea. Thora, too, the Count of Astaiiac (S4S, 
XLVI ), the chief of an ancient family on the cast of the .\r- 
uiagnnc territories, had always shown himself as a faithful 
vassal of the French kings. This was likewise the case with 
the Lord of ALnasT (242, XLIII ), who, besides his viscounty 
in the £afufrt(Heathe^ of Qascogne. possessed the riseonnty 
of Tartar ainl the county of Dr.r.t x, in Normandy, then occu- 
pied by the English ; as a compensation he received the 
county of Garas, a dinaaaiharad parttam of F4iaaiBe.** 

482. BoitBBON'XAis, ArvEncNE, BEAtTJoiAts, and Lvov- 
NAis, all appertaining to the Duke of Bourbon, tbe prisoner 
of the English at the battle of Aginoonrt, were governed by 
hia son, Ae Oovnt of demoat, who, though ho kopt wp a 

dlOV of neutrality between the oontcuding parties, bad yet 
fought in the ranks of tbe French at the battle of Herrings 

48S. Hkvnmt, between the. Rhone and the Alps. It was 

to this quiet and happy region llmt rii:irles nml -Vcr^ ■< S.irel 
intended to flee, in order to c^'upo the bloody scenes of tbe 
war b whieh the Dawpihin was then engaged with tbe English. 
Yet the enthusiastic reception qf Joan of Arc, aad her firat 
brilliant victory, soon brought the French prince hack t*

Bab-lb Dec, on the Omain, 
was the capital. On the banks of the Meuse lay the small 
village of Domremi belonging to the Diocese of 7bu/, in 
which the brave and beautiful Joanne d'Are was bom in tha 
year 1409, iho third daqghtcr of a laborer, iueepm d'Anaad 
of laabolki Bomfo. Tbe fmntain where Joan watered her 
sheep, and tho oak tree beneath whieh sihc mi'ditatcd the de- 
livery of France, were long in the rememhraiioe of the villa- 
gers Viiiiioukur, a few miles from Domremi, on the U|k 
per Mouse, and tho ontakirt* of the Argoiuu foraat, had fii«> 
merly belonged to the celebrated emaaduig ftnily of Join- 
rillc, whose lcrritorii-_-i \v. rr lying in tl.c i^cighborliood , but 
Philip VI. had obliged the Joinvilles to cede this frontier 
town to him b 1335.

Uans, who led on tbe troops, was wounded, sad the attack re- 
pelled, but in 1 4.36 tbe French monarch held his triumphal 
entry among ruins and skeletons. 

The 00 unties of ^TAiirBS (483), Mantes, Hoktfort and 
VnToa, were held by th« Dnkea of Britlaay. The Bavnny 
of MoirTMonrNTv, i)"rtli <if Pari.", belonged lo 000 of the 
most ancient and distinguished families in FnMS, wliieh, a

498. The Netherlandu surpaaaed at that time, all other 
European countriea, except Italy, in indnatry, population and 
riebea ; in Lnuvain there were a hundred and fifty thouHand 
meohanioa. Liberty was the main cause of this proaperity. 
Tbe duke niaod only direet and moderate tazea ; ho Tiaited 

tbe rittas, coniiulted the burghcrn, and chan^red the cii.stiimi« 
and dottea, according to the convenience of commerce. With 
the spirit of commerce and vulerjiriNc, the Dutch oonhined 
that of araw and rebeUloa; violent fend* botrctn dyera 
and Allien often atidned the atreeta of Ghent with tbe blood 
of bar dtizt^^ii" : ' ;iient destroyed the faetoricii of Tenremondc. 
The Barguadiau power never rose higher than dnrbg the 
•way of Philip the Good ; b« Ibraed hia administration on tbe 
happiness of bis people and good order. By his popular man- 
ners he gained the affection of the Kcpubtican citizens ; be 
dasslad prinoeB and Bobility by tbo aplendor of hia eourt, 
towiMHMntc wd fttea, when he aat mrronnded by merchanu 
and meebanies, who were inritad to hia board. His fame 
apread over Europe, and in the diataat Beat, Tnrks and Sara 
I called him the great lard ef tin We$t. German arts in 
; and eottlptare developed their moat beantifnl fniita 

'the fostering care of the i>M duke, nor did he neplcct 
the adancc!' ; and he enlleeted u rich and magnificent library; 
bia ataoding army were the heat drilled tfOOpS in Ettiape,and 
aoniiiled of -20,000 men ; hia hoarded treasnrea were immense, 
■nd bla plate, of auaam rilver and gold, alone weighed 
ounces. The Bnrgundiun period, vith ilt* pompous 
banquets, "its vowa of the heron," and institu* 
I of new orders of knightbood, aveb aa that of tbo toitm 
tPtTf is an era of almost incredible extravagance, ta»telcae 
pageantry, stiff pedantry, the very quixoti.sm of chivalry, which 
tbe battle day at Heatings, and the brilliant career of 
Mtoriaa m the east and waat, bad outlived itself, become 
degenerate, and (breed to yield to the new inventions and 
higher inte1hM-t of the times. To what diaasten did the in- 
oorrigible nobility not expose itself befon it gave vp the vain 
eon teat for supremaoy againet kings and oonmonen ! De- 
feats in rifinderji. in Soiialiu nfraiiis* the citizens, in Swit- 
zerland against the mouutuiiieers ; captivity and disgrace 
aft NioopoUs and Vama, by the superior tacties of the 
Ottoman Tnrks, and, at last, the lods of its aoveraignty and 
otravagant privileges, by the insidiona polities of a Louis 
XL"

The two great parties in Oermuny, the Lu,x- 
emburgers and the IlabKbargerH, began immediately tbe civil 
war.

the latter, Frederic the H ands o w S i of Anstria. Louis, to 
Bliangtheo hio parly, soattered with a lavidi band, privilegeit 
and immnnitii's to iirim i s and cities, and defeated and cap- 
tnrad the Auatrian iu the chivalrous battle at Mohldorf, in 
Bavaria, Ssptsmler fiS, ISSSL Ths star «f Anslrin sswasd 
to set. Leopold, the brother of Frederic, had been defeated 
by the Swi.ss, in the terrible maiwacre at Morgarten, in llil.'i ; 
nor did an Au»trian prince obtain the imperial crown until 
a century later, after (he reigns of the three Luxembngo- 
Bobennan kings, Oharleo 17., 1347-1378, Weneealavs, 1887- 
1410, and Sigiginund, 1410-1437. With Albert II. of 
Austria, 1317-1340, and his successor and cousin, Frederic 
III. of Austria Styria, 1-140-1403, began the steady progress 

of the Habsbtug Uonae, whieb thsmoaCarth kept poaaaoaion of 
the imperial throne of Germany.

II. tjiLR.'iiA, extending all along the eastern frontiers of 
Moravia and Bohemia, had beeome wdtod to tiie Bohemian 
crown ia 1435-1455 (446). Tbi<< fer(il.> and beautiful province, 
which, during the period wo dewribe, waa the Eldorado of 
German emigration, in the same manner as the United States, 
California and New Holland are at the present dsy,beeame soon 
Germaniaed, tudustrions snd wealthy.

for the comparatively pnllry »utn of I'lO.OOO gold llorina. 
With thia remarkable fiuaueiul o|iiTi«tinii, the pnidcut Fre- 
deric I., now EJaotor of Brandenburg, laid the fiimndatioa of 
the mighty PruMMan numartky, which his descendants, the 
llohenroUerni*. jioS'Se.-'s to the present day. Frederic II., 
who followed his father from U40 to 1470, directed his whole 
attention to tha Attnn drnkpaent of the eonntry; and hia 
long reign was highly beneficial to its eommerce. indu.'<try. and 
agriculture; nor did he neglect to encourage the education 
aud chivalrou.'* virtues of the higher clas»es. He instituted, 
in 1443, the order of the Swan-knight*, cbain-bearen of the 
Ibir ladies ; and he ree o Torod the Nenmarh from the Tentonie 
Order in I'ruHsiu, to whnm Si^'iM' nin! ! iil mortgaged it. in 
140'^ (3b0).

MuhlAausen was a free town under tbo protection of the Svias.

The Augsburg 
VmlMtt estendod their operations to the East Indies ; and 
ihe intimate reUtioiis of the dty to Lombardy, Venice, and 
the Tn-n;in npuMics, nourished the taste of the wcnltliv 
AugaburgiT.s for literature, the fine art«, and all the ele- 
gancies and comforts of southern life Aiimierg, UIm, 
Batitbon, StrtuAurg, Spires^ Worm*, Franhfnrt, and Aix- 
la-Chapellf, followed in the wake of Augsburg : ret nunc be- 
came so much the crr.tre of the political and in li^i-iintical 
tnnsactiona of the time as ConsUince (Costnits), on the Bo- 
den Sen (176), during the qvioqwennial sitting of the ode- 
brated Council, from 1414 to 14 1 R. The concourse at that 
synod of distinguished men from every country of Europe, 
was isMMoee; whUe ^000 prelates, and 2,500 professors and 
doetora of Uw, were preaehing or disputing in the Qothic 
eatbedrals, 10,000 princes, nobles, and knights, were knee- 
breaking and siriir i Fla.ahing on the meadows of the Bhlne.

With the broad- 
sword beneath their heed, nerefaants and aailoin r e pos e d on 

th( ir sliipi, or in tlicir dcpol.s, always ready for combat; nnd 
as their power and wealth rapidly increased, their sucoeas 
spurred them on to still more arduons undertakings. The 
Ihml act of the Union was drawn np at Cologne, in IS64, 
■ad signed by all the members. The main object of the 
League, therein exprc8?>ed, was to protect the oonfederatcd 
oitiaa and their property from foreign aggressMw; to guard, 
extend, and monopolise their eommeme; to manage the ad> 
ministration «f jnsticc within the limits of the T'nion ; to pre- 
vent quarrels and acts of injustice by confederate diets and 
courts of arbitration, and to maintain the rights and immuni- 
ties received from the Emperor and the Princes.

IX. KiKOIMM OP HtmOAHT. 

.'!.'),'>. Dynasties anu Constititio.v. — The kingdom of the 
Magyars (314) attained its highest development toward tbe 
middle of the fourteenth century, when its great King, Louis 
of Anjou, uniting the erowns of Hungary and Poland, raled 
a.s a sovereign over all the lands between tbe Adriatic and the 
Kuxinc, and extended the dominion of the Hungarian nation 
to its natural boundaries, tlie Carpathian range on (ha M*A, 
and Mount Balkan (Haemns) on the south. During the reign 
of the ancient dynasty of Arpad, civilixation had made but 
little progretis among the wild and warlike Hungarians, partly 
on acoount of the roving habits of the Magyar noblea and the 
aaimoaity of the native popniation agsinst the foiN»ign colonists, 
Kumani {'il 'il, (lerraans, and Wallsehiaiis, to whom the kings 
had assigned lands within the kingdom, — and partly, too, on 
aeeount of the indcfiniteneim of the royal prerogative and tha 
traoUaa whieh had their origin in the disputed aucceaaion to 
theerown among variona claimants. Order was at last re- 
stored in \'Z-l-i, when .Vudreas II. — l-.i05-l.i35 — in his Golden 
Bnll^^MAb Aurta — hud the foundatioD of the later Hub* 
gariaa eonatitntion.

sylvania Fearful were the crueltici nf the Asiatic barharians, 
who left nothing behind tJiem but ruined cities and mouldering 
oorpsea, and it is only with shuddering that we read the Hnii' 
garian ehnmiolcs of tboee tines. Yet, on tbe baatj retreat of 
Beta Chan toward the Volga, Hangary began to recover from 
her wounds, and her decimated pipiilatinii bc.canie in part re 
Stored by the nnmeroos ooloniea of luUtans, Fkmingt, Huxons 1 
and other Oenmms, who, fS»llo«lng the invitation of King I 
Bcla, were settled in the TsUeys of the Carpathian iiionntains 
and tlie |>luiiis of Transylrsnia. The Arjiad dynasty became 
extinct in a. n l.'iOl, and was succeeded by tbs Neapolitan j 
branch of tbe Uouse of Anjoa,**' the moat brilliant period 
in Hnngartan history. The Angevin prtnees of Hungary dis- 
tiii>.'ul>''ji d thcniM-lves favorably above th<isc of Naples by their 
snperior capacity and restlctw activity ; they niaiutaincd the

Bulgaria ia a fertile, plain 
eoantry, highly favored by nature ; ita climate is milder than 
(hat of the more inomitainou'- Si rvia, its liottoiii !an>U on the 
Danube less marshy thau those of Wallacbia, and its rich pas- 
tofaa in the plabs and on the slopes of Meant Hsbbms are 
covered with flocks of sheep and herda of cattle, and those 
small but stroii<; and lively Buljrarian horse.<4, nhirh are so 
much apprciiali il in Tiirkiy. Tim ancirnt Uulgarian king- 
dom had been destroyed by the £mperor Basil IL in 1018 
(324) ; hnt the Bnlgariaae chafed under the iron rod of By- 
zantiiuii, and tlify broko forth into open rebellion, under 
tlieir Wallachian IfaJcrs, Peter and Amiu, in ll^ft. Aided 
hjr the Kumanic horden, their King Johauitza vanquished 
and eaptured King Baldwin of Constantinople and his 
crusaders in 1*207, and, unitinjcf with the Greek Emperor 
of Nicca, in Asia Min.ir, the Bulgarians formed a powerful 
kingdom north of Mount Ussmua. Yet tiie nation remained 
ainage; the^priaoM fbllowed one another on the thfona by 

continual revolutions. Vaurjuishcd and decimated hf the 
Mongols, the Bulgarians were easily overpowered by the 
Hungarians, and King Lotds, taking Widdin in 1965, audn- 
tained his snpremaoy, until the invasion of tbe Ottomans, and 
the battle of Koumea, in 1389, carried the victorious 8ultan 
to the banks of the Danube. Bulgaria fell an easy prey to 
the eonqneror ; all the later attempts of the Emperor Sigis- 
■and in IS96, aad the Pelaeeo-Huagarian King Ladislaw VI., 
in 1444, to recover that iuiporlant i-ountrv, won' frustrated 
by the invincible prowess of the Janiasaries, and Bolgaria

n.ixn. north of the Danube, and West of the Carpathian 
Mountains, had, iu the fourteenth century, a more extensive 
frontier thau at the present day. Moldavia, embracing the 
hilly province of Boukowina, on the north, ran all along the 
western bank of the Dniester, thus inclosing the present Be»- 
.saraliia and the northern branch of tbe Danubiun Delta. The 
Pratb, tbe Berlad, and tbe Sereth. joining the Moldawa and 
Bistrista, descend from the Carpetbiso TsIleyB, snd fertiluM the 
rich plains through which they flow, The Sereth furiued the 
frontier line between Moldavia and Wallacbia. The latter 
principality, which is situated on the Danube and the south- 
western bend of tbe Carpathians, receives the Aluta from 
Transylvania and a groat number of smaller rivers, which all 
di.Hcbargc into the Danube. The original inhabitant.>i of 
these magnificent coiutrios were Jktoo-Jtomatu, mixed with 
Gatht aad other German tribes, who, though subdued by 
nuns, Avars, Petcbencges, Kumans, and oilur T;irt:ir tritu s, 
preserved most wonderfully their language unJ ualioiialily, 
and, throwtqg off the! v>ke of their i- iU jUcrors, formed an 
ind^ndent state mider Radul the Bhwk, toward the close 
of the thirteenth oentury. The Walbchian Princes were 
called Voirorh ; the nobles, lioynrds ; the constitutiou was 
Sclavonic; tho power of the Prince, despotic; and Prince 
Drmosh, a atonttar of iniquity, obt^iMd the appellation of 
Draki:i. — the Butrhrr — on nccoiint of his unheard-of cruelty 
and bloodthirBtincKS The crimes and disorders they occa- 
sioned facilitated the con(|ue8t of Wallacbia by the Hun- 
garian kin|p. Yet tho wise and generous Stephen, Voivod 
of Moldani^l498-I504— maiatu^ied his independence, both 
against the Turks and M.apyars, and it was not until the Glial 
overthrow of tbe latter, in tbe battle of Mohacs (562), in 
1586^ that the Saltans detnitively obuined possasiion of 
the two principaiittea, whidi they thenceforth governed by 
IJospodan, chosen among the servile Cnnstontinopolitau 
Princes — tbe JPAimariisIs— who crowded around the throne 
of thmr Oamanlia tyrants. The principal cities of WaUaebis 
were : BcxoBSieirr (Bukarcst), the capital and resideoee of 
the Ilospodar, Trii:infiHhl , Rininik, ou the .Vluta, Ktojrira, 
and iktirU George (Gjurgewo) and ISrcyla, on the Danube.

E^n, RcAinlia, Cardiga, 
ThomaTy Soure, Habdo^ ManAa- Veika, Mmumto, and Ze- 
aerti, and had splendid order hooaea la Uahos, Rvom, and 
Santareni. The Ordrr nf Christ, like tfial '^f Santiacn, elected 
ihi'ir own lV>rln;;ueiio grandiiiajit«(r, and tlie latter becumo thua 
reli'a.se<l frnin their subjection to the order in Spain. The 
UospitoUora had their scat in Xeipa, near Porto, and poaaeaaed 
many estataa and ehnrehes in the north.

the squandered osUtcs, proved nnsuceeaifill nntil Dom JoAo 
I.,**' after tbo battle of AfjubamUtfWtimHiti the throne, u 
i:i^<5, and, strong by tho affection of the nation and by his 
brilliant coniiucsta in Afriia, restorid the rifvul ^l:paty. 
Dom Joftfl II., a priuoo alike prudent and courageous, ordered 
all who had reeeiTcd graoto, whether of poaaaaaioiw or digni- 
tii'^, fr'im his predecessors, to produce the nece^Miry instru- 
ments, for tho purjiose of showinp the tenure by which they 
were held, and wherever the title wait defective the claim waa 
at once diamiaaed. Ue aalgectcd the feudal to the royal tri<

But the execution 
of the ]iuHerl'>il Ouke of 15rngan<ja, on tho scaSuld, at Evora, 
in 1483, the death of the Duke of Viseu by the handuf Juuo 
himself, and tho exile of the rest, secured the internal tran* 
quillity of Portugal; iUaristocraey waa broken for over ; the 
srii1< lit' lloj r.iiuiiiMii.'i T'he, and tlic w.-alth streaming in from 
the Kaat Indian cummerco ins|>ired the nation with tiint love 
of froodoB and glory which carried Ito basner victoriously to 
ito oooqweaU and oolooica in the four qnartora of the world.

Resttllo (ufterwunl- !?■ tMrlii -a ,r ]m It-m), at 
the mouth of that river, with a magnificeot cathedral of our 
Sanonr, wbenoa Vaaeo do Gann departed, Jnly 8tb, 1597, to 
di.'»cnver the sea passage to the East Indies."' .Hmqin ,-. 
Oeirat, Cinfra, and JUiifra, were celebrated for their .<iplcndid 
monaataries, pnlaees, and tbe romantic scenery of Serra da 
Oinlra. Xeyrto, on the Lia^ one of the oldeat and strongest, 
eitiaa ia Portnpl, anmnd whose walla the ITooriab wara bad 
raged for centuries. At the h.imlct of A/jii'ytirrotc, sduthwcst 
of Leyria, was foaght the important battle, on July *29th, 
1385, in whigh 2,500 Portngnese heroes, led on by Dom Jofto, 
the grand-master uf Aviz and the constable Nunho Alvnn s 
Poreira totally routed and defeated King Juan II. and hiti 
SO^OOO Ca-<(i1ian!<. In eommeiuoration of the battle, tlio most 
glorious in the annals of Portugal, Joko L built tbe Domin- 
ioaa oonrent of Batata, a noMe Nonnano^tbic pile, as a 
burial place f ir himself and his i?uecesi<ors. At another 
iplandid monuatcry, the Ciiitercian abbey of Alcoda^i, west of 
Bataiha, were the tondM of the priaoea of the earlier Bwgnn

the boundless Atlantic, that learned and enterprising prinoc 
built hia villa, Tbr^o-JVUdtf (or TeroenaFNaTal, afterwarda 

called Vif/a do Iiifnntr), and dircctrrl all t!;o maritime e.\pe 
ditions of the Portuguese for the exploration of the coast of 
.'Vfrica, and the colonization of tho western islands of Arte 
Santo, Madeira and the Azores, which, by his exertions were 
then diaoovarad in the oecan. Algarve, in its guuuy petition, 
between t)M Stmdt Shnrhiquc and the sen, was the most 
fertile and beantifU proTiuce of tbe realm ; its climate lind 
produetiona were African ; ita porta crowded with ahipa, and ita 

eitifs with nobles and youthful warriors, who then muatONd 
and prepared fur tho crusading expeditions to the African 
coast. The inhabitants were long a mixture of Christiana, 
Moora, and Jews, living peaoeably together, until the rnthless 
hand of the iinpiiKition, in tbe sixteenth eentury. transformed

Ceuta (128, S14), od its law, 
Handy promontory, was, at the time of tin- ( rin(|iu at, a well 
built, populous, and wealthy oily, under the .nway of tlie Emir 
ZaU Ben Zahi, a tributary of the KSag of Morocco. It was the 
greet emporiMB id MaoritantaD commerce, w itJi splendid beiaars 
and mannftetnei of iron, silk, and leather, in aetire eommu- 
iiliiitiMii tint oiilv with the Moors of Granada, but with the 
Italian porta and tbe Mamloke Sultana of Egypt. In tbe poe- 
eeeeion of the PortogUie, H beeeme tiw etniighold and great 
milifary depot of their armies during the following centuries, 
and ita garrison repelled gallantly all the attacks of the 
Kil^P of Morocco and Fez. Before Tuitgirr (tj.'>, 12:1) the 
Portuguoae aailured tbe melanobol/ defoat of 1438, io which 
the pious Infinite Dob Ferdinando — O Printipe CtnutmUe — 
was »urren<li r( il as liDsta^rc to tlie .floors for the restitution of 
Ceata.

Atlantic. — The brilliant career of tbe Portngneso in naviga- 
tion and commerce began with tiie accidental discovery of 
Porto Sauto, in 1418, by the Cavalicra Gousalcs Zaroo^ and 
Triat&o Vaa Toxein, whom a storm bad driven off tho 
AfrusB ooast Madeira was edonlMd m 1 420 by Perestrello^ 
who boilt AmcAo/, and the extraordinary fertility of that 
beantiftll idand, where Don IIenrii{iie rultivated the Htipiar- 
cane from ffidly and tbe vine from ("yprus, eneouragi <i t!i>' 
Prince to new undertakings. While tbe Spausrds occnpied 
the Canaries, the Portuguese held tbe Cape Vtrdt htandt, 
in I l K), and the Aqorcs in 1-451. They settled on tlie coast 
of Uuinta in 14(>3, ton years later in Congo, and the bold 
BartholonMO Diaa disoovered tho oouthera pronontoiy, Cabo 
Tortnciitnio, for vhhlh name Doni .Td.'io TI , full of hope, 
substituted that of Boa K^i«riini;a. Yet it was not until 
1497, after the discovery of the Western Continent byColnst- 
bus, that tbe gnat Vasoo de Qama boldly steered bis oontso 
through the Indian Ooean to the shores of Malabar, and thna 
opened the path for that Portugne.'ie lii roi.siu nml priory in tho 
East which form one of tbe most astonisbiog pages in ^lodcrn 
ffistoiy.

Tbo mpraHHursf 
the Christian arnm wan derid<>d in VIM, in fbo fiUCw of 
Tb&un; there the Alniohad dyna-sty was defeated and lost its 
fairest provinces. Castile and Leon, baring bcoonic united for 
tho last tine under tho sceptre of Don Fernando 111., JU 
Smto, in IS30 (316), rose in powerand extent OnoeominesI 

followed anotlii r. I'li'dd fi ll in I'JIM : the [Mjpulous Cordova, 
with ita glittering mosques and Saracuu magniliceucc, in 1230; 
Mmaa bowed to tho Ohiialian away in 1243, and the wai^ 
like Aragonose princes were thus out off from fitrther exten- 
sion on tho Peninsula. Arjona, Jam, Carmona, tuid the 
important .Vi iVA/, opened their gates to tho sainted Fernando, 
whose son, Alfonso X., El Sabio, rednood Hudva, Xtres de 
ia Bmtera, CaHa, Midii»Sidoida, and Niebla at the 
month of tbe OuSidalfttivcr. This was the lu»t |Hjsse»sion of 
the Almohad princes; tbcy fled to Africa in 1250. and the 
greater part of Andalusia became incorporated in the Costiliaa 
Kingdom. Only Granada, protected by its natural position, 
and strengthened by tbe myriads of fleeing Saracens, who

Alfonso X. did not prosecute tho war; ho turned his 
attention to the internal affain of the realm. Spain was still 
far AsAtmf the other Ruropean oountrico in eivilisation; her 

institutions dcvelo|ieil llieiMselves but slowly under the clash 
of arms; nay, they were even stopped by the fierce civil 
d ia s ms iona whieh at that period broke ont between the kings 
and (heir proud nobility, who, being m part allied to tho 
royal family, continued to increase in influonoo and preten- 
sions. These disturbances were principally produced by the 
Princes of La Cerda, who being ezolnded from tbe throne, 
found support in Aragon and among the noble* of the north, 
and returned sword in hand.

teenth century. But Caatile had no enteral and dufinilive 
constitution ; no regularity in tbe representation of the eitii>i<, 
which, moreover, like tbe repttbliea of Italy, were distmcled 
by rivalry and petty eontentiona.

The ro;al dynasty of Don Garcias VI., Raorim (318), be- 
came extinet with Sancbo YI., ia 1834, and' (iM Oannt TMa* 
banit I- of rhanipapne, inherited thatluWiBa. On the decease 
of Henry I., the la-st scion of this hontie, in 1*274. the queen 
innrried her daughter, Jnanna, to King Philipp lo Bel, aad 
Navarra h<M-arae thoa united to Fkanee during fifty-fire jaara 
j But Pliilipp vr. of Valoif, in IS28, was aaxiona to rid bio- 
I self iif one of hia most dangerous competitor.^ for tlie throne 
of France, by surrendering the kingdom of Navarra to Philipp, 
Count of Bweu (306, 393), married to Jeann, dn^ter of 
Louis X. This separation from France was hailed with joy 
by the Navarrcsc, and those wild mountaineers celebrated the 
festival of their independence with the horrible slaught.jr ef 
ten thousand Jews, who wore settled among them, and had 
enjoyed the proteetion of the Fren^ kings, wboaa bankera they 
were." Charles the Bad tueik a [H-niieioiis part in the struggles 
of France, without any boiiefit to Navarra. There, the hos- 
tile factious of the Bniuiiion/s and AgrcMontt involved the 
country in the fiercest civil wars, which only terminated with 
the destruction of the unhappy Prince Carlos de Viana, in 
1 402. Navarra was always exposed to the conflicting influ- 
ences of France and Aragon, and oonld nerer gather its 
strength. Its atatra enjoyed great prlvtUfea irbteb wen pre- 

served h\* the frrijuent rhanpei of the d%nastie*. The Kings 
of Navarra were surrounded b_v a council of twelve members, 
chosen from the Ugh nobility. The Cortes were composed

It was to the Almo- 
had and AUiamarid dynasties that Oranada owed the Alhamhm 
with its wonders, the splendid mo9<iaes — ■i/Juiiuis — caravao> 
serais, bazaars, aqueducts, brid;.'es, hospit-tLs, publie baths, and 
all tho other liberal institutions of Molianjiiiedan piety. 
What Cordova had been in the ninth century, Granada became 
ID the fifkeentb. It contained then fiwr hundred thoniand 
ititi:i( i(aiit.'i, and occupied a cireuniference of three leagues, 
which was defended by ranges ■•(' walls with more than a 
thousand towers. Vet the M<' .n~Ii capital was as celebrated 
for the industry of its citisens, the loamiog of its Atimam 
and Akhatihi, as for the magnifioenee of its royalty and the 
valor of its knights, — and it i» w ith a feeling of sorrow and 
r^prot tliat we road in I>ou Hurtado de Mcudoia, tbe misery 
and minwbieh tbe namw-mlnded politico of the Spaniah 
monarchs, and the terrors of the Inquisition, brought on thia 
happy country, when tlie cross was planted on the Alhambra, 
and Qranada sank with the nation that preferred exile and

The Catalans made inroads from Aitiea ; the Yeue- 
tians poBseased Corm, Modan, Argot, and AfoMem&ufa ; tlia 
Pope held Patras and KatipHa ; fbns the Franldsb dominioo 
in the Morca, formerly so powerful, was in the beginning of 
the fifteenth century reduced to E/is, western Armdia, and 
the coastland of Achaia. The last Frank sovereign who 
assumed the title of Prince of Achaia waa Azan Zaefaariab 
Ccnturionc, Count of Chalandritza. Having, in 1480, snr- 
rcndered that fortress and all his other territorial posscysions 
to the l>espot Ibomu PaiKologus, for a life-rent of his

Naxos ; the capital waa sacked in the most barbarona man- 
ner, and the whole inland overrnii by the Turks, The 
unhappy Duke Giovanni V. Crispo became a tributary to 
the Sultan. His son Giaoomo lY. was imprisoned in Con- 
stantinople; the Turks took possession of the islands, and 
Selim II. conferred the government of Naxos on his banker, 
the Jew John Micbez, who, not daring to visit his exasperated 
Greek aubjecta, sent tlia noble Spaniard, Framcia Gorooello, aa 
bia depvtj, to eolleat tte tribotee and orvrlook the pnblie 
adniinistration of thn inland Such wa.'f the final fate of the 
duchy of the Archipelago, the Itisl great fief of the Latin 
empinef Bomania; it fell in 15G6, after having bt en ruled 
by twea^-eoe Gatholio ptineee br three bvndred and fifty-nine 
years."*

The eity of RJkodet, on the north 
of tho inland, had two barbors, the Galley Port and the Porto 
di Mandraeekio, whidi wan protected by atrong and beanti- 
M towOTB, and eloaed bj enonnona iron diuna drawn aeroaa 
tho entrance The T'ppcr Town In /uni'-- riHr — with the huge 
Gothic palace of the grand masters, the cathedral uf Utivxi 
John, and tlw beaatifnl itnet of the knights — Itt rue des 
Chevaliers — waa aeparated from the Lower Town— /a ville 
baste — by a tranarerae wall with many towers and some gates. 
In tliirt lower t|uarler lived the Greek Kubjecto, the Jews, all 
tho married eitiaona and retainera of the order, and those 
luuaerOttS and boanttftil Rhodiao oonrtesans whose rich and ele- 

grat dress in tho fifteenth century became tlie fashion <if all 
European ladiua. The order vim earlier divided into iteven 
tongncs, those of Fraivr, Cn manif, Auvergne, Aragon, 
JBttgiand, Provence^ and Jtaitf ; but daring the diasensioDs in 
the ordar in 146i8,the eighth tongue, Castite-Portuga/, was 
created. Tbekni^tsof every tongue had iheir position on the 
towera, mUa, and outworka assigned fur the defence of the 
«tlj. Near the Novnl Pkikrtme$ (the aaeiant lalyaoa) waa 
tho swamp where the young knight Deodal de Gnjnn, fr im 
Provence, iu 134'^, in a dangerous combat, killed the hu^'e 
serpent or crocodile which for a long time lud been tho terror 
of the inhabitaata and Hooka of the enrixona On the mono- 
tab atood tb« eelebnted Ohnreh of Onr Lady of Philo- 
rcmos, to whose vhrino ptlgrimagcH were made by Greeks and 
Latins. Other cities in tho island wore Lindo* on the eaat, 
and TKawfa, Neokaitron, and Kandura, uu the weak. Saltan 
Hohamincd II. sent, in 1480, Hisih-Paaiti with a hundred 
thousand Turks to besiege the city of Rhodes, but they wero 
repelled with tremendous loan by the gallant Grand Master, 
Pierre d'Aabaasoo, and foroed to depart from the ialand.

Genoese, who held possession of the strong and important 
maritime cities of Amastra and Amisos, and with the ICmirs 
of Kiistrmuni (the ancient Faphlagonia) ; and on the cast by 
the fine, warlike race of the Lasi, who served in tbe army of 
tho Comnenhn omperont Tbe Emperor Alexina 17. and bis 
aon Kalojoannis bad bravely beaten off the firnt inrajiona of 
the Turkoman Sheiks and Ottoman Sultans, but the idlu 
pomp, the bigotry and ceremonious pedantry of tbo Byiantiuc 
court, found their way to Trebixond, which appeared as the 
▼eiy caricatore of its prototype — the same despotism and re- 
ligious intolerance ; the Lazian mouDtaiuccrs were treated 
like serfii by tbe arrogant Trebiaontine nobles; the Greek 
population were oppreeaed hj tiibntea and taxes, and by tbe 
cncroachinont.^ nf thi' Ofnorse f5h\lni-ks. who hrld all VNualth 
and commerce in their hands. The time had arrived when 
the moral degradation of tbe Comnenian prinoea, the avarioe 
and aelfishness of tbe archons and clergy, became so offcn-iive 
to tho mass of tho people, that they every where con.sidered 
the conquest of their country by the Turks as an event 
preferable to the oontinuance of their actual miaeriea. After

Trebitond surrendered; the emperor with his lumily was 
transported to Mavron Oros, near Serres, where he soon fell 
a aaerifice to tbe auspioioaa jealousy of tbo peifidioua Sultan. 
Tbe beantifnl city of TrMxomi, Ita fortifications, palaces, 
churches, and other monuments of the taste and skill of the 
Byaantine artiste, went to ruin; it» fertile plains were aban- 
domad, and exhibit, at the present day, tbo ivaM aqnalid 
pjiolwa of aooial and intollootnal degradation aa orory other 
part of tho Ottoman dominion.

TSur- 
nabadthi (Troy), and AidindiMk (Qjaicus), on the peuinsulA 
of Pnoonneaaa, where tho Condottieie Bo|^do Flor, with hto 
mercenary army of Catalans and Aragonesc. vanr|'!i<hr.l tho 
Turk.s in brilliant battles in l30"-".h and drove tbLin Lack 
across Mount Taurus. The city was, however, surprised and 
taken by the Turka under Snleyman, the bod of Sultan Ork- 
hen, in iSS6, and there they aaaembled their firU fleet, with 
which thoy Iniided in Tlirai o and occupied KaHijmlm in the 
same year. The petty jirinees of Kara»i were allies of the 
Osmnnlies, and began early their pnratioal cipeditioBO on the 
,i£igean with the devastation of Chios in 1307. 

III. SsARCKtux (the ancient iBoUa and Northern Lydia), 
south of Karaiii, with tho oitiaa of Mognmo, Akhutar (ThyoF 
tin), and Adala. 

TV. Aimn (tho aneient Ionia and Western Lydia), with 
Smyrna, Tc/iesine (Kis*os), on the coast opposite to Chios ; 
Ajtisiil- (Ephesus), Ala Sdirhr (Philadelphia), reconquered by 
the Cntalanain 1806, but wori^e treated by the ferocious and 

delwnohed mercenariea than by the Mohammedans themselvoa, 
and aoon lost again. 

V. MENTE.sctiE (the ancietit \)«r\-^ in Cnria), with jlfi/^/<tA 
(Hylarima), MUtt, E$kihiMtar (Alabaoda), and Chonmn 
(Cibyim). The atrongly-fortifitd peniaenla of Halieamaaaoa, 

with tho ca«t1os of Prtriiiiion and Thiffi itn l''tV4). belonged 
til tlie Knif.'lil.'^ of Rhodes, who with their s|)lon(lid and invin- 
cible galley fleets protected the islands. 

VI. TsKiKH or TeiM (ancient Lyeia and Pamphylia), on 
the southern omut, vrith Aitfalict (Satalia), SidiKhehr (Side), 
M'llri. K<t!!r'/oi i zz'i. Mt/rn, and Finrla. 

VII. Kermi.vn (ancient Phrygia Facatiana), with Ltidtlc 
(Laodioea) and Trijxtlis, on the Meoderi (Meander), Kutak^ 
(Cotyaram) in the north, the capital of a Seldjukian Emir, 
Eski- KtirahisMr (Old Black Tower, or Synnada), and San- 
diikh — all places celebrated in the history of the Crusades. 
At Aktcltai, in the aouth, Sultan Bayaxid llderim, in 1392, 
tooik tho fhiOkaa Karamanian Prince, Abh-ed-Db, prisoner, 
together with his sons, and after their e.vecutii>u incoriMirated 
all the southeastern part of Asia Minor with the Ottouiau 
Empire. 

VIII. Uamid (Pisidia and Phr)'gia Kekauinena), the knd 
of lakes, with Isparta, and Ak-Schrkr, where the iiuprisoned 
Bayaiid Thunderbolt died in his kaphrs or grated litter, oa 
the 8th of March, 1403 ; he was buried in Kutahga. 

0:?0 IX. KaiAMAN', tho largest Emirate, which for nearly 
a century remained independent of the Turkish Sultans— 
1299-1390— emhraoed the Rocky Citieia, I»<uri», and Lja^ 
oaia* with tho dtiea Suiigak (loonium, Bum), Sanmumt 
; and tho esttoiivo oaU hdto ni«-3lAaflli. In tlw 
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■mthan part of Kmnmm lay th* 1»ttt«-fldd of Jngara, 

OB tlir Sangarius, where, nn tlic lUlli of July, 1 40"2, the nupe- 
tior tactics of the Mougol, Tiiuur KLsn (Tamerlane), main- 
tained the bluody dny agsiut Sultan Bayazid Ildt!rira. After 
the moBtfrightfuIstrngglebetirMBBMrljItKlf amilliaaof aarago 
warriora, the Ottoman Jaalmtrlta, abandoned by their Spahia 
(cavalry), were surrounded by myriads uf Tiirtar liorMiiuii, 
and out down to a mao. The Sultan, with a ho«t of Turkish 
oOaara and other digttHariaa, flril mto the haade ef the 
Mongol Emperor, wdo soon retired into Upper Asia, and thus 
eared the Ottoman iOmpirc. The hist Karamanian prince, 
Ka^im Bel, died in 1488. 

X KdUnnna (the aoaioDt PaphIagoDia),an the aborea of 
th» Blaek Sea, tietween the Sangariua and the IGxil-Irmak 
(HaUi"). reuiaint'd lung Imstile to the Turks, and the Kmirs of 
Szinup (ijitiope) and JiaiUmuni (Ctkstamone) were not aub- 
dnd tutil after the eonqaaat of Constantinople, when Mo- 
hammed II. moved all his forces againat Trebiaond, in 1461. 
It was the U»t of the Seldjukiau prineipalitiee in Aaia Minor, 
which, by ita alliaaoe with Christian BUla^^ had miw ta m ed ita 
indepeodeoee of the Ottoaun Bnptre.

Asia Minor, where, by the support they rendered the Seld- 
jukiau Ernies and the £niiecora of Trebiaond, thaj aoon got 
into war with tbe Ottoman Tnrka.*** Tsonn Haaaan, the 
celebrated Chan of the White Iliirde, formed a powerful em- 
pire in Armenia and Mesopotamia by his victory over the 
Blaek Sheep.

— C. Kjalbt 
Btnt-lLi (Bomania), extending from tbe Boqihoraa akatg 
XfjAd Salkm (Monnt Hiemus), westward acrosB to the 
Adriatic Sea, and enihraciiig the Hyzanliiie iirnviiiee? of 
Thnoej Macedonia, Epirus, and Tliesaaly.

Saltan Orkhan, on a dadc night, crossed tlio itnita witt 
thirty-nine of his bravest ri)riipanion!i — JdhUtt — OB tWO 
rafts, and by nupriae took possession of the eMile of Dthim 
mSk (T^mpe), opposite to Lampaakos.

(mosques), tanks, aqaadaata, gardens, and coUsges, wbeta 
literature and science were taught to form able cadis, walis, 
and military officers. He aasemblcd the sons of the moat distin- 
puLslu'd chiefs of the Bcrlwrs and Kabyles from the desert to 
the number of aaveral thousands, and gave these young HaJUet 
a oompkla literary and miKtary adueatioB, being himself pressnt 
at their excrcisfs, likr Charlemafrnf. and cnoonrapinp tlipir 
exertions by prescnta and offices of coufideuce ; and Morocco 
became thua the centre of the Mohammedan power, from 
wbieb those myriads of warriora were laoitched on Spain, who 
frir oentaries retarded the progreM of the Christian arms.
